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DETAILS; 

AT SEIMA, ALABAMA. 

This investigation is predicated upon information furnished 
by J. WILSON BAKER, Director of Public Safety, City of Selma, 

Alabama, to SA EDWARD H„ BAHL0W, JR., at 8:00 PM on March 9, 

1965 , that three white ministers reportedly had been assaulted 
by unidentified persons near Walker 11 s Cafe on Washington Street, 
Selma, Alabama. BAKER informed that he was attempting to 
obtain further details. _ 

SA ROBERT L. FRYE telephonically contacted Capt. FRANK 
LA PORTE, Identification Officer, Selma Police Department, who 
advised that he had a police car in the vicinity of Walker’s 
Cafe checking for details of the reported assault and endeavoring 
to identify the subjects of the investigation. He furnished the 
names of JAMES REEB, CLARK OLSEN and ORLOFF MILLER as the 
individuals reportedly assaulted and informed that they had been 
taken to Burwell Hospital at Selma, Alabama. These individuals 
were subsequently identified more fully as:

Reverend JOHN M. WELLS* Unitarian Minister* 1275 
Port Hart Road., Alexandria* Virginia* was interviewed at the 
rear of Brown*s - Chapel* Selma* Alabama® He advised that 
he had dinner at Walker’s Cafe on Washington* Street* on 
the evening of March 9 S 1965- He advised he was accompanied 
by Reverend DAVID COLE and Reverend GERALD CRICK* Reverend 
WELLS further informed that Reverend ORLOFF MILLER* Reverend 
CLARK OLSEN* and Reverend JAMES REEB who are associated with 
the American Friendly Community Church were also having 
dinner at the same restaurant* He said he and his two 
companions left the restaurant shortly before 7 P-m® He 
said that they turned left as they left the restaurant and 
walked back to Brown’s Chapel* He advised he did not observe 
any suspicious individuals in the area while they were 
leaving*

Reverend DAVID COLE, 102*f Brice Road, Rockwell, 
Maryland, advised he is associated with the American Friendly 
Community Church, He advised that on the evening of March 9, 
1965, he had dinner-at Walker’s Cafe on Washington Street, 
accompanied by Reverend JOHN WELLS and Reverend GERALD CRICK, 

He also informed that three other ministers from the 
American Friendly Community Church, ORLOFF MILLER, CLARK OLSEN, 
and JAMES REEB, were having dinner at the restaurant when 
they left at approximately 7p.m. He advised that they turned 
left after walking out of Walker’s Cafe and walked back to 
Brown's Chapel on Sylvan Street in Selma without incident. 

He advised that he did not observe any groups of 
white people congregating in the area nor did he observe 
anyone" acting in a suspicious manner. He said he had heard 
a few moments before that Reverends REEB, OLSEN and MILLER 
had been attacked by some unknown white males as they 
left the restaurant and were being taken to Birmingham, 

Alabama, for hospitalization.

Mr, JOE'OLIVER, 90? Green Street, advised that 
he is also known as Darby, and is a janitor at Keefe High 
School, Orrville, a community near Selma, Alabama, He 
stated that he lost his left eye through an injury when he 
was a child and his right eye has a cataract, 

OLIVER recalled that on the evening of March 9$ 1965* 
between Ts30 - 8;00 p 0 m o , he walked from Llstonclay Cafe 
on Washington Street to the Silver Moon Cafe on Washington 
Street at Selma Avenue on the east side of Washington Street, 

He said that as he passed Walker® s Cafe about half way to 
the Silver Moon Cafe, he saw no one standing on the side¬ 
walk in front of Walker's Cafe, but he did notice a young 
white man sitting on the window ledge alone and possibly 
other white men were coming out of the restaurant. He said 
he did not stop but said hello to this man and proceeded 
on down toward the Silver Moon Cafe, As he passed the 
front door of the Silver Moon Cafe, two white men in overalls, 
who were complete strangers, came out of the front door and 
tried to block his passage, while one of the white men said 
he was going to "beat the hell out of him/* He said he told 
this man he didn't want any trouble, and he continued walking 
around the corner on Selma Avenue toward the entrance of the 
Negro section of the Silver Moon Cafe, He said at this point 
the white man said, "God damn it nigger, halt, I'm going to 
whip you ud." He said he went on into the Negro section 
of the Silver Moon Cafe, but the white men did not follow 
him in and two or three minutes later when he came out 
onto the sidewalk the two white men were gone, 

OLIVER identified the photograph of ELMER COOK as 
a man who operates a business across the street from the 
Silver Moon Cafe, bub he could not identify photographs of 
N.AM0N O'NEAL HOGGLE, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE or R, B, KELLY, 

He stated, however, he was certain that the two men who 
stopped him were not identical with the four individuals 
named above and does not believe he could identity the two 
men if he should see them again.

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OLIVER stated that when he left the Silver Moon 
Cafe he went to his residence, staying about one hour and 
then returned to the Silver Moon Cafe to leave a message 
for his wife with one of the Negro employees there and 
estimated that he arrived approximately 9:00 p,m, He 
stated that he did not see anyone that he can recall by 
name during his walk from the Listonclay cafe to the 
Silver Moon Cafe. 

OLIVER stated that his wife works at the Coffee 
Pot Cafe for "Mr, BEN" who also runs the pawn shop at the 
corner. He said he did not see Mr. BEN that evening and 
does not recall seeing COOK or anyone else he knows. 

OLIVER was shown photographs of Reverend ORLOFP 
MILLER and Reverend CLARK OLSEN, and he selected the 
photograph of Reverend MILLER as the young white man he 
spoke to who was sitting on the window ledge outside of 
Walker*s Cafe. 

OLIVER stated that he did not witness any assault 
around the Silver Moon Cafe and has no information regard¬ 
ing any persons assaulted or any persons who committed an 
assault, and it was only later that evening when he learned 
through various unrecalled individuals that there had been 
some sort of commotion on Washington Street that evening.

Mr, EDDDE R, FERGUSON, Sr,, 1213 PhiIpot Street, telephone 
874-7302, advised that he is the operator of Walker°s Cafe, 318 Washington Street, 
telephone number 874-9120 and that he is sometimes known as EDDBE WALKER* 

He stated that during the evening of March 9, 1965, he was working 
in the kitchen due to the large volume of business In the restaurant* He stated that 
t his extra business was caused by the visiting demonstrators who had come to Selma 
and on that particular evening more than half of hss customers were white * He stated 
that he did not meet any of the visitors and had no contact with them whatsoever and 
could not identify the three ministers who allegedly had eaten dinner In his restaurant 
that evening prior to their being assaulted. 

He stated that the waitresses working that evening were HATTIE PEOPLE and 
HELEN BURDEN, one of whom probably wasted on the table where the ministers were 
served 0 

He stated that the first he knew tha 4 - any assault had taken place was 
after 8 p„m. when two police officers came to hss restaurant and asked him if he 
knew anything about an assault and of cou^e he told them that he did not know 
anything and was not even able to verify that the ministers had been in his 
restaurant prior to the assault. He said that no one has told him that they observed 
the assault and he has talked to no one who had admitted that they were even on the 
street during the time of the assault and was unable to identify any Negro male,who 
was reported to be near the cafe when the ministers came out, who might have an 
injured eye. Mr. FERGUSON stated that he may possibly be able to locate some 
witnesses to the assault or at least persons who were on the street at that time and 
will advise at a later date. 

Mr. FERGUSON stated that he has operated Walker's Cafe at that 
address continuously since 1941, and his customers have always been the better 
class of Negro people. He stated that he had never served any white patrons in 
the restaurant prior to the enactment of the Civil Rights Act on July 2, 1964, because 
it was against a city ordinance to do so. He began serving white persons in the 
restaurant around August, 1964. all of whom were strangers t raveling through S elma. _

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Around that time the police officers who would see a white person come info 
the restaurant would talk with them and the white person would leave without 
ordering. He did not know whether or not these white persons were placed under 
arrest. 


Sometime during August, 1964, the local police apparently 
realized that it was not a violation of the law for him to serve a white person 
in his restaurant due to the civil rights act and they stopped keeping white persons 
out of the restaurant. Between August and December, 1964, a few white patrons 
were served in the restaurant, possibly 3-5 per week but since about Christmas, 
1964, the white trade has picked up and recently during the last two months the 
visit of numerous civil rights demonstrators to Selma, Alabama, has brought in 
sometimes as many as 25-30 white customers in a day, all of whom were served. 

Mr. FERGUSON said he considers his business to be a Negro 
restaurant as do the local white people in the immediate area and that none of the 
local white people ever come into his restaurant to eat. 

He stated that he could not identify the photographs of the four 
subjects in this case as people he knows except that he believes COOK has a 
business on Washington Street across from Walker's Cafe diagonally. 

He stated that on the corner of Selma and Washington Streets, 
approximately one-half block away from the Silver Moon Cafe, a white cafe, 
as well as the Blue Bird Cafe, also a white cafe, are located. Diagonally across 
the street from Walker's Cafe is the Coffe Pot Cafe, also a white place and 
directly across the street from Walker's Cafe is located the Shannon Cafe which 
is a colored cafe. At the oiher end of the 100 block of Washington Street near 
Alabama Avenue is a Negro cafe called Listonclay. 

Mr. FERGUSON stated that he had heard that some colored 
people in the past, date unrecalled, had attempted to be served at the Silver 
Moon Cafe, but were refused service. 
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Mr. FERGUSON stated that he believes that the leaden of 
the current racial movement at Selma had been referring white people who are 
also interested in the movement who hove come to Se!ma if to his restaurant 
and that is the cause of the sudden increase of white trade. He stated that 
he does not know if the three ministers who were assaulted had been in 
his restaurant prior to March 9 3 1965 g as he does not know them.

Mr. EDDIE R„ FERGUSON p Sr. was recontacted at the 
Selma Resident Agency of the FBI, at which time he stated 
that during his normal contacts with Negroes in the area 
of Washington and Selma Avenues, in an attempt to obtain 
information as to possible witnesses to the assault of 
Rev. REEB ? he contacted an individual that worked in the 
Negro section of the Silver Moon Cafe* DAVID (LNU). DAVID 
gave FERGUSON the distinct impression that he was aware 
that a fight had taken place outside the cafe on March 9, 
1365 , and that he knew more of the incident than he let 
on. FERGUSON stated that he did not press DAVID for more 
information not wanting to arouse the suspicions of DAVID. 

FERGUSON cautioned that in his opinion DAVID 
was mentally deficient and easily excitable in addition to 
the fact that he has a distinct fear of white people. In 
view of the fear t FERGUSON suggested that DAVID be contacted 
by one FBI Agent rather than two. 

He advised he will continue to attempt to learn 
of witnesses to the assault.

Mrs * HELEN BURTON* 713 Lawrence Street* advised 
that she has been employed at Walker* s Cafe on Washington 
Street as a waitress'for the past 3 years. 

Mrs. BURTON stated that she was called to work 
extra during the evening of March 9? 1965? because of the 
extra business caused by numerous customers coming to the 
restaurant who are visiting Selma for the civil rights 
demonstrations. She said she arrived approximately 6;30 p.m. 
and worked until 9^00 p.m. She said only Negroes were eating 
at the counter and with the exception of one booth where 
Negroes were eating, the rest of the tables and booths 
were occupied by white people, some of whom were ministers. 
She stated that she cannot recall serving three ministers 
at one table and could not identify the photographs of 
Reverend 0RL0FF MILLER and Reverend CLARK OLSEN as anyone 
she served. 

Mrs, BURTON said that she did notice a young white 
man standing on the sidewalk outside the restaurant next to 
the alley, who was a complete stranger, and does not believe 
she could identify him if she saw him again. She said he 
may have had on a light blue shirt or sweater and light 
colored jeans, had a M BeatXe-type” haircut and was about 
20 years old. She said she did not see where he went to and 
could not place the time he was there. 

Mrs. BURTON stated that HATTIE PEEPLES was the 
other waitress and that HENRY WATTS, a waiter, also worked 
that night but only handled one table where some older 
ministers were eating. She stated that it was most likely 
that HATTIE PEEPLES waited on the three ministers whom she 
heard were assaulted after leaving the restaurant. 

Mrs, BURTON advised that the only Negro man she 
knows who has an injured eye is DOYLE, who works part time 
at Listonclay Cafe down the street, 

Mrs. BURTON stated that she has no information 
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whatever regarding the assault of the ministers and did 
not even know there had been an assault until Lieutenant 
KNIGHT of the Selma Police Department came to the oafe 
and talked to all the employees about what they may have 
seen. She said she told Lieutenant KNIGHT then about 
the young boy she had seen outside. She said there were no 
white people left In Walker's Cafe by the time the police 
oame and she believed all had gone to Brown's Chapel, 

Mrs, BURTON said the next day or so McARTHUR 
BROWN, a Negro boy who works at the Coca Cola Bottling 
Plant In Selma, told her he had seen pictures in the 
paper of the men who were arrested for the assault and 
Identified EXMER COOK as a man who had gone bo Walker's 
Cafe and looked Into the window the night of the assault, 

Mrs, BURTON recalled also that after the 
assault some of the white people who had been In Walker's 
Cafe that evening earlier returned to the oafe to inquire 
as to what had happened to the three ministers but were 
unable to learn anything as far as she knew, She said she 
has heard no one say that they had seen the assault 
occur or who had done it, 

Mrs, BURTON identified the photographs of EIMER 
COOK as a man she has known all her life and who runs the 
0 ft C Novelty Company on Washington Street across from 
Walker's Cafe, where her father used to buy clothing and 
other articles. She could not identify the photographs 
Of NAMON O'NEAL HOGGIjE, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE and R* B. 
KELLY and has never seen them around the area that she 
could recall. She said she does not recall seeing COOK 
around the area the evening of the assault* 

Mrs, BURTON stated that there have been a lot of 
white people, mostly strangers, coming to Walker's Cafe 
since the Negroes are urging those persons interested 
in the racial movement to boycott the white restaurants 
and stores in Selma, Alabama, and this haB cauaed a great 
increase in business at Walker's Cafe, which she believes 
prevented her from recalling anything whatever regarding 
the three white ministers. 
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Mrs. HATTIE BEATRICE PEEPLES, Route 1, Box 65 * 

Zones, Alabama, furnished the following informations 

Mrs, PEEPLES advised that she has worked as a 
waitress at Walker*s Cafe for the past 2 years. She recalls 
that she was working during the evening of March 9, 1965 
and worked until approximately 7"30 or 7s40 p.m. This is 
vivid in her mind because she was supposed to get off work 
at 4s00 p.m„, but due to excess amount of business resulting 
from civil rights demonstrations in Selma, Alabama, she had 
to work late. 

During the afternoon and evening of March 9* 1965* 
she recalls an especially large number of white Individuals 
patronising the caf*6j! ifc was h©r opinion tiiat; fctiess individuals 
were clergymen visiting Selma for participation in the racial 
demonstrations. During most of the evening better than half 
of the Individuals in the cafe were white. The white people 
ate at the various tables and booths In the restaurant, 
while the colored people generally sat at the counter. 

Mrs. PEEPLES recalled waiting on a table occupied 
by three white men, but was unable to identify photographs 
of Reverend ORLOFF MILLER and Reverend CLARK OLSEN as being 
among the Individuals at that table. She could not identify 
photographs of NAMON 0 s NEAL HOGGLE, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE, 

R 0 B, KELLY or EIMER L. COOK, explaining that she has lived 
In the country approximately 9 miles from Selma all of her 
life, that she still lives there and commutes daily to Selma, 
thus having very little contact with either colored or white 
Individuals in Selma, 

Mrs. PEEPLES stated that she knows a young colored 
man by the name of McARTHUR BROWN who works at the Coca Cola 
Bottling Plant in Selma. She recalls having seen BROWN 
during the lunch hour on March 9* 1965* but cannot recall 
having seen him during the evening of March 9* 1965. 
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Upon getting off work she left Selma in a 
South Wind taxi cab which took her home* Just prior to 
leaving the cafe that night there were still customers 
eating but the number had dwindled considerably„ She 
does not think that there were any white individuals 
in the cafe at this time due to the resumption of racial 
demonstration activity at Brownes Chapel* 

Mrs„ PEEPLES could furnish no further informa¬ 
tion in regard to this matter* 
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Mr HENRY WATTS, home address 1113 Jeff Davis 
Avenue, Selma, Alabama, employee. Walker's Cafe, Washington 
S^. ree t 5 Selma, furnished the following informations 

WATTS recalls working at Walker's Cafe on March 9 5 
loFic, fr>nm 6 "00 a m. until noon and then returning at 4s00 p„m„ 
and working"untllY:30 p.m. WAKS worked mainly behind ^he 
service counter at the cafe in addition to washing dishes 
Just before closing time. 

The majority of the people eating,*5 Individuals 
during the period 4 sOO - 9:30 P.m. were white individuals 
who he assumes were civil rights workers. The cafe was un- 
usually busy during this time, 

WATTS could not identify photographs nf Rever-end 
ORLOFF MILLER and Reverend CLARK OLSEM, stating that he spent 
most of his time behind the counter except for occasional 
instances'when he would give the waitresses a handand take 
an order from some of the people a 4 4hetables, n 

did not notice anyone looking,through the windows of tne 
cafe due to his being especially busy, 

WATTS could not identify photographs of R. B, BBLLY, 
NAMON O'NEAL BOGGLE, WILLIAM STANLEY BOGGLEor KWffi L COOK, 
stating that he had never seen the^e individuals before, 

WATTS advised that he did not see any assault 
white ministers or anyone else nor has he Beard of any 
individual talking as if they saw such an incident. 
initially heard of the assault when a police officer came 
into the’cafe at approximately 8$00 p«m„ and oegan asking 
questions about such an assault, 

WATTS could furnish no further information in regard 
to this matter. 
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Mr. GENERAL MACK ARTHUR BROWN, 1100 Broad Street, 
Room 16, advised that he is age 20, has a tenth grade eduea~ 
tion and is employed in the Coca Cola Bottling Company 
Plant, Selma, Alabama. 

BROWN said on the evening of March 9* 1965, at 
about 7;00 p.m„, he was walking south on Washington Street 
from the direction of the Silver Moon Cafe, enroute to 
Walker’s Cafe to eat dinner. He said as he approached 
the south side of the alley at the sidewalk in front of 
Walker* s Cafe, an older white man passed him by, heading 
in the same direction, and this white man nodded to him 
and greeted him. BROWN said he went directly into Walker's 
Cafe, sat at the counter and almost immediately looked back 
toward the front window of Walker's Cafe, and the same white 
man who had passed him was looking into the front window of 
Walker* s Cafe as though he was looking for someone in 
particular. 

BROWN identified a photograph of WILLIAM STANLEY 
HOGGLE as the man described above who looked into Walker* s 
Cafe and stated that he believes this man on the initial 
approach to Walker's Cafe had come from across the street 
from the vicinity of the C & C Novelty Company and possibly 
returned to that side of the street after looking into the 
window. 


BROWN stated that he has bought shirts on credit 
from Mr. COOK, who operates the C & C Novelty Company, and 
knows him personally. 

BROWN stated that while was in Walker's Cafe, he 
noticed there were a lot of white people eating there and 
after he sat there for approximately 5 minutes after entering 
Walker's Cafe, he decided^not to eat there because he did not 
have sufficient money to buy what he wanted. He stated that 
just before he left Walker's Cafe, three white men, who had 
been eating in Walker* s Cafe departed just ahead of him, 
turned right at the sidewalk and proceeded in the direction 
o£. thB S ll v^ Mnon Hafp right . ahead of- BROWN .— H e _ e s t i mat ed—- 
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that he was approximately 60-80 feet behind these three 
white men and as they walked north on the east side of 
Washington Street he noticed that across the street standing 
in front of the Coffee Pot Cafe were two or three white 
women and several white men who were yelling or calling 
to the three white men. He said one remark he recalled 
was “Come over here and let's see how smart you are," 

He stated that while the people were yelling at the white 
men, he definitely saw EIMER COOK standing in the doorway 
of the C & C Novelty Company looking across the street, 

BROWN stated that the three white men continued 
walking and upon approaching Selma Avenue where the Silver 
Moon Cafe Is located, they turned right and proceeded east 
©m Selma Avenue. BROWN said he continued north on Washing¬ 
ton Street, crossing Selma Avenue, and noticed that the 
three white men had proceeded as far down Selma Avenue to 
at least the alleyway which runs south behind the Silver 
Moon Cafe. He said he continued walking north on Washing¬ 
ton, went on home and emphatically denied that he had seen 
any assault of any white men or any other persons at Selma 
Avenue and Washington Streets that evening. He stated that 
the only explanation he can think of is that possibly the 
three white men were not the same as the three white men who 
were assaulted. 

BROWN stated that it was not until the next day 
that he learned that three ministers had been beaten the 
night before, and he is almost positive that the three 
white men he followed from Walker's Cafe up Washington 
Street continued on the Brown Chapel without being molested 
in any way. 

BROWN said that the next day he saw photographs 
in the newspaper of some men who were arrested in connection 
with the assault and recognized the photograph of WILLIAM 
STANLEY HOGGLE as the same man he had seen the night before 
looking Into the window at Walker's Cafe.

BROWN was unable to recognize photographs of 
R. B. KELLY or NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE as anyone he ever saw 
and could not Identify photographs of Reverend ORLOFF MILLER 
and Reverend CLARK OLSEN as being identical with two of 
the three men whom he saw departing Walker's Cafe. 
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BROWM stated that he cannot recall seeing anyone 
he knows on Washington Street or at the corner of Washing¬ 
ton and Selma that evening and does not know the names 
of any possible witnesses to the assault on the three 
ministers. However* he stated that he will give this 
matter further thought and may possibly learn something 
or recall some information which may be of value. 
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Mr. GENERAL MACK ARTHUR BROWN was recontacted at 
the Selma, Alabama Resident Agency of the FBI regarding 
anything he could recall pertaining to the assault of the 
three ministers during the evening of March 9, 1965. 

BROWN said he has not been able to recall or 
learn any more information than he previously furnished 
except that one JOSEPH SMITH, a co-employee of his at the 
Coca Cola Bottling Company in Selma, frequents the Silver 
Moon Cafe regularly and most of the time walks home with 
him as they live near each other. On the evening of 
March 9, 1965, he recalled that SMITH worked late and came 
home sometime after he did. He believes SMITH may have 
walked past the Silver Moon Cafe at some time after he did* 

He stated that he does not recall seeing any 
medical van or truckload of people parked near the 
Liston-Clay Cafe on Washington Street on which some white 
men beat on. He said he did not notice any of the people 
who may have been in the vicinity of Walker's Cafe and could 
not identify any people standing in front of the Coffee Pot 
Cafe. He recalled vaguely that there may have been a white 
man coming out of the Silver Moon Cafe as he walked by but 
could not say who he was.

Avenue, Berkeley 8, California, telephone 527-0953, vas 
Interviewed at the Unlverlsty of Alabana Hospital, Adminis¬ 
trative Offices, and advised he vas willing to travel to 
8elsa, Alabama, for the purpose of observing a line-up of 
persons Including several sen possibly identical with those 
persons responsible for the attack upon Reverend JAMES J.

Rev. OLSEN stated his Immediate plans were uncertain, 
although within a day or two he expected to return to his 
residence and resume responsibilities as Coordinator of the 
Berkeley Fellowship within his church.

Rev, OLSEN also stated he had re¬ 
called a fact not previously set forth by himself in a 
signed statement furnished on March 10, 1965. He si 
he recalled one of the vehicles surveiling the ambulant 
transporting Hev, RFEE and ethers when this ambulance 
parsed at the r adio station nc u Selma, Alabama, air*?."

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On March 22, 1S65, SAs RICHARD A. MG INTOSH and DONALD 
E. JONES interviewed Reverend CLARK BIRD OLSEN at his residence, 
427 Yale Avenue, Berkeley, California. 

At this time Reverend OLSEN was shown a display of photo¬ 
graphs of 22 individuals, from which he selected photographs of 
R. B. KELLY, ELMER L. COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE, and NAMON 
O'NEAL HOGGLE as persons who, in his opinion, closely resembled 
the men who had attacked him. Reverend ORLOFF MILLER, and 
Reverend JAMES REE3 in Selma, Alabama, on March 9, 1965. OLSEN 
identified the photograph of WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE as the man 
who had attacked him personally on March 9, 1965. 

A signed statement was obtained from Reverend OLSEN . 
at this time, regarding his identifications, and it is set 
forth verbatim below: 


"March 22, 1965 
Berkeley, California 


"I, Clark Bird Olsen, voluntarily furnish 
the following statement to Richard A. McIntosh and 
Donald E, Jones, who have identified themselves to 
me as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation. 

"On the evening of March 9th, 1965, I, along 
with other Unitarian ministers from throughout the 
country, was in Selma, Alabama, to aid the Negro 
voter registration drive. Three of these ministers. 
Rev. Orloff Miller, Rev, James Reeb and I, ate 
dinner together in Walker's Restaurant. Following 
dinner, at approximately 7:30 P.M., we left the 
restaurant together, and walked toward the inter¬ 
section which was at our right as we left the 
restaurant. As we approached the intersection 
four or five white men came t oward us and attacked —

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"On March 10, 1965, I furnished a detailed 
statement to Agents of the Federal Bureau of In¬ 
vestigation at Birmingham, Alabama concerning 
the above attack and all related activity at Selma. 

"On March 22, 1965 Agents McIntosh and Jones 
displayed approximately twenty photographs of 
approximately twenty individuals. Out of this display 
of photographs I selected photographs of four different 
individuals who in my opinion closely resemble the 
men who attacked myself, Rev. Orloff Miller and Rev. 
dames Reeb. 1 identified one of the men in the photo¬ 
graphs selected as the one who I believe attacked me. 
These four men were the only ones I recognized in any 
way of the approximately twenty men represented in the 
photographs. 

"In the event that my testimony in court be¬ 
comes necessary, I would be willing to travel to 
Alabama or elsewhere to testify. 

"I have read the above statement consisting 
of this and one other page and it is true and 
correct.

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"Inside the SCLC Office, Mrs. DIANE BEVEL, wife 
Of JAMES BEVEL, assisted us and made calls to locate an 
ambulance* She was unable to obtain an ambulance immediately 
so I offered to walk down several doors on the same street 
we had traveled, having observed ambulances parked in this 
location* I believe the name of the company was the Killer 
Ambulance Service, and eventually. Rev. REEB was moved by 
stretcher into one of their ambulances, l&e time Interval 
at this point from the time of the attack was possibly 
13 minutes. 

The route the ambulance followed on the way to 
the Burwell Infirmary at Selma, Alabama, was past the area 
where the attack had taken plaee. I recall Rev. OLSEN 
remarking that he wished to stop and search for his eye 
glasses which apparently had fallen during the attack. 

There appeared to be several persons In this area and a 
determination was made that the ambulance continue without 
stopping. Kention is made of this circumstance because as 
the ambulance slowed in speed at the location of the attack, 

I observed an individual described as a white male, age 50 
to 60, 5*10‘ f to 11", having thin hair, standing at this loca¬ 
tion. On seeing this individual at this time, I was suddenly 
reminded that earlier. Just before the attack, I had observed 
this individual walking toward our general direction as we 
came from the restaurant. 

After a time, we arrived at the Inf imary mentioned 
and Rev. REEB was carried inside this clinic. At this point, 
he was incoherent, and I recall observing that his condition 
must have deteriorated somewhat. Nurses took necessary 
action to serve this patient and a call was made for a physician. 
After a short time, this doctor arrived and, from an examina¬ 
tion of the pupils of Rev. REEB*s eyes, informed us that 
this patient should immediately be placed in the hands of 
a neurosurgeon. Shortly before this an initial examination, 
according to this doctor, had not indicated an abnormality 
In R v. REEB* s pupils. ' ^ 

During this time, a nurse at this inf imary asked 
if a police report had been filed and since it had not. 
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two policemen of the Selma Police Department were called 
to the hospital. I remember a senior officer, age approxi¬ 
mately 50* was named ELLISON, and that a Junior officer. 

In his 30*s, had a scar on his right cheek, I also recall 
that Rev. OLSEN asked If an escort would be provided and 
remember his being told that none would be provided. 

"Following the filing of the police report. Rev. 
REEB was again placed In an ambulance and this time, we 
accompanied the Negro physician who drove in his car to 
the SOLD Office, this time to obtain a check for $150.00, 
because as he and I understood, this would be a requirement 
before Rev. REEB could be admitted at University Hospital. 

"Finally, we were able to leave Selma, Alabama, - 
approximately 8:45 p.m., arnthad'traveled outside of the 
city limits on the highway leading to Birmingham when a 
tire of the vehicle became flat. The driver of the ambulance 
turned the vehicle about and returned in the direction of 
Selma, tiwling about three miles with the tire flat. We 
reached a small radio station where the driver located a 
telephone and arranged for a replacement ambulance to arrive. 

'Around this time, I observed that a turquoise 
Rambler Metropolitan, carrying a white male in his late / > 
20*s, followed closely behind us. This person honked his 
horn wnich appeared to be acknowledged fro® a service station 
OP possibly a store across the highway. As we parked In front 
of this radio station, the Metropolitan vehicle departed and 
returned a number of times, apparently checking upon our 
circumstances. A number of other vehicles, possibly curiosity 
seekers, stopped in the area while we were parked at that 
location. After a time, the replacement ambulance arrived 
irom Selma, Alabama, followed by a vehicle of the Selma 
Police Department and Rev, REEB was transferred from one 
ambulance to the other. 

During the period that followed, we three remained 
in the replacement ambulance and the vehicle of the Selma 
Police Department departed. A determination was then made 
that an escort vehicle was needed before we should travel 
to Birmingham, Alabama. I recall the Negro physician sent 
for his personal automobile to be brought so that it could 
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act as our escort. A time lapse of at least 15 minutes 
occurred while we waited for the escort vehicle. During 
this lapse of time, a vehicle carrying officers of the 
Dallas County, Sheriff's Office arrived and at least 
four deputies surrounded the ambulance, flashed their 
lights about, demanded to know the circumstances of our 
presence and generally conveyed the impression of hostility 
to the point that Rev. OLSEN, as well as myself, considered 
their actions in the form of intimidation. Information was 
furnished briefly concerning our circwstances and from 
comments made by the Deputies, I felt that they were appar¬ 
ently aware of the attack which previously had been reported 
to the Selma Police Department. Quite frankly, we were all 
fearful of this Sheriff's Office and believed that we could 
expect the worst from the deputies. Even so we requested 
an escort from the Sheriff 1 a Office and was told that none 
would be furnished. 

"After these Deputies departed and the escort 
vehicle had arrived, we traveled to Birmingham, Alabama, 
receiving assistance possibly from an Alabama State 
Trooper for a few miles Just before we entered the inter¬ 
state highway. Approximately 11:00 p.ni., we arrived at 
the University Hospital where Bev. REEB, as well as myself, 
received medical assistance. 

f I am unable to say whether or not I would be 
able to recognize any of the assailants if ever I should 
confront them again* 

"I have read the above nine page statement and 
it is true and correct to the best of my knowledge.

Interviewed In the Administrative Offices of the University 
of Alabama Hospital, and advised as follows: 

lie stated he was agreeable to traveling to Selma, 
Alabama, in order to observe a line-up of persons Including 
several men who may have been responsible for the injuries 
sustained by Reverend JAMES J. HERB, ns well ns the beating 
received by himself in that city, on March 9, 1985. He 
explained because of his expsrisnees there, he was fwarful 
of returning, although he was willing to do so la order 
that the interests of the Federal Government sight be served 
in this matter. He added that those persons responsible for 
the attack should be mode to answer for their actions. Me 
preferred to withhold his final decision regarding his return 
to Selaui until the following day. 

He stated since being previously interviewed during 
the early morning of March 10, 1965. his head ham caused him 
some pain ia the region of him right forehead, and he has 
taken aspirin for the pain. He stated a radiologist of the 
University Hospital had taken as x-ray of his skull approxi¬ 
mately 15 minutes before this interview. He stated he had 
not been advised of the x-ray results as of the present. 

Rev. MILLER stated he expected to return to his 
Boston residence on March 11, 1965, although plans were 
indefinite at this time.

Miss NANCY JEWEL PARKER, age 20, Secretary of Dallas 
County Voters League located in the Boynton Insurance Agency 
office at 21 Franklin Street s home address Route 5, Box 184, 

Selma, Alabama, advised that she was working in her office with 
DIANE BEVEL answering the phone during the evening of March 9, 

1965. She stated that she usually leaves the office at 5 p.m. 
but on that particular night was working late, primarily 
answering the telephone. She said that between 7 and 7:30 p.m., 
exact time undetermined, three white men came into the office, 
two of whom were helping the third who appeared to be in pain, 
although she at this time could not see any injuries. One 
of those helping assist the third man was injured over one eye 
and either had a bruise or blood at the injured area. They told 
her that they were ministers and one said that the most injured 
minister had been attacked by unknown persons and they had come from 
Walker*s Cafe and wanted to get a doctor to examine him immediately. 

She said at this point DIANE BEVEL came from the rear office 
to the front office where the ministers were to see what was going 
on and immediately went back into the hack room where she attempted 
to call Anderson*s Ambulance but was unable to get them right away. 

She said Mrs. BEVEL then telephoned the Burwell Infirmary to 
advise them that she was sending an injured man over there. 

She stated that she does not know any of the ministers 
by name and had never seen them before or since. 

She stated that she then remembered that Mrs. BEVEL had 
been unable to get an ambulance by phone so Miss PARKER accompanied 
one of the ministers, believed to be Reverend MILLER, to the 
corner of Alabama and Franklin Avenue to Millers Funeral Home where 
she got an ambulance and driver to come to the insurance office. 

The most injured minister was then placed on a stretcher and put 
into the ambulance and the other two ministers entered the 
ambulance and departed for the infirmary. 

She stated that there was so much excitement and confusion 
that she does not clearly recall what occurred but does recall 
that one minister mentioned that they had been beaten up by five or 
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six men near Walker ’s Cafe and that he had lost his glasses«, 
She recalled that the most injured minister kept asking the 
other two when they were going to get a doctor 0 She said the 
whole incident took only a few minutes and after the ministers 
departed she and Mrs. BEVEL returned to their business and 
did not telephone the police. 

She said that everything was quiet on the street and 
she did not see anyone outside and has no further information 
regarding this matter„

Mrs, DIANE BEVEL was interviewed at the Boynton Insurance 
Company P 21 Franklin Streets at which time she stated that she 
is the Assistant Administrator of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) and resides at 208 3rd Avenue, 
Birmingham,, Alabama. 

She said on the evening of March 9, 1965 p she was 
working in the Boynton Insurance office space and at an undetermined 
time three men came into the office who identified themselves as 
Reverend REEB, Reverend MILLER and Reverend OLSEN, who were complete 
strangers to her. She could only approximate the time as 8 p.m, 
when they arrived She stated that Reverend REEB was assisted by 
one of the other ministers and he immediately sat down on the 
couch. One other minister, believed to be Reverend MILLER* had some 
red bruises around the head area and the other minister had no 
visible injuries. Reverend MILLER told her that they had been 
attacked and that Reverend REEB bad been struck on the head with 
a club. She said she attempted to call an ambulance from the 
Anderson Ambulance Service but was unable to get one and NANCY 
PARKER* another girl in the office, went to the corner of Alabama 
and Franklin Streets where she got an ambulance to come from the 
Miller 9 s Funeral Home. The ambulance came very quickly and Reverend 
REEB insisted that he could walk but they put him on the stretcher 
and placed him in the ambulance which she directed to the Burwell 
Infirmary, She said she then telephoned the infirmary advising 
them that an injured man was being brought to them for immediate 
treatment, 


She stated that approximately one-half hour later Dr. DINKINS, 
whose office is above the Boynton Insurance office*called her from 
the infirmary advising that they had to take Reverend REEB to 
Birmingham and needed $150 for admittance fee. She wrote a check 
on funds of the SCLC and a short time later Reverend MILLER came 
by and picked up the check and departed and she has not seen any 
of them since that time and has no further recollection of this 
matter, 
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Mr. BENJAMIN J. MILLER, owner ©f Miller's Funeral Service, 1220 
Alabama Avenue, advised that during the evening of Marsh 9, 1965, gjusD 1 before 
dark three white men stopped at his place of business and Inquired for directions to 
a colored cafe, but did not specify any particular cafe. MILLER scid h© directed 
them to the 100 block of Washington Street advising them that there were two Negro 
cafes In that block. 

He stated that between 7s00 and 8;00 p.m, that evening, a colored 
lady, name unknown, possibly Mrs. BEVEL, from Boynton Insurance Agency, one 
half block down the street, came into his office and asked him if he could take three 
men to the hospital, on of whom had been beaten over the head. He said he immediately 
drove his ambulance down to Boynton's Office on Franklin Street, where he found three 
white men In the office. He identified photographs of Reverend MILLER and Reverend 
OLSEN as two of the men who did not seem to be injured and the other he knew as 
Reverend REEB. He stated that Reverend REEB appeared to be In peon and was holding 
his head while the other two ministers were holding him seated on a desk. He said 
the other two ministers tried to get Reverend REEB on to the ambulance cot, but REEB 
did not seem to know what was going on and appeared not to want to get onto the 
ambulance cot. H® said the other two men had to hold him in the cot while they put 
him in the ambulance. 

He said on© of the ministers told him to take them to a colored 
hospital and Mrs. BEVEL consequently told him to take them to BurweSI Infirmary. 

He stated that as he started off, one of the ministers asked him to drive pest the 
intersection of Washington Street and Selma Avenue as he wanted to look for his 
glasses. He said he drove the ambulance north to Walker's Cafe at the intersection 
of Selma Avenue and Washington Street, but the two ministers saw four to six white 
men standing near the Silver Moon Cafe and they all decided It would be best not 
to stop as the ministers appeared to be afraid. 

Mr. MILLER said he could not recognize any of the white men standing 
on the corner as his attention was directed to driving the ambulance. __ 
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He stated that the three ministers made no comment on the way 
to Burwell Infirmary that he could recall, but they did dose the curtains of the 
ambulance as they appeared to be afraid. Upon arrival at Bur we IS infirmary, they 
unloaded Reverend REEB and took him directly to the Emergency Room. 

MILLER stated they were at Burwell infirmary for 15 to 20 minutes 
while Mrs. ANDERSON, the owner of the hospital, tried to locate a Dr. JENKINS, 
He stated that when they arrived in the*,Emergency Room, Reverend REEB got off 
of the ambulance cot by himself but they picked him up and placed him on the 
emergency table. He said he did not hear Reverend REEB say anything at all during 
the entire trip. 


Mr. MILLER said that he departed the hospital at this point and 
could furnish no further information regarding the trip to the hospital, 

MILLER stated that he believed It is possible that the three men 
to whom he gave directions to the colored cafe were Reverends MILLER, REEB, 
and OLSENi however, he could not be absolutely certain* 

Photographs of ELMER L COOK, NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE, 
R.B. KELLY, and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE were displayed to Mr. MILLER 
who stated that he could not recognize them as any persons he knew or saw in 
the vicinity of Washington Street and Selma Avenue at any time.

MARIUS J.ANDI2XS0N, 1413 Avenue, 3el®a, 
Alabama, advised that tee m the driver of the ambulance 
originally starting with Reverend JAKiSS RS88 from Selma 
• to B inn Ingham* Alabama; however, hia ambulance had a 
blowout near Radio Station WCWC, and they switched ambu- 
lances at this point. CHAHL&S WILLIAMS, 709 Philpot 
Avenue, Selma, Alabama, was the driver of the second 
ambulance from Selma to BirminghMMU ANDSRSOH stated 
he accompanied WILLIAMS, aa well as Reverends MILLSR and 
OLS m in the ambulance from Selma to Birmingham, Alabama. 


ANDSRSGii said that when they were stopped near 
Radio Station WOWC, switching ambulances, a car with three 
white men, a 19&3 Chevrolet, Tmpala, four door, white over 
dark bottom, with a trailer hook on the roar, came ^ to 
the ambulance and wanted to . know what was going on.AMDSRSON 
said that JOHN SOUTH, white male, who is the manager of 
lioimaa Bread Company, Selma, caae up to the ambulance to see 
what was going on, and was believed to have observadthese 
three wtiMMR individuals. » *»« nelthertenor «ILLI«?S 
knew these three white wen, and due to t** 1 ?/*a* v ** * 

inquiry, he did not believe everything was Just right. 
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1 

Mr, MARIOS ANDERSON, Administrator, Burwell Infirmary, 
508 Philpot Street, stated that he was notified at approximately 
7 1 30-7:45 p„m. on March 9, 3965, by WALTER (LNU), an employee 
of the Anderson Funeral Home, which is an organization connected 
with the Burwell Infirmary, that a call had been received from the 
Boynton Insurance Office indicating that there was an injured 
patient there who needed to be brought to the infirmary, ANDERSON 
stated that he immediately drove an ambulance to the Boynton 
Insurance Company but found that BEN MILLER of the Miller Funeral 
Service bad been there a few minutes earlier and picked up the 
patient and was en route to the Burwell Infirmary, Upon returning 
to the infirmary Mr, ANDERSON found three ministers, one of whom 
- W as Reverend REEB, and another who gave him a calling card in the 
name of Reverend ORLOFF W. MILLER. They were all in the emergency 
room arranging some attention for Reverend REEB and Reverend MILLER 
who had been injured on the forehead and was bleeding. 

He stated further that Reverend REEB had been injured on 
the left side of the head over the temple and may have been bleeding 
slightly. The third minister, name unrecalled, had no apparent 
injuries,. He stated that he asked Mrs, BLANCHE COWAN, Nurse 
Supervisor, to call the police, which she did, and within five or 
six minutes Officer ELLISON and another policeman arrived, and 
obtained a written report from the other two ministers as 
Reverend REEB was in no condition to talk. 

Dr. W.B. DINKINS arrived shortly and examined Reverend 
REEB, the most injured patient, and while Reverend REEB was being 
x-rayed he examined Reverend MILLER. 

Dr. DINKINS after examining Reverend REEB ordered that he 
be immediately removed to the University Hospital at Birmingham, 
Alabama and mado arrangements by phone with that hospital for a 
neurosurgeon to be available. 

Reverend MILLER and the other minister departed for the 
Boynton Insurance Company office where they were to obtain money 
from Mrs. BEVEL for the entrance fee to the University Hospital. 
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Between 8:20 and 8:30 p 0 m„ s Mr. ANDERSON assisted by LEE CHAPMAN, 
a male nurse, loaded Reverend REEB into an ambulance and departed 
for the Boynton Insurance Company where they picked up the other 
two ministers and Dr. DINKINS and proceeded on towards 
Birmingham. He recalled that Reverend REEB at this time was 
unconscious. Approximately three miles out of Selma the 
ambulance developed tire trouble on Highway 22 at 8:35 p.m. He 
and Dr. DINKINS decided it would be easier to obtain a different 
ambulance than to repair the tire so they turned back several 
miles to the WGWC Radio Station located approximately at the 
city limits where he called the Williams Funeral Home for another 
ambulance. The other ambulance arrived in approximately 10-15 
minutes driven by CHARLES A. WILLIAMS and they transferred Reverend 
REEB to the new ambulance. Mr. ANDERSON and the other two 
ministers rode in the ambulance while Dr. DINKINS rode in his own 
automobile behind the ambulance with JAMES PRITCHETT, his driver, 
who bad been summoned by phone from the radio station. 

Mr. ANDERSON stated that they arrived at University 
Hospital, Birmingham, at approximately 11 p.m., where Reverend 
REEB was taken into the emergency room. While Reverend REEB 
was being treated the other two ministers told him they had 
been at Walker's Cafe on Washington Street in Selma for dinner and 
left intending to walk back to Brown’s Chapel and proceeded down 
in that direction. They told him that they heard some people 
jeering them from across the street and Reverend MILLER specifically 
said that upon looking around he saw four or five men approaching 
them from across the street at the point where they reached the 
vicinity of the Silver Moon Cafe at the corner of Washington 
and Selma Streets. Reverend MILLER told him that Reverend REEB 
did not look around at the men approaching and he was struck from 
behind with a club of some sort not further identified. Reverend 
MILLER told him that he possibly could identify the attackers but 
there was so much excitement and they turned their attention upon 
Reverend REEB who was knocked down to assist him and did not 
observe where the attackers went to from the attack scene. Mr. 
ANDERSON said he could furnish no further information regarding 
this attack. 
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Mr. ANDERSON advised that records of the Burwell 
Infirmary show that at 7;45 p.m., March 9, 1965, Reverend JAMES 
REEB was brought in for emergency treatment complaining of pain 
of the head and his blood pressure was taken and found to be 
140 over 100 . 

Dr„ DINKINS arrived and examined the patient ordering 
x-rays. X-ray incomplete as patient moved. Patient went unconscious 
in x-ray room, started vomitting and went into convulsions slightly 
and stiffening of the extremities. Dr. DINKINS then ordered the 
patient transferred to University Hospital and ice bag applied to 
patients head for trip. 

Mr. ANDERSON stated that the emergency record book shows 
the following informations 

"James Reeb - Boston, Massachusetts, age 38, 
blood pressure 140 over 100, bruises on head - 
hit with club. 

Orloff Miller - Boston, Massachusetts, age 33, 
blood pressure 160 over 100, bruises on head - 
bit with club, skull contusions. 

Clark Olsen - San Francisco, California, age 31 
(lost glasses). 

Dr. Dinkins called and came - examined these 
patients. X-rayed. James Reeb became unconscious - 
vomitting - transferred to University Hospital, 

Birmingham - possible cerebral concussion - 
contusions and lacerations”.

Eteredge Avenue, 
Selma, Alabama, adviaed that he wa» accompanied by JAKES 
PRICHETT, 513 Winter Averin, Selma, Alabama, in his ear, 
which followed the ambulance carrying Reverend JAMS' 

RKSB from splma to Bim Ingham. 
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Dr. WILLIAM B. DINKINS, home address 2507 Ether edge Avenue, 
Selma, was interviewed at his office located at 2lJ Franklin. Street, 
Selma, and furnished the following information: 

Between 8; 15 and 8^20 p t :oi ts March 9, 1965, he received a 
telephone call at his home. DINK.THIS stated that his wife answered 
the telephone call. Upon hanging up she told him that someone was 
hurt at the hospital and that he had been requested to come there 
as soon as possible* DINKINS knew nothing further concerning the 
incident and the individuals involved at this time.. 

DINKINS arrived at * he BnxwelJ Infirmary (hospital) at 
approximately 8s30 p.m., at which time be observed three white 
ministers, one named R1EB, one named M?.W»EF and the other one 
unknown. Nurse CALEB, Mrs. ANDERSON (owner of the hospital) and 
MARIUS ANDERSON, DINKINS made a cursory examination of the three 
white ministers to determine- which on*-- needed the most medical 
attention. With this cursory exam fan a more thorough 

examination of Rev. REEB. DINKINS described REEB at this point as 
being in a "semi-coma, responding somewhat to stimulus”. He 
related that REEB was not speaking at this time but would occasionally 
groan or moan. DINKINS observed the area in the vicinity of the left 
temple which appeared to be a laceration upon initial viewing. 

After cleaning the area around the wound he determined that this was 
simply a small con fusion. Feeling with, his fingers he determined 
the possibility of a fracture beneath the skin. At this time he 
ordered x-rays to be taken. 

While REEB was in the x-ray room be began vomitting and 
DINKINS was again called to his side. At this time DINKINS observed 
"signs of a blood clot - pupillary changes” which he had not previously 
observed in REEB. At this point DINKINS ordered REEB to be transferred 
to the University Hospital in Birmingham in order that a neurosurgeon 
could be consulted. He immediately telephoned the hospital in Birmingham 
and made arrangements for them to receive Rev. REEB. 

The white minister whose name he does not recall received 
no visible injuries and stated that he bad been struck about the head but 
t hat he w as no t -i n any p alru------—-- 
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The other white minister, last name believed to be 
MILLER, had contusions and lumps on the left center of his 
forehead. DINKINS diagnosed these to be superficial and 
simply cleaned the wounds. 

DINKINS stated that from his experience with the 
treating of numerous individuals involved in assault and accidents 
of one form or another he would state that Rev. REEB had been 
struck with a blunt instrument. He explained that this was 
due mainly to the fact that there was no large open wound. 

At approximately 8:50 p.m., Rev. REEB was put in an 
ambulance and taken to the Boynton Insurance Company at #21 
Franklin Street where the hospital admission fee of $150 was 
obtained. The ambulance then left for Birmingham, Alabama 
and University Hospital. In the ambulance were the three ministers, 
Dr. DINKINS, a male nurse by the name of LEE CHAPMAN, and MARIUS 
ANDERSON driving. Approximately four miles out of the city 
limits of Selma, the ambulance had trouble with the right rear 
tire. It was agreed that it would be quicker to obtain another 
ambulance than to change the tire on the old ambulance and therefore 
they then drove back towards Selma, stopped at Radio Station 
WGWC, and MARIUS ANDERSON called for another ambulance. 

While waiting at the radio station Dr. DINKINS called 
for his own personal car to be driven out to the radio station, 
in order that he might facilitate and expedite the trip. He 
stated that he did this so that he might have radio contact with 
police officers in the towns that he would be driving through to 
get to Birmingham. 

The ambulance with Rev. REEB left the radio station at 
approximately 9:30 p.m. and arrived at the University Hospital 
in Birmingham at approximately 10:55 p.m., at which time Rev. 

REEB was immediately taken to the emergency room. 

Dr. DINKINS stated that they did not discuss at any time 
with the ministers what had happened to them. While giving Rev. 

REEB the examination at BurwelX Infirmary in Selma he overheard 
the two other ministers talking to Selma Police officers and 
telling them what had happened. 

DINKINS could furnish no further information in regard 
to this matter. 
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CHAHE.ES A* WILLIAMS* 1325 Cole Street* Selma, Alabama* was 
interviewed at the Dallas County Sheriff's Office* Selma* in the 
presence of Lt. K. H„ HOLMES and State Investigator RUFUS W, .HEAD* 
Alabama Department of Public Safety* 

WILLIAMS works for his father who operates the Williams 
Funeral Home in Selma* On Tuesday night* March 9, 19^5* a 
telephone call was received at the Williams Funeral Home requesting 
that an ambulance be sent north on Alabama Highway 22 to carry 
some people to Birmingham* Alabama* CHARLES WILLIAMS left in the 
Williams’ Ambulance accompanied by JAMES PRITCHETT 0 They found 
an Anderson Ambulance located on Alabama Highway £2 about three 
miles north of Selma at about 9*20 or 9’30 PM* MORRIS ANDERSON 
was the driver of the ambulance which h^d been forced to stop 
because of a blowout* Th r ee white ministers were with MORRIS ANDERSON* 
one of them being a cot patient* A City policecar bad arrived just 
before the Williams’ Ambulance* and was parked nearby* also a small 
Cosmopolitan Rambler driven by JOHN SOUTH who works for a Selma 
bread company* WILLIAMS also remembers a 1963 Chevrolet* 4-door* 
sedan* at the scene but did not know the identity of its driver* 

When WILLIAMS arrived ANDERSON requested him to transfer the 
passengers to his ambulance and take them to a hospital in 
Birmingham* It was about 10 or 15 minutes wait before WILLIAMS 
could continue the trip while Dr* DINKINS* who was accompanying 
the injured men* obtained his own car from Selma* Then the 
three ministers were placed in the Williams Ambulance and WILLIAMS 
accompanied by JAMES PRITCHETT proceeded to Birmingham with Dr* 

DINKINS following in his car. ANDERSON had asked the Selma 
Police Department for an escort and was told that they would radio 
ahead for clearance. They did receive a police escort through 
Clanton, Alabama, and the trip proceeded without incident* 

During the delay while the ministers were being transferred 
from the Anderson Ambulance to the Williams Ambulance* there wa,s 
no trouble and no sign of hostility* SOUTH and the few other 
persons who stopped seemed to be interested in what was going 
on and tried to offer assistance* WILLIAMS recalled one man 
whose identity he did not kn ow inquiring about whether there was 
a doctor and mentioning that there was a cat and dog hospital 
down the road and that the doctor there would be better than none 
at all. " 
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SA VICTOR B. SNIDER and 
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WILLIAMS noted that one of the ministers whose name was not 
known to him was a cot patient* Also he did not know the seriousness 
of any injury he might have suffered. The other two ministers 
appeared to have minor injuries if any* They rode with Dr. 

DMKIHS in his car on the remaining portion of the trip to 
Birmingham although they had "been in the Anderson Ambulance for 
the first part of the trip* One of these ministers told W UXI A MS 
that they had been attacked by about 5 men who approached them 
that evening as they left Walker’s Cafe and walked down the 
street* WILLIAMS stated he had no other information concerning 
the circumstances of this attack. 
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Doctor ft. S. HOGAN, neurosurgeon, Birmingham, 
Alabama, advised his diagnosis of Haverend J mss RSB& was 
"large epidural hematoma over left cerebral hemisphere 
and ccsaaimited skull fracture (gross). ' Doctor H0GA& 
added that Reverend MSB's condition was critical, and 
at that tlaw fee was in the operating room.

prognosis. CfllRK stated this Minister had been admit ted 
with Multiple ahull fractures and a large blood clot over 
the left side of the brain. 


An operation upon thie Minister vaa performed, 
which lasted one hour and ten minutes. At 7t39 A.M. and 
again at 7x35 A.M., this patient*a heart sto pp e d , but was 
immediately restored. Restoration wen accomplished by 
closed chest massage, with an injection of a stimulant 
into the heart* Three physicians were la attendance, 
along with nursing personnel, during and following the 
cardiac arrest. Artificial respiration was supplied through 



breathing device. Be stated a highly gnallfled team of 
neurosurgeons and other specialists were la constant 


attendance. 


CURB stated he had not been able to determine 
why thin patient had been brought no great a distance as 
he was made to travel la hla critical condition, although, 
he added, appareatly his mlaister Associates, as well as 
others concerned about hie medical condition, acted in the 
patient*n bent interest. 


He stated the opinion of the attending physicians 
was that this patient could not survive, and that while his 
life was being sustained by machinery following the operation, 
he might pommibly be considered clinically deceased, except 
for the machinery. 
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CRANK stat«d this patient tu never admitted to 
a hospital room, but following surgery remained in the 
hospital recovery room. He added the clothing of this 
minister had been suitably wrapped and made available to 
Rev. OKLGT7 HILLER, on March 10,1905. 

CRANK named Dr. STANLEY GRAHAM, Hospital Neuro¬ 
surgeon, as Rev. RBKB’s doctor, and explained that Dr. 

JORDAN K. DAVIS, Head Resident, Neurosurgery, was In 
constant assistance, as well as other members of the 
hospital staff. 

CRANK stated that during the morning of March 11, 
1965, a determination had been made by the family of Rev. 
RSKB, in consultation with v hospltal physicians and adminis¬ 
trators, that it was advisable to bring about a progressive 
reduction In the use of the machinery apparatus being * 

utilised by this patient, in order to test hls body strength. 
He stated Mrs. SERB, as well as Mr. HARRY REEB, the patient's 
father, was given the opportunity to see thVpatlent on the 
morning mentioned, for a short time. He stated after this 
visit by the family, those in attendance upon this patient 
were those physicians and specialists on the hospital staff, 
and no return visits were made by members of the family while 
the patient continued In his,unchanged condition. 


CRANK stated after the demise of this patient, 
at 0:55 P.M., the patient's wife was allowed opportunity 
to visit the bedside for the last time, after which the body 
was scheduled to be removed from this hospital and to travel 
by an indirect route to the morgue, where an autopsy will 
be performed. He added following the autopsy, the body 
of Rev. RXKB would be removed to a nearby funeral home, 
where cremation would take place. 
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Dr. JORDAN K. DAVIS, Read Resident, Neurosurgery, 
University of Alabina Hospital, advised be was In atten¬ 
dance upon Reverend JAMES REKB, although the operating 
physician of this patient had been Dr. STANLEY GRAHAM. 

He stated the condition of this patient was extremely 
critical, and the prognosis vas poor, with no possible 
chance that the patient might improve or even regain 
consciousness. Dr. DAVIS stated it vas uncertain how 
long this patient would continue to survive under the 
present means which were being used to support his respira¬ 
tion and heart. 

lie stated the blow which this patient had received 
had been delivered in the most vulnerable portion of the 
human brain, which was most acute to bead injury. He ex¬ 
plained the area of the skull which received the blows 
the thinnest portion of the human skull. He added further 
this injury sustained by Rev. REEB was the only injury 
received by this patient. He stated every effort was being 
made by this hospital to insure the maximum confort to this 
patient in spite of the poor prognosis expected.

Captain FRANK R. LA PORTE, Identification Officer, 
Selma Police" Department, Selma, Alabama, made available a 
copy of the Offense Report prepared by Lieutenant KNIGHT and 
Officers ELLISON, MC MILLAN, and CROWDER . This report 
reflected that. ORLOFF MILLER, 25 Beacon Street, Boston, 
Massachusetts! CLARK OLSEN, h2’J Yale Avenue, Berkeley, 
California! and JAMES REEB of Boston, Massachusetts, were 
admitted to Burwell Hospital, 5^8 Philpot Avenue,Selma, 
Alabama, after being beaten by five white males wearing 
sports clothing, of middle age, and of medium build„ 

According to this report, the incident occurred at 7^3® 
p„m., at the corner of Washington Street and Selma 
Avenue, beside the Silver Moon Cafe. The report was 
received by the Selmst Police Department at 
March 9» 1965. 

The report reflected the following informations 

"Victimjs stated that they ate supper at Walkers 
Cafe and were returning to Brown Chapel. They were walking 
north on Washington St. and as they turned right on Selma 
Ave a a group of five white male_ came up behind them and 
said 'Look at the niggers* and proceeded to beat them* 

James Reeb was knock down with a blow to the head, Orloff 
Miller was also hit with club and knock down, Clark Olsen 
was hit by one of the men, who used hi.s'"*f 1st, knocking 01sen^_ 

glasses off. 

"Victim^s stated that James Reeb was out cold, 
and that they did "not know where to go or what to do, so 
they took him to Boynton 5 s Office, 21 Franklin St. Victims 
were taken to Burwell*s Infirmary by Anderson's Ambulance. 

"Orloff Miller was treated by Dr. fclnkins for a 
cut on left forehead that the doctor said was not serious. 
Howevery James Reeb is thought to have sever_ head Injuries 
and has been taken to University Hospital in Birmingham. 

Clark Olsen was not injured in the assault. 

"Victim's stated that they were in Selma on behalf 
of the Civil Rights Movement and had plan_ to leave tomorrow.

P. KNIGHT, Selma Police Department, Selma, Alabama., 
assigned to the investigation of the assault of three white ministers 
at Selma, Alabama, on night of March 9> 19&5, advised that the Selma 
Police Department first learned of the incident at 7 ”5$ on 
March 9* 19^3^ when a telephone call was received from the 
Burwell Hospital in Selma. Selma Police Officers CHARLES McMILLAN 
and F„ J. ELLISON were sent to the Burwell Hospital to obtain 
details of the complaint. They reported back to Police Headquarters 
by radio that an assault had been committed by unidentified white 
men on three white ministers in an alley by the Eddie Walker Cafe on 
Washington Street- This Cafe is located §■ block south of the 
Silver Moon Cafe where later information indicated that the attack 
occurred. Lt. KNIGHT accompanied by J. E- CROWDER , Police photographer, 
vent to Walker's Cafe and tried to locate witnesses who might be 
able to identify subjects of the investigation. They could learn 
nothing here concerning the attack. 

KNIGHT subsequently received information that the 
assault actually occurred at the Silver Moon Cafe, Washington 
Street and Selma Avenue, and also learned that the victims of 
the assault had first gone to the Boynton Insurance Agency 
before they were taken to Burwell Hospital. KNIGHT had no 
information as to how they reached Boynton Insurance Agency from 
the vicinity of the Silver Moon Cafe. 

KNIGHT's investigation continued and he learned later 
that evening tl^at these ministers were attacked outside the 
Silver Mpon Cafe, from EDGAR STRIPLING who works around the 
Silver Moon Cafe. He first learned of the possible involvement 
in the assault of EIMER COOK and R„ B. KELLY. This was the 
following morning. STRIPLING did not identify either STANLEY 
HOGGLE or O’NEAL HOGGLE as participants in the assault. KNIGHT 
picked up R. B. KELLY at his place of employment, the La Porte 
TV Repair Shop, and brought him to Police Headquarters. During 
the questioning of KELLY admissions were made identifying 
STANLEY and O'NEAL HOGGLE as well as COOK as being involved in 
the assault on the men outside the Silver Moon Cafe. KELLY 
also informed Lt. KNIGHT that FLOYD GROOM was a witness, GROOM 
who was located on Wednesday morning, first identified only 
R. B. KELLY and ELMER COOK as participants in the attack.

Following this preliminary interview with R. B. KELLY* he 
was hooked at Selma Police Department on charge of attempt to 
murder. Lt. KNIGHT then went hack to the TV Repair Shop where 
KELLY was employed and searcfed KELLY "s 1955 white and green 
Oldsmobile, without a warrant. It was parked on the street 
outside the La Port TV Shop. Lt. KNIGHT found a .22 caliber 
single action revolver stamped as made in Germany and hearing 
serial number 400454 in the glove compartment. This gun was 
loaded. Also he obtained a wooden club which was lying 
unconcealed on the floor hoard in front of the rear seat. The 
gun and cluh were- brought to Police Headquarters. Lt. KNIGHT 
exhibited these objects. It was noted that the cluh was about 
l4" long and about In diameter. 
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R. B. KELLEY, 137 Water Street, Selma, Alabama, 
was Interviewed at the Selma Police Department by Lieutenant 
D. P, KNIGHT in the presence of Agents JOHN J. SWEENEY 
and JAMES MICHAEL BARKO„ KELLEY furnished the following 
signed statement to Captain F. R. LA PORTE of the Selma Police 
Department, which was witnessed by Agents SWEENEY and BARKO:

”My name is R. B. KELLEY and I make the below 
statement of my own free will to CAPTAIN F. R. LA PORTE 
of the Selma Police Department in the presence of J. M.

STANLEY HOFFLE and DUCK HOGGLE come into the SILVERMOON 
CAFE^_ EIMER was laughing ,_ I did not hear him say anything 
because he was across the room from us, BILL EDWARDS and 
MYSELF left the SILVERMOON CAFE and went across the street 
to the COFFEE POT CAFUTand had a beer, I called my wife 
from the COFFEE POT and BILL EDWARDS and MYSELF left and 
went back to the SILVERMOON CAFE, CARL SEALY was supposed

got Into my car and rode down by the CHURCH on Sylvan 
Street, I brought BILL back to the COFFEE POT CAFE and 
put him out_ I then picked my wife up at the DOWNTOWN 
DINNER CLUB on Broad Street and we went home.

from R. B. KELLEY advised that KELLEY had furnished him 
another statement. This statenent was read by KELLEY in 
the presence of Agents BARKO and SWEENEY and KELLEY signed 
this statement in the presence of these Agents. This 
statement read as follows: 
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"Date March 10, 1965 Page No.l 
"STATEMENT OF; R, B, KELLEY, white male, born March 7^1935 

"My name is R. B. KELLEY and I make the below state¬ 
ment of my own free will to'CAPTAIN F, R, LA PORTE of the 
Selma Police Department, 

"Seven o l clock P.M. March 9, 1965, Tuesday night, 

I went to the SILVERMQON CAFE With BILL EDWARDS AND CARL 
SEALY, we sat at a table near the entrance and ordered a 
beer. We were drinking the beer - I heard a commotion 
outside the SILVERMOON. I got up and walked to the door. 

When I was walking toward the door I saw three men running 
to the corner of the building. The three men were ELMER 
COOK, STANLEY HOGGLE, and DUCK HOGGLE. When I opened the 
door I saw two men with black coats on lying on the side¬ 
walk, One of the men lying on the sidewalk was holding 
his hands over his head and drawn up into a knot. At this 
time, I saw ED4ER COOK kick at this man - I could not 
tell whether he hit the man or not because I turned around 
and went back into the cafe. I also heard a lot of foul 
language as I was walking back to my table and in about 
five minutes ELMER, DUCK AND STANLEY came into the SILVER- 
MOON CAFE. STANLEY and ELMER were laughing. I saw the 
butt of a gun sticking out of the right front pocket of 
STANLEY HOGGLES pants. In a few minutes a drunk known to 
me as 1 SMITTY 1 came into the cafe and started mumbling 
something to DUCK HOGGLE. 'SMITTY 1 was bleeding around 
the mouth. The best I can remember, DUCK HOGGLE told 
'SMITTY' if he did not stop running his mouth he was 
going to knock hell out of him. I didn't pay much 
attention to what was said, I wanted to get out of 
there. I told BILL EDWARDS to come on and go across the 
street to the COFFEE POT CAFE and get a beer. We ltft CARL 
SEALY and his brother-in-law, ‘EARL MELTON, sitting at the 
table. EARL MELTON had come in after I had sat down at 
the table. BILL and I went to the COFFEE POT and drank 
a beer. I called my wife from there and BILL and I went 
back over to the SILVEgMOON looking for CARL SEALY, 

When we saw that he had gone we left and got into my car 
and drove down by the CHURCH on SYLVAN STREET and I then 
drove back to the COFFEE POT and put BILL EDWARDS out 
there. I then went to the DOWNTOWN DINNER CLUB and 
picked up my wife and carried her home. I told her I 
was going back up town. I went to the COFFEE POT and had 
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another beer with BILL EDWARDS. He asked me to take him 
across the river to get a check cashed, I drove him over to 
the GULF STATION across the river at the traffic light, 

I did not get out of the car but BILL come back with $5.00, 

We drove down to the HOLLYWOOD CAFE and had a beer there. We 
left there and went bock to the COFFEE POT CAFE and drank 
another beer and I then went home about eleven o'clock.

Prior to the reading of the above statement, 

KELLEY was reminded by SA JOHN J. SWEENEY of his rights 
again that he did not have to make any statement, that 
he was entitl ed to an attorney prior to making any state¬ 
ment, and that i f he did make any statement, it could be 
used against him in a court of law. He was further advised 
that If he could not afford on attorney, the court would 
appoint’ one for h im. 
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WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE, 915 Old Montgomery 
Road, Selma, Alabama, was interviewed at the Selma 
Police Department-by R. W, HEAD, State Investigator 
for the State of Alabama, and Special Agent JOHN J. 

SWEENEY. HOGGLE was advised by SA SWEENEY that he 
did not have to make a statement and that any statement 
he did make could be used against him in a court of 
law. He was also advised of his right to consult an 
attorney and no threats or promises were made to him.

HOGGLE advised that on March 9# 1965* he FOiA(b )7 - (C) 
went to the C and C Novelty Shop, 129 Washington 
Street, Selma, which is operated by EIMER COOK, about 
6 or 6:30 p.m. He said that his brother, "DUCK" HOGGLE, 
was dso at the C and C Novelty Shop when he arrived . 

He said that a short time later they were joined by I I 

I" i who operates a cabinet shop in Selma. HOGGLE said 

'that'they all had several drinks there and then went across 
the street to the Silver Moon Cafe at about 7*30 p.m, where 
they had a cup of coffee. He said that they all stayed at 
the Silver Moon Cafe for about 15 or 20 minutes and then 
drove out to the Bamboo Club on the outskirts of Selma. 

He advised he traveled in bfe own car, a 1957 four-door 
Chevrolet, with a blue bottom and white top. He said the 
others possibly all took their own automobiles. HOGGLE 
stated that he and the other three stayed at the Bamboo 
Club until approximately 11 p.m. when he left by himself 
and went home. He stated the other three were still at 
the Club 5 however, they were getting ready to leave at the 
time of his departure. 

HOGGLE emphatically denied any connection with or 
knowledge of the beating of the three white ministers In 
front of the Silver Moon Cafe on the evening of Maah 9, 

1965. 


HOGGLE stated that on the evening of March 9, 
1965 , he was wearing khaki pants and shirt and a suede 
Jacket and no hat. HOGGLE stated his brother "DUCK" was

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PROSECUTIVE ACTION 


The facts of this case were discussed with Acting Assistant 
Attorney General JOHN DOAR, Civil Rights Division, United States 
Department of Justice at Selma, Alabama, in March 10, 1965, by 
SAC EARL M 0 DAINESS and SA ROBERT L. FRYE. Mr„ BOAR authorised 
the filing of a complaint charging EIMER L. COOK, NAMON O'NEAL 
HOGGLE, WILLIAM STANLEY. HOGGLE and R. B. KELLI with violation of 
Title 18, Section 241, United States Code, in that on or about 
March 9, 1965, they did conspire to injure, oppress, threaten 
and intimidate JAMES REEB, CLARK OLSEN and ORLOFF MILLER from 
exercising rights as secured to them by the consititution and 
laws of the United States,, This complaint was filed on the 
same date by SA JOHN J. SWEENEY before United States Commissioner 
MARIAN HOUSE WALLACE, Northern Division, Southern District of 
Alabama, at Selma, Alabama. 

Immediately after issuance of Federal warrants SA ROBERT 
L. FRYE notified Captain FRANK LA PORTE, Selma Police Department, 
of the issuance of Federal process. At that time Captain LA PORTE 
requested that- Agents appear at Selma Police Department inasmuch 
as he expected that ELMER COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE and R. ■ B* KELLY 
would momentarily appear before City Judge EDGAR RUSSELL, JR., 
to post bonds on local charges of three counts of assault to 
murder, SAC DALNE3S and SA ROBERT L. FRYE appeared at Selma 
Police Department where at approximately midnight on March 10, 

1965, EIMER COOK and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE each posted three 
bonds of $2,500 each on local charges of assault to murder, 

COOK and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE were taken into Federal custody by 
SAC DALNESS and SA FRYE and were taken to the residence of 
United States Commissioner MARIAN HOUSE WALLACE where they 
were released upon posting bonds of $5,000 each. Attorney JOSEPH 
PILCHER, JR., Selma, Alabama, was present representing ELMER 
COOK and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE. He informed that he also would 
represent NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE and that he would surrender him 
to custody the following day. 

R. B. KELLY who failed to post bond on state charges on 
the night of March 10, 1965, was held in city custody at Selma 
City Jail. 

On the morning of March 11, 1965* NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE 
was presented at the Selma Police Department by Attorney JOSEPH 
PILCHER, JR. At that time he posted three bonds of $2,500 each 
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and was released from custody on three charges of assault to 
murder. He was then taken into Federal custody by SA VICTOR B. 
SNIDER and SA CHILTON B. CREASON. 

R* Bo KELLY also posted three bonds of $2,500 each 
approved by City Judge EDGAR P„ RUSSELL, JR*, on morning of 
March 11, 1965, and was taken into custody by SA VICTOR B. 

SNIDER and SA CHILTON B. CREASON. 

United States Commissioner MARIAN HOUSE WALLACE appeared 
at Selma Police Department at 32;30 PM on March 11, 19^5, at 
which time she fixed bonds of ij>5,000 each for R. B. KELLY 
and NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE who were thereupon released upon 
posting these bonds. Attorney JOHN RANDOLPH SMITH, Selma * 

Alabama, appeared representing R. B. KELLY and Attorney JOSEPH 
PILCHER, JR., appeared in behalf of his client NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE 

Mr. PILCHER and Mr. SMITH advised SA CHILTON B. CREASON 
that they would not permit their clients to discuss this case 
further with investigating officers. 

SAC of Birmingham Office advised SAC EARL M. DALNESS 
at 7;15 PM on March 11, 1965, that Rev. JAMES J. REEB died 
at 6;55 PM that night at the University Hospital, Brimingham, 
Alabama. This information was immediately furnished to J. WHSON 
BAKER, Director of Public Safety. Director BAKER informed that 
in anticipation of the death of REEB, he had issued new warrants 
against all subjects charging them with murder and that immediate 
action would be taken to re-arrest them. On the night of March 11 
1965, all subjects surrendered to the Selma Police Department and 
new bonds of $25,000 each were set by City Judge EDGAR P. RUSSELL, 
JR. Bonds in this amount were approved that evening for ELMER L. 
COOK, WILLIAM STANELY HOGGLE and R. B. KELLY. NAMON O’NEAL 
HOGGLE made bond during the early morning of March 12, 19&5* 
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Date _3/13/65 


Captain FRANK R. LA PORTE, Selma Police Department, 
, Selma, Alabama, made available a copy of a signed statement 
furnished by FLOYD GROOM on March 10, 1965® This statement 
was witnessed by Captain LA PORTE and by Captain WILLIAM 
WARE and reads as follows: 


"Date March 10th, 1965 Page No. 1 
"STATEMENT OF: FLOYD GROOM, white male age 50 years old. 

"My name is FLOYD GROOM I am 50 years old and 
work at CAMPBELL WELDING COMPANY in Selma, Alabama. I 
am making this statement to LIEUTENANT D, P. KNIGHT, 

SR. of the SEIMA POLICE DEPARTMENT of my own free will. 

"Last night which was Tuesday I was standing on the 
corner of Selma Avenue and Washington Street by TURNER MOTOR 
COMPANY USED CAR LOT, I was on my way home, I saw two 
(2) WHITE MEN dressea in black clothes get out of a bus 
that was parked by a alley near O'BRIEN PLUMBING COMPANY. 

The two men walked west on Selma Avenue to the comer 
of the SILVERM00N CAFE and when they got to the South 
East corner of the SILVERMOON CAFE they were met by ELMER 
COOK, DUCK HOGGLE, R. B. KELLY, STANLEY HOGGLE and BEN 
VARDAMAN. ELMER COOK hit one of the men and knocked him 
down, _the rest of the men jumped on the other man and 
knocked him down^jill of this happened on the Selma Avenue 
side of the SILVERMOON CAFE. As soon as I saw this 
happening I turned and walked North on Washington Street 
on my way home. 

"The above statement is true and correct to 
the best of my knowledge.

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FLOYD GROOM 3 1212 Dallas Avenue , Selma, Alabama, employed 
at Campbell Welding Company, Green Street, Selma, was interviewed at 
the Selma Police Department in the presence of Lt. DANIEL P„ KNIGHT. 
He furnished the following information" 

GROOM stated that he is a close personal friend of EIMER L. 
COOK, O’NEAL HOGGLE, STANLEY HOGGLE and R. R» KELLY, GROOM stated 
he is unwilling under any circumstances to testify in court 
against any of these individuals and if subpoenaed to testify, he 
will deny all information furnished by him. Reluctantly with many 
changes in his story, he furnished the following account of his 
activities on the afternoon and evening of March 9, 196% During 
the late afternoon of Tuesday, March 3^ he was drinking beer in 
the Silver Moon Cafe located at the corner of Washington Street and 
Selma Avenue in Selma. Also in the Cafe were ELMER COOK, STANLEY 
and O'NEAL HOGGLE and possibly R. B. KELLY. GROOM was unable to 
identify other customers in the Cafe at that time except an 
individual known to him as JACK. PIDDLES. There was conversation 
about the racial situation in Selma and GROOM heard a red headed 
fellow, whom he could not farther identify, make a statement 
to the effect that EIMER COOK had a set of "'brass knucks ' in 
his pocket* but GROOM did not see them. He also heard a statement 
made sometine that afternoon by JACK RIDDLES to the effect that 
these individuals also had a stick but he did not see this. 

Shortly before dark GROOM left the Silver Moon Cafe and 
observed an old model station wagon or carry-all parked in front 
of the Cafe. It is his best estimate that this was about a 
191*6 or 19^7 green Chevrolet, He recalled that the windows 
went all the way back on the sides of the car. Seated in the 
front seat of the car were two men, thought by GROOM to be 
Negroes. A blonde headed young girl was seated between them. 

GROOM stared at them and was irritated by the presence of the 
white girl with what he thought were Negro men. The girl 
laughed at him and rolled up the car window. In his irritation, 
GROOM struck the glass of the window with his fist, hut did not 
break the glass. At this point EIMER COOK and STANLEY and O’NEAL 
HOGGLE came out of the Cafe and observed as the car pulled away 
from the curb, drove around the block and parked in front of 
Walker’s Cafe about \ block south of the Silver Moon Cafe, The 
three occupants of this car then got out and went in Walker's 
Cafe, which is regarded as a Cafe catering to Negro customers_ 
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only. COOK, GROOM and the HOGGLEs watched this activity. 

Then GROOM decided to go home and left COOK and the HOGGLEs 
at the Silver Moon. He walked north on Washington Street where he 
met Lt. D, P„ KNIGHT of the Selma Police Department, and engaged 
in a conversation with him. When he walked on to his home at 
1212 Dallas Avenue. 

Shortly thereafter he again left his home with the thought 
of walking hack to the Silver Moon Cafe. He approached the Cafe 
walking south on Washington Street until he reached the northeast 
corner of the intersection of Washington Street and Selma Avenue 
across the street from the Silver Moon Cafe at about 7:30 HM. 

As he approached this corner he could see the front of Walker's 
Cafe block to the south and noticed three people leave the 
Cafe and re-enter the same car the window of which he had struck 
earlier. He believed these were the same passengers that he 
observed previously in this car . This automobile then turned 
to its right into an alley running east-west through the middle 
of the block. A moment later this station wagon appeared on 
Selma Avenue driving west approaching the rear of the Silver 
Moon Cafe. Before it reached the Silver Moon Cafe, the station 
wagon made a left turn and parked headed into a parking lot 
in the rear of the Silver Moon Cafe. 

GROOM was still standing on the comer across the street 
from the Silver Moon Cafe. At this point he observed ELMER 
COOK, STANLEY and O'NEAL HOGGLE and another man come out of 
the front door of the Silver Moon Cafe. At first GROOM believed 
the 4th man was BEN VARDEMAN, a business associate of ELMER 
COOK. Later he decided that this individual may have been 
R. B. KELLY. These four went around the corner of the Silver 
Moon Cafe and east on Selma Avenue to the point where the 
Chevrolet station wagon had stopped. As a man got out of 
the right front door of the station wagon, EIMER COOK struck 
him with his fist causing him to fall to the ground. GROOM 
insisted that COOK had no stick or other weapon in his hand 
unless he was wearing the brass knuckles which GROOM could not 
see. While COOK was attacking this man, the other individuals 
went around to the other side of the station wagon where the 
other two individuals got out. Although GROOM's vision of 
what occurred on the other side of the station wagon was 
obstructed by the car, he did note that one of these men was 
knocked to the ground. The other, who may have been a man or 
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a girl wearing slacks, ran east on Selma Avenue and got away. 

GROOM expresses his conviction that these were the same individuals 
that he had previously seen in this automobile, at which time 
one of them was a blonde headed girl. He could not explain 
why he was certain of this nor how he could be uncertain that 
the third member of this group was a girl or man. Neither could 
GROOM Tnakp> a positive statement that the men were Negroes 
although he still had that impression and recalled that they 
had dark skin. 

At this point GROOM turned and walked back north on 
Washington Street, deciding that he did not want to become 
involved in any difficulty. He is quite certain that he was 
not seen by COOK and his companions as he observed this incident. 

He did not see COOK and his companions leave the Chevrolet station 
wagon and insisted that he did not know what became of the persons 
who were attacked by them. 

GROOM was unable to account for the fact that other 
reports indicated the assault on JAMES REES, ORLOFF MILLER 
and CLARK OLSEN occurred in front of the Silver Moon Cafe on 
Washington Street rather than on Selma Avenue behind the cafe 
as he described, nor could he account for how COOK and his 
companions knew that the occupants of the Chevrolet station wagon 
would park at this particular place at this particular time. 

He did make the comment ''‘they were watchingbut could or 
would not offer any further explanation on this opinion. 

He was very definite in his statement that the altercation did 
not occur in front of the Silver Moon Cafe on Washington Street. 

GROOM was questioned concerning whether or not he had made 
any statement of an intimidating nature to HELEN MARTIN, waitress. 
Silver Moon Cafe on the evening of March 11, 19^5 , He denied 
making any statement to her accusing her of identifying him 
as a witness to the altercation but acknowledged that OUIDA 
LARSON, another waitress at the Silver Moon Cafe, had told 
him that HELEN MARTIN had identified everyone connected with 
this matter. GROOM also denied that any attempts to intimidate 
him had been made but acknowledged that he had engaged in 
conversation with EIMER COOK earlier in the day of this interview. 
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At this point GROOM became unconmrunicative and unwilling to 
discuss the incident further. He was unwilling to furnish any 
statement or to further elaborate on his observations. 
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in the direction of Franklin. MOCH said he then wont back 
into the Silver Moun Cafe and sat down with JACE 
for an estimated i£ minutes, at which tine he and ^ Td ft r iB j 
left the cafe, walked across Seine street to where dlDBLSS 
ear was parked, and mih> JB- left hie at that point. Me said 
as he and aiDDhHS caste out of the cafe he again saw the 
"carry aii* that had previously keen parked in front ^ the 
Sliver Moon Cafe turn off Washington Into an alley right 
neat to Walter* Cafe, and again was headed in the direction 
of Franklin. Mr. 0 9u\M said he was about a half block away, 
never «*M pay any attention to the license on the car, was 
certain that there were only three people in it each time, 
and after it disappeared down the alley he said he did not 
see it ©gain! that after au»xJBS left hi* that he walked 
up Washington to Mel ton* s Service Station at the corner of 
Washington and Dallas, where he met Captain KhtfUE ef tte 
Selma Felice Department. He said he taikerc to Cap-ain Kkifllff 
for a short time and then went to his home which is just a 
short distance from Melton* Service Station on Dallas. He 
said, in fact, Melton's Service Station is at the corner of 
Dallas and ashington, Spears Cleaners are next to the service 
station on Dallas, and his home was the house next to ipeers 
Cleaners. Mr. Od CM said when he got home after talking to 
Captain miXOR he did not leave his home again that evening. 

He said hie wife was at home and would confirm that he was 
there the remainder of the evening. 


Mr. GBOCM said he did not push or rock any carry all, 
station wagon, or other vehicle that evening other than 
striking the glass of the carry all containing the three 
people as described shove. 

Photographs of Mr. fiih>QM were obtained. 
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BILLY DOWD EDWARDS, Route 4, Box 94, Selma, 
Alabama, was interviewed by R„ W. HEAD,State investigator 
for the State of Alabama, and Special Agent JOHN J 0 
SWEENEY at the Selma Police Department. EDWARDS 
furnished the following signed statement; 


"Date March 10th, 1965 Page No. 1 
"STATEMENT OF; BILLY DOWD EDWARDS, white male born 3/27/36 

"My name is BILLY DOWD EDWARDS, I live at Route 4 
Box 94, Selma, Alabama, I make this statement of my own free 
will to R, W„ HEAD, State Investigator of the State of 
Alabama, and Special Agent J D J. SWEENEY of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. 

"On Tuesday night March 9th, 1965 , I was with R. B. 
KELLY about 6:30 PM and we went to the SILVERMOON CAFE on 
Washington Street in Selma, Ala. We sat at a table with 
CARL SEALY and another man I do not know who the man was. 

We drank two ( 2 ) beers^ I guess we stayed about an hour. 

R. B„ KELLY and myself left and went across the street to 
the COFFEE POT CAFE on Washington Street, we stayed there 
about 15 minutesi. we left there and went to JOE'S PLACE 
at Jeff Davis and Broad Street, this was about 8;00 PM. 

We drank one beer and talked about 30 minutes to VERLON 
THACKER^ jail three of us left together going back to the 
SILVERMOON CAFE where we stayed until about 10:00 PM. 

STANLEY HOGGLE, ELMER COOK, and DUCK HOGGLE came into the 
SILVERMOON CAFE about 9s00 PM I think, they were drinking 
heavythe three of them left the CAFE and came back 
about 2 TJ to 30 minutes later and sat down in front of us, 
an old drunk we call 'SMXTTY 1 came in and said I would “ 
Tcill any son of a bitch who would beat him like that, I 
asked R. B. what happened, he stated someone got helT 
beat out of him. R. B„ le'flf the table but was gone only 
one or two minutes, I don't know where he went, the

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BILLY DOWD EDWARDS, Route 4, Box 94, Selma, Alabama, 
telephonicaily contacted the^ Selma Resident Agency on the evening 
of March 12, 1965, and advised that he desired to talk to SAs 
JAMES MICHAEL BARKO and JOHN J. SWEENEY. An appointment was made 
to meet EDWARDS at 8 p.m. that evening. 

EDWARDS advised that he is convinced that R.B. KELLEY 
was not involved in the beating of the three white ministers 
in front of the Silver Moon Cafe in Selma on the evening of 
March 9, 1965. He advised that the information he previously 
furnished in a signed statement at the Selma Police Department 
on March 10, 1965, was true and correct, except for one point. 

He said that he omitted the fact that while he was at the Silver 
Moon Cafe, R.B „ KELLEY left the table for a short time. He 
said he did not know where KELLEY went but thought he went to 
make a telephone call or possibly to the rest room. 

EDWARDS said that while KELLEY was gone, he heard some 
shouting outside the cafe and looked up from the table out the 
door. He said he observed ELMER COOK and STANLEY HOGGLE running 
and punching at two or three individuals. He said these individuals 
"just flashed by" the door of the Silver Moon Cafe and added that 
he did not get up from the table and did not see them further. 

EDWARDS advised that R.B. KELLEY returned to the table shortly 
after and was not breathing hard and showed no signs of having 
been involved in any fight. 

EDWARDS also recalled that there was a white male named 
W.D. (LNU) who was in the Silver Moon Cafe and ran outside as soon 
as the shouting started. He said he believed that W.D. could 
furnish information as to the individuals involved in the fight. 
EDWARDS said W.D, is employed at the lawn mower factory in Selma. 

He also advised that SPENCER CUMMINGS, City Barber Shop, used to 
go with the sister of W.D. 

EDWARDS also informed that on the afternoon of March 9, 

1965,he was in the Cadillac owned by ELMER COOK, He said COOK 

was driving the car and STANLEY HOGGLE was in the front seat with him. 
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He said that a man named "BILL (LNU)" was sitting in the 
left rear and EDWARDS himself was in the right rear. E DWARDS 
said that STANLEY HOGGLE had a ,38 caliber revolver stuck in 
his trousers and a smaller pistol in his pants pocket. He 
said STANLEY HOGGLE also gave a night stick or club to COOK. 
EDWARDS also said that COOK was driving the car and had a 
pair of brass knuckles on his right hand. He said they were 
driving around Selma and EDWARDS was blowing a bugle at any 
of the ministers and "other outsiders" that they saw on the 
streets. 


EDWARDS refused to furnish a signed statement but 
said he was willing to testify in court to the information he 
furnished on March 10 and 12, 1965. 
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EDGAR WILTON STRIPLING, Room 6, Gordon’s Cafe, 

Selma, Alabama, was interviewed at the Selma Police Department 
by Lieutenant D.P. KNIGHT in the presence of SAs JOHN J. 
SWEENEY and JAMES MICHAEL BARKO and furnished the following 
signed statement; 


’’Date March 10th, 1965 Page No. 1 
"STATEMENT OF; EDGAR WILTON STRIPLING, white male, born 9-12-17 

"My name is EDGAR STRIPLING, I am 47 years old and I 
live in a room at GORDONS CAFE. I am making this statement of 
my on free will to Lieutenant D.P. KNIGHT, SR. of the Selma 
PolTce Department concerning a fight I witnessed on the street 
outside the SILVE RMO ON CAFE on the corner of Selma Avenue and 
Washington Street^ this was in the early part of the night of 
March 9th, 1965. 

"I was inside the SILVERMOON CAFE looking outside a 
window that faces Washington Street, when I saw ELMER COOK hit 
an unknown WHITE MAN with his fist x I also saw R.B. KELLEY who 
was with ELMER COOK start to push or hit the man ELMER COOK 
was hitting. ELMER and R.B. were following the man and turned 
right on Selma Avenue still fighting. The man they were hitting 
had his arms up trying to protect himself^ the man was either 
pushed or knocked down out of my view as they passed the window 
I was looking out of. After they passed the window I did not 
see them any more. 

"This statement is true and correct to the best of my knowledge 
and was made of my own free will.

11 1, Edgar Wilton Stripling, make the following free 
and voluntary statement to Victor B, Snider and Chilton B. 

Creason who have identified themselves to me as Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation,, 

"l am kj years old and live in a room over 
B ill Gordon’s Cafe at Washington Street and Selma Avenue, Selma, 
Ala. I work in the Silvermoon Cafe for Pete Lakeos at the 
same corner* 

"On Tuesday night, March 9> 1965_ at about eight o'clock 
I was standing behind the counter at the front end of the 
Silvermoon Cafe when something caused me to look out the 
front window onto Washington Street. I do not know just 
what caused me to look outside. On the sidewalk right in 
front of the window I saw Elmer Cook hitting a man with 
his fists. I did not recognize the man he was hitting. 

I saw Elmer Cook strike several hard blows with his 
fists on this man's face and body causing him to fall to 
the sidewalk. The man being hit did not fight back, but 
was covering his head and face with his upraised arms. 

I also saw R, B. Kelly standing there and another man who 
looked like Duck Hoggle. I didn't notice anyone else in 
the group, although other men may have been around the 
corner or out of my view. I could not see any stick or 
weapon in the hands of any of the men. 

"After Elmer Cook landed several blows, the man fell 
to the sidewalk and disappeared from my view. When he fell, 

I noticed R. B„ Kelly, and Cook and the other man who looked 
like Duck Hoggle all gather around the fallen man, leaning 
over him. It looked like R. B. Kelly swung his &ot and 
kick the man two or three times. I saw the man who looked 
like Duck kick at the man one or two times. I did not see 
Elmer Cook kick the man after he fell.

"Then X saw Elmer Cook pursuing a man around the 
comer. I could not tell whether or not it was the same 
man that X had just seen fall. When they went around the 
comer on Selma Avenue they disappeared from my view. 

R. B. Kelly and the man who looked like Duck Hoggle did 
not follow Elmer Cook around the comer, or had not as I 
turned away and went down to the cash register and told 
Mrs. Lackeos and told her that there was a fight outside. 
She told me to let it alone and not to do anything about it 

"About ten or fifteen minutes later R. B. Kelly, 

Elmer Cook, the man who looked like Duck Hoggle and 
another man I did not know came in the cafe almost together 
By this I mean I could not be sure they were together but 
they came in at the same time. They were laughing and 
talking but I could not hear what they said. 

"R. B. Kelly sat at a table near the door with two 
men I did not know. Cook and the other two men went to 
a table at the rear between the juke box and the cigarette 
machine. I do not know what they talked about there, I 
did not see Smitty come in and talk to any of them. 

"A few minutes later Mrs. Lackeos asked me to look 
outside for a policeman, but she didn't tell me why she 
wanted one. X went outside and walked to Broad Street 
and down toward the river. I didn’t see a policeman, so 
I returned and told Mrs. Lackeous . She said that it was 
all right, that they had already left. She didn't say who 
had left. At that time R. B. Kelly, Elmer Cook and their 
companions were gone. I do not know of any other customers 
in the cafe when the trouble happened, although other 
people I did not know were there. 

"I never did see the man or men who were being hit 
any more and I would not be able to recognize them, I 
do not know whether or not X would be able to recognize 
the third man I saw at the table with Elmer Cook if 
I saw him again.

EDGAR WILTON STRIPLING residing in a room oyer BILL 
GORDONs Cafe at Washington Street and Selma Avenue, Selma, 

Alabama, was interviewed and furnished the following informations 

He advised that he Joined the 167tfe Infantry, U» S„ 

Army, in 1939, and was discharged June 8, 1942, The reason 
for his discharge was due to the fact he had stiffness in joints 
in both elbows and in his knees. He received treatment in the 
Lawson General Hospital, Atlanta, Georgia, about one year after 
his discharge and stayed there for about six months. 

He was also treated at Veterans Administration Hospital, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and was confined to this hospital from 1949 
to 1957, In 1959 he reported to Veterans Administration Regional 
Office, Montgomery, Alabama, and was afforded physical examination 
by their office at this time. He did not state where this physical 
was given. 


He stated that his military service number is 20416507 
and that he is receiving monthly disability checks in amount of 
$78,75 at the present time, 

STRIPLING after viewing six photographs of different 
individuals among which group were included the photographs of 
RAMON O'NEAL BOGGLE, Selma Police Department Number 11214; 

R„ B. KELLY, photograph taken March 10, 1.965, by Bureau Agents 
which reflects KELLY dressed in sport shirt, wearing sweater; 
WILLIAM STANLEY BOGGLE, photograph taken March 10, 1965, by 
Bureau Agent v which reflects H0GGL1 wearing striped sport shirt 
and a sport jacket;. and photograph of BLUER L. COOK, taken 
March 10, 1965, by Bureau Agent, depicting COOK wearing dark 
suit, white shirt and tie, stated that he identified photograph 
of COOK and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE as individuals who participated 
in the attack on a white individual on the evening of March 9, 
1965, outside the Silver Moon Cafe.

She was on duty at the Silver Moon Cafe on Tuesday night, 
March 9, 1965 . Also working that night in the Cafe were OUXDA 
LARSON, another waitress, EDGAR STRIPLING, and Mr. and Mrs. 

PETE LACKEOS, the proprietors. During the early evening Mr. 

LACKEOS went horns for a rest and was relieved by Mrs. LACKEOS. 

HELEN MARTIN insisted that she neither observed nor heard of 
any fight or trouble outside of the Silver Moon Cafe that night. 

She denied hearing any conversation among customers of the Cafe 
to indicate there had been a fight. At about 8 PM that night, 

Mrs. LACKEOS asked her to call a taxi cab which she did. At about 
8:15 PM when the cab arrived, at the request of Mrs. LACKEOS, 

HELEN MARTIN went outside to tell JAMES MORGAN, the driver of 
the Black and White Cab to wait for Mrs. LACKEOS. Just before 
she called the cab she had observed some men standing outside 
the Cafe at a car but she did not recognize them. They appeared 
to be talking and there was no indication of any dispute or 
disorder. 

Upon returning to the Cafe after talking with cab driver 
JAMES MORGAN, a habitual frequenter of the cafe known only 
as SMPTTY grabbed her by the ami. Earlier Mr. LACKEOS had 
asked him to leave because he was intoxicated. When HELEN MARTIN 
asked him to turn her loose, R. B. KELLY who was seated & a 
table in front ofthe cafe said "HELEN, he don't have to turn 
you loose". An argument followed with R. B. KELLY as to whether 
or not she could tell SMUTTY to leave the cafe* Seated with 
KELLY was some insurance man and some other individuals whose 
names are unknown to HELEN MARTIN. She could not recall seeing 
EI24ER COOK or O’NEAL or STANLEY HOGGLE in the cafe that evening 
although they are known to her. 

Later in the evening, Lt. D. P» KNIGHT of the Selma 
Police Departnent came to the Silver Moon and asked her if she

HELEN MARTIN was unable to identify by name any other 
customers in the Silver Moon Cafe on the night of March 9 { ? 1965* 
She did recall observing a policeman talking to BEX FRIT ITT 
and JAMES GOODWIN, outside of the Silver Moon at about 9 EM* 

When questioned concerning the possibility that she may 
have received any threats or intimidations, HELJSN MARTIN informed 
that at about 8 ;30 FM on March 11, 19&5, she received a telephone 
call at the Silver Moon Cafe when an unidentified woman asked 
for her by name* During this conversation three different women 
talked to her in an abusive manner and accused her of being 
the one who had reported the men who were arrested,, They called 
her a "Negro lover"* One of the women also said they were coming 
down about 9 FM when she gets off and that she would be dead 
by the next morning* Then they hung up* Immediately after this 
HELEN MARTIN went to the Selma Police Department and reported the 
incident to Officer SANDERS and Lt. KNIGHT* Lt* KNIGHT informed 
her to tell anyone who bothered her to tend to their own business. 
No one did meet her or molest her when she .left the cafe that 
night* 


At about 7^30 or 8°00 FM on March 11, 19^5, shortly 
after she received the anonymous telephone call, FLOYD GROOM 
and his girl friend were seated in a booth at the Silver Moon 
Cafe* The girl called HELEN MARTIN to their booth where 
FLOYD GROOM accused her of being the one who identified him 
to the police as being present on Tuesday night* He made 
no threat to her at that time, however, she called Lt* KNIGHT 
at the Police Department and he told her to inform GROOM to 
mind his own business* She did so inform GROOM. HELEN MARTIN 
denied that she was withholding any information because of 
fear she would be harmed* 
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HE1EN BEVERLY MAEEDf, 210 Franklin Street, Selma, Alabama, 
former waitress at the Silver Moon Cafe m Selma, was interviewed and 
famished the following information i 

She was on duty at the Silver Moon Cafe on Tuesday night, 
March 9 , 1965 o Her regular working hours were between 11 AM and 
9 Bio " Around 7230 PM, evening of March 9, 1965, she recalled that 
Ho Bo KELLY was in the Silver Moon Cafe sitting at a table with two 
other men. She recalled that one of these sen is employed with an 
insurance company, maybe the Mutual Lire, located in Selma, She 
could not remember anything about the other man except he was wearing 
a cowboy bat. She could not furnish the names of these two individuals 
who were sitting at the table with R. B 0 KELLI and the only description 
she could furnish was that they were about 26 or ;27 ys&TB of age „ 

Although she previously stated that ELMER L. COOK, and WILLIAM 
STANLEY HOSTILE and NAMQN G'NEAL HOGGDE were not at the Silver Moon 
Cafe on'March 9 , 1965, she now recalls seeing them there between 
8 and 8:30 m, March 9 , sitting at a table with two women. 

She stated there war- a large crowd in the Silver Moon Cafe 
that evening and she believed that all the tables and booths were 
occupied. At 8 B 4 , she went- outside to the Black and White Cab 
Company located across the street from the Silver Moon Cafe on 
Washington Street at the request of Mrs, CUCLA LACKEOS, whose 
husband owns and operates the Silver Moon to reserve a cab to 
take Mrs. LACKEOS home. About 5 minutes later, JAMES MORGAN, 
cab driver for Black and White Cab Company, pulled up along side 
the cafe on Washington Street at which time Mrs. LACKEOS came out 
of the cafe and left in the cab. MARTIN stated when she went outside 
to call for a cab for Mrs, LACKEOS, she did not see any disturbance 
whatsoever and to her everything seemed to be normal. She advised 
she does not know the people who patronize the Silver Moon Cafe due 
to the fact that she has been in Selma, Alabama, only 6 weeks and is 
not acquainted with all. of the customers by name. She further 
advised that she could not recall definitely if Mr. FETE LACKEOS 
owner of the Silver Moon Safe was present during the time she was 
on duty or whether he went home to rest and relax as he normally 
does between the approximate hours of 6 and. 8 BS. 
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She could not .furnish any information as to who may have 
been involved in the assault on the white ministers which took 
place in the vicinity of the 1.00 block of Washington Street 9 Selma, 
Alabama 0 
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OUIDA A. LARSON, 201 Alabama Avenue, Selma, Alabama, who has 
been employed for about two months as a waitress at the Silver Moon 
Cafe advised that she was working on Tuesday night, March 9, 19^5 , 
but denied that she had any knowledge of any fight or incident 
occurring outside the Cafe that night. She insisted that she heard 
no unusual noises from the street and that she did not hear any 
customers or persons in the cafe talking about any fight until 
Lt. DANIEL P. KNIGHT of the Selma Police Department arrived 
asking questions concerning some trouble which had occurred 
outside. LARSON denied that she could recall the names of any 
customers at the cafe that night. She stated that she could 
not remember whether or not EIMER COOK, STANLEY or O'NEAL 
HOGGLE or R. B. KELLY were present although she knows all these 
individuals. She further stated that no one had threatened her 
or intimidated her in any way to keep her from freely discussing 
any information she might have. 
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OUIDA A. LARSONj 201 Alabama Street, Selma, 

Alabama, was interviewed at her place of employment, the 
Silver Moon Cafe (SMC), 138 Washington Street and she 
furnished the following informations 

She was on duty as a waitress at the SMC where she 
has been employed for approximately 2^ months from 2 p°m. 
to midnight March 9, 1965, She stated that during this 
time she was not aware of any unusual occurrence in or near 
the SMC until she was questioned by Lt. DANIEL P„ KNIGHT 
of the Selma Police Department concerning a fight which 
had taken place in the 100 block of Washington Street that 
night. LARSON stated that she recalls seeing R.B. KELLY, 

ELMER L. COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE and NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE 
in the SMC between the hours of about 6:30 to 8 p.m=, March 9, 
1965, and that KELLY was already in the restaurant when 
COOK,accompanied by his secretary, JEAN FULLER, and the HOGGLE 
brothers,arrived. She said that KELLY was at a table with 
two unknown men one of whom was wearing a western-type hat, 
however she could furnish no description of these men except 
to say that they were probably about the same age as KELLY, 
COOK and those who arrived with him did not sit at the same 
table with KELLY, however while there she observed that KELLY, 
COOK and the HOGGLE brothers were drinking beer and FULLER 
coffee. She could not state the amount of beer consumed by 
any of those drinking it. 

At about 7:30 p.m, COOK, JEAN FULLER and WILLIAM 
STANLEY HOGGLE left the SMC together, NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE 
and R.B, KELLY remained behind but did not sit at a table 
together and left separately within about twenty minutes. 

She was unable to state whether KELLY left with the men 
with whom he had been sitting,but she did not see KELLY, 

COOK, FULLER or the HOGGLE brothers the remainder of the 
evening. She stated she could not recall by name 
any other customers who were at the SMC on March 9, 1965, 
except FLOYD GROOM, a local man, his girl friend CLARA (LNU) 
and a "local drunk, SMITTY", who she remembered because he 
was a source of annoya.nce to the customers most of the 
evening. 
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In addition to herself one other waitress , HELEN 
MARTIN, was on duty as well as Mr. and Mrs. PETE Z„ LACKEOS, 
proprietors of the SMC, and EDGAR STRIPLING, who is a general 
duty employee. To her knowledge Mr. LACKEOS went home 
sometime between 6 and 8 p.m. for a period of relaxation 
while Mrs. LACKEOS remained to run the business. Mrs. LACKEOS 
left by cab when Mr. LACKEOS returned shortly after 8 p.m. 
STRIPLING'S hours are irregular and she could not recall 
how long he stayed at work or when he left. 

LARSON stated that she had no knowledge as to who 
may have assaulted the ministers in the 100 block of 
Washington Street, Selma, Alabama P on the night of March 9, 
1965. 
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FETE Z„ LACKEOS 9 804 7 th Avenue, Selma, Alabama, proprietor 
of the Silver Moon Cafe located at Washington Street and Selma Avenue, 
furnished the following informations 

Following his usual custom he went home for a rest leaving 
the cafe at about 5:30 PM on March 9 , 1965, and did not return 
to work until about 8 PM that evening., During this time his 
wife relieved him and assumed charge of the cafe. When he returned 
to the cafe at about 8 FM he did net immediately learn that there 
had been any fight or trouble in the vicinity. His first knowledge 
of this was upon the arrival of Lt. D. P. KNIGHT of the Selma 
Police Department, LACKEOS insisted that he could not mention by 
name any of the custoners who came to the Silver Moon Cafe that night. 

Alsc present at the cafe that night were HELEN MARTIN 
and OUIDA LARSON, waitresses, as well as EDGAR STRIPLING who does 
odd jobs around the cafe for his food, LACKEOS explained that 
STRIPLING is 9 disabled veteran who is mentally deficient. He 
informed that little or no reliance could be placed on anything 
that STRIPLING might say. 
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CUOLA LACKEOS, also known as Mrs, PM LACKEOS, 80-4 7th 
Avenue, Selma, Alabama, advised that she and her husband operate 
the Silver Moon Cafe at the intersection of Washington Street 
and Selma Avenue in Selma, Alabama, 

On Tuesday night, March 9, 1 she went to tiie cafe 
at approximately 5 B4 to relieve her husband in accordance with 
their usual practice, so that he could go home and. rest for 
a few hours» She remained at the cafe until he returned shortly 
before 9 PM- During that time she observed nothing and heard 
no conversation to indicate that there was a disturbance on 
the street outside the cafe- She stated that when there is 
trouble outside it is usual for customers to run out and watch, 
but that nothing of this nature occurred that evening while she 
was present- She also denied that EDGAR STRIPLING made any 
comment to her about a fight going on outside the cafe. For most 
of the evening she sat at the cash register located toward the 
rear of the cafe- 

Mrs- LAGKEOS acknowledged that she is personally acquainted 
with ELMER COOK, WXLLXAN STANLEY HOGGLE and NAMON O'NEAL, HOGGLE 
and with R- B. KELLY- She observed all of them in the cafe 
shortly before she left at 8;45 PM at which time they were 
drinking coffee- At that time KELLY was sitting with two 
other men whose names are unknown to her at a table in the ^ 
front of the cafe- ELMER COOK and the HOGGLEs were seated in 

the rear of the cafe- 

Mrs- LAGKEOS informed that during the evening she sent 
EDGAR STRIPLING to look for a policeman because a roan known to 
her as SMUTTY was drinking and was annoying customers at the cafe. 
He had refused to leave upon being requested to do so and moved 
from table to table disturbing people- HELEN MARTIN had asked 
him to leave and he had refused- Shortly later EDGAR STRIPLING 
returned without a policeman but by this time SHITTY had left the 
cafe and nothing further was done about this- 

It was not until about 1 AM the following morning when 
her husband arrived at home from the cafe and woke her that 
s fop, learned there had been trouble outside the cafe during that-_ 

evening- - 
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MORRIS KENNETH PERRY, Age 26 years, 'home address 
2520 Water Street„ Selma, furnished the following information: 

He frequents the cafes ©e Washington Street regularly, 
visiting mainly the Coffe Pot Cafe, Silver Moon and Carter®s 
Drug Store. He recalls distinctly visiting this area on 
Washington Street at approximately 6 00 or 8 s 30 p,m,, 

March 9, 1965, and remaining there until approximately 
10*00 p.m. He believes that on this particular evening, 
he spent the entire time in the Coffee Pot Cafe. 

PERRY knows R.B. KELLY, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE, 

NAMON O*NEAL BOGGLE, and ELMER L, COOK well from having seen 
them .in the Selma Avenue - Washington Street area, talking 
with them and drinking with them. He stated that he did not 
see any assault during the entire period of time he was 
there on March 9, 1965, and that he did not hear any 
assault taking place. He related that the first time he 
had heard of such an assault was during the next day at 
work . 


PERRY feels certain that he saw "BUCK” KOGGLE and 
R*B 0 KELLY at the Coffee Pot Cafe sometime during the 
evening of March 9 , 1965, but could not state the 
exact time. PERRY does not recall seeing BEN VARDAMAN 
at the cafe. He knows VARDAMAN to be the owner of the 
cafe. 


PERRY is certain that he did not drink any alcoholic 
beverages during the night of March 9, 1965, but could 
furnish only the names of the waitresses at the cafe as 
individuals he recalls seeing in addition to HOGGLE and 
KELLY. 


PERRY left the Coffee Pot Cafe sometime around 
10*00 p.m., walked to the Black and White Taxi Cab stand, 
got a cab and went home. While he was at the taxi stand, 
he recalls seeing MACK JACKSON and CHARLES CEDDY hanging 
around the taxi stand. Prior to leaving for home, PERRY 
recalls seeing a group of approximately 25 individuals, 
both white and colored, leaving the Walker®s Cafe, walk 
toward the Silver Moon Cafe, turn right onto Selma Avenue 
and walk down that block, __. 
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It was noted that PERRY was exceptionally nervous 
during this interview and stated that he did not see 
anything, that he did not want to become involved in any 
racial matters. He would furnish no further information 
in regard to this matter. 
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Mr. MORRIS PERRY, 2520 Water Street, was 
recontacted, at which time he stated that he recalls 
now that on the night of March 9, 1965, he left the 
Silver Moon between 10 and 10:30 P.M., and recalls 
no further information regarding the assault of three 
ministers that evenina. 

He stated that he has not spoken with R« 

KELLY, the HOGGLE brothers or ELMER COOK since the 
assault and has neard no conversation about the assault. 


PERRY stated that he would hesitate to tell 
the FBI anything at all that he may hear about this 
case, as he does not want to see anyone get into trouble 
and also that, he would rather keep himself completely 
out of the matter. 
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Mr. BASIL HOUSTON SMITH was interviewed at the 
Selma* Alabama Police Department* at which time he stated 
he is also known as "SMITTY", residence the Old South Tourist 
Court* and employment with Mr. C.E. CAMPBELL as a roofer. 

He stated during March 9* 1965*he had been drinking 
and at approximately 3:30 p.m. went to the Silver Moon Cafe 
with an unknown man., Mr, LACKEOS* the proprietor* did not 
sell him anything to drink because he was already drunk. 

He said he recalled that some man pushed him in 
front of ELMER COOK'S place* the C & C Novelty Company* 
and told him to shut up* claiming SMITH had called him an 
S.O.B, SMITH said he did not know who the man was and could 
not identify a photograph oi NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE as being 
this man and stated that he does not know HOGGLE. 

He stated that* however* he knows R.B. KELLY* ELMER 
COOK and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE as men he has seen hanging 
around the places in the vicinity of the intersection of 
Washington and Selma Avenue, He denied seeing any of the 
four men named above around the Silver Moon Cafe during 
the evening of March 9* 1965, He claims he was drunk and 
does not recall being inside or outside the Silver Moon Cafe 
or seeing any commotion or assault there later that evening. 

He did recall walking past the Black and White 
Cab Stand sometime during the evening and speaking with 
someone there but could not recall whether it was JAMES 
MORGAN or MAC JACKSON or just who was in the cab stand. 

He said he did not recall having any conversation with a 
waitress in the Silver Moon Cafe and does not know any of 
the evening waitresses by name. 

He said he did not hear of the assault on the 
tnree ministers until the next evening when someone around 
that area* name unknown, told him about it. He said he 
has no information and has not heard anyone say who 
was involved in the assault and he was unable to identify 
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photographs of Rev. MILLER or Rev. OLSEN as anyone he 
has seen. 


He stated that he has the reputation of being 
a “drunk" but he is known to be a good worker when 
sober. He stated that he served in the United States 
Army, having Serial Number 34588176, has a fifth grade 
education, and received a $107 per month check from the 
government in connection with his 50 per cent disability 
resulting from military service. 


in 
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SPENCER CUMMINGS* a barber at the City Barber 
Shop, 216 Broad Street, Selma, Alabama, who resides at 
1109 Selma Avenue,Selma, Alabama, advised that on the 
night of March 9, 19^5^ he arrived at the Silver Moon 
Cafe at about 9 p 0 m* When he arrived, he saw VERLON 
THACKER sitting alone at a table and joined him* 

CUMMINGS and THACKER had a couple of beers and then 
with BILLY EDWARDS left the Silver Moon Cafe at about 
10 p,m„ and went across the street to the Coffee Pot 
Cafe where they remained about one hour. 

After leaving the Coffee Pot Cafe, CUMMINGS 
stated he went to the Bamboo Club with BILLY EDWARDS 
and was there at about 11s00 pm or I2s00 Midnight 0 CUMMINGS 
and EDWARDS then left the Bamboo Club about 12s30 a*m* 
and EDWARDS dropped CUMMINGS Off in downtown Selma* 

When shown photographs of the subjects, 

CUMMINGS stated he knew R 0 B 0 KELLY by name but knew 
ELMER COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE and NAMON IIOGGLE 
by sight only* 

CUMMINGS did not recall having seen any of 
the subjects on the night of March 9, 19&5* CUMMINGS 
further stated that he saw no Incidents and that he 
heard nothing on the night of March 9 * 1965 * concerning 
an assault on three white ministers* 
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WILLIAM D« PRUITT, 801 Lauderdale Street, 

Selma , Alabama, advised that on the night of March 9, 
X96s he was at the Silver Moon Cafe periodically 
from 5 to 9 p 0 m 0 PRUITT left the Silver Moon Cafe 
several times that evening to go to his boarding house 
located at 801 Lauderdale Street in an attempt to obtain 
a room for an unidentified friend whom he met at the 
Silver Moon Cafe that night 0 This individual was 
described as being 5 feet 10 inches tall, weighing 
140 pounds, slender build, and having reddish wavy 
hair, PRUITT did not know how this individual could 
be located. 


PRUITT advised that in addition t© going to 
his boarding house that night he also went to the Coffee 
Pot Cafe and to Cordon 8 s Cafe but could not remember 
the times he was in these establishments due to the 
fact that he was drinking heavily, PRUITT stated that 
he did witness an Incident at the Silver Moon Cafe, 
which he believes occurred about 7 PThree Negro 
males and a white woman entered the Silver Moon Cafe 
and at this time three white males who were already In 
the Silver Moon Cafe, and whom PRUITT did not know, 
jumped up and one of these men took a swing at one of 
the Negroes, 

PRUITT stated that the three Negroes and the 
white woman then left the Silver Moon Cafe and walked 
toward the Police Station, 


PRUITT advised that this was the only incident 
he observed on the evening ©f March 9 s 1965, and that 
he heard nothing that night regarding three white men 
being assaulted, 

PRUITT stated he did not know R, B„KELLY, 

ELMER COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY BOGGLE, and NAM0N 30GGLK 
and when shown photographs ©f the subject, he stated 
ELMER COOK and WILLIAM STANLEY BOGGLE looked familiar. 
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PRUITT further stated he could not recall 
seeing any of the subjects on the night of March 9 , 
1965. 

PRUITT also stated that he does not know a 
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Mr. JAMES C. GOODMAN, 1529 Range Street, Selma, 
Alabama, advised that on March 9, 1965, he was at the Silver 
Moon Cate from about 4:00 to 4;30 PM At about 4:30 PM he 
left the Sliver Moon Cafe and went home to get cleaned up. 

At about 7:30 PM GOODMAN went to the Coffe Pot Cafe and was 
there .about one-half hour. GOODMAN then went across the 
street to the Silver Moon Cafe and was there from about 8:00 
to 10:30 PM. After leaving the Silver Moon Cafe, GOODMAN 
went home„ 


GOODMAN advised that on the evening of March 9, 
1965, he was alone except for the time he was at the Silver 
Moon Cafe from 8:00 to 10:30 PM, at which time he was with 
his brother-in-law, WINSTON SMITH, and WILLIAM PRUITT. 
GOODMAN stated that while at the Silver Moon Cafe and the 
Coffe Pot Cafe, he witnessed no incident. 

GOODMAN advised that he knows R= B 0 KELLY but 
does not know ELMER COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY H0GGLE, or NAMON 
O'NEAL BOGGLE. GOODMAN stated that he did not see R„ B. 
KELLY on the evening of' March 9, 1965. 

GOODMAN said that he might be leaving Selma, 
Alabama, soon but that he probably could be contacted at 
Route #2, Frisco City, Alabama. 
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Mr, JACK RIDDLE, 1315 LeGrand, advised that he is 
a pulpwood worker and sometimes works on a house demolishing 
crew. 

RIDDLE stated that on March 9.* 1965 , he had been 
working on a demolishing job on Alabama Avenue in Selma, 
Alabama, and at approximately 2:30 p.m. he went to the 
Silver Moon Cafe at Washington Street and Selma Avenue, 
where he drank beer until approximately 5:00 p.m. He recalled 
seeing FLOYD GROOM In the cafe around that time but off hand 
could not recall anyone else he knew there. He stated that 
he went directly home where he cleaned up, ate supper and 
around T:10 p.m. he and his wife went to the hospital to 
visit his brother, and he never went back to the vicinity 
of the Silver Moon Cafe that night but returned home and 
retired. 


RIDDLE stated that he occasionally stops at the 
Silver Moon Cafe and the Coffee Pot Cafe across the street 
to drink coffee and have an occasional beer. He said he 
used to be in the used car business and while attending 
the auto sales at Midfield, Alabama, several years ago he 
met ELMER COOK, R. B, KELLY and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE at 
these sales as they were also in the used car business. He 
stated that he knows NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE by sight only. 

He said he did not see any of the above four named men during 
the afternoon of the day on which the assault on some 
ministers occurred. He said he has not spoken with them 
recently and had not heard them express their sentiments regard¬ 
ing any racial matters and has never seen any of them in 
possession of any brass knuckles or club or any other weapon. 

RIDDLE stated that he first heard of the assault 
on some ministers later during the evening of the assault 
when Lieutenant KNIGHT of the Selma Police Department came 
to his home, stating there had been an assault on some 
ministers and a witness had identified RIDDLE as being 
present in the Silver Moon Cafe when it happened. He said 
he told Lieutenant KNIGHT of his activities during the 
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evening, which KNIGHT verified by speaking with Mrs. RIDDLE 
and possibly making inquiries at the hospital. He emphati¬ 
cally denied that he was in the vicinity of the Silver 
Moon Cafe after 5t00 p.m. on the evening of the assault 
and stated that he did not witness any incidents in the 
Washington Street area. 

RIDDLE stated further that he was not aware that 
white people were eating in Walker's Cafe and informed that 
he is sympathetic with the ministers in this case and does 
not believe in violence of any type for any reason and 
would not hesitate to tell all he knows about any such 
incidents. 


RIDDLE stated that he has been co-operative with 
law enforcement agencies in Selma and is personally ac¬ 
quainted with Lieutenant KNIGHT, and he will be alert to 
learn of any information regarding the subjects or to 
identify possible eye witnesses and advise Lieutenant KNIGHT 
of anything he learns. 

RIDDLE recalled that the last time he saw EIMER 
COOK was approximately 2 weeks ago when COOK, offerred him 
a sum of money to purchase RIDDLE's automobile and truck, 
which RIDDLE turned down because the price was too low. 
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JACK J. DEASON , Route % Box 298 ^ Hew OrrviXle Road, was 
interviewed at his place of employment , the Reliable Olds Company, 

1,6 Lawrence Street, Selma, Alabama. Bis was Immediately advised of 
the identity of the interviewing Agents 'and was advised that any 
information furnished by him could be used in a court of law. 

Mr. DEASON furnished the following information: 

He advised he is a. salesman at the Reliable Olds 
Company. On March 9* 19^5 <> he reported to work about 8:30 AM, 
and went about his regular duties for that day. later that 
afternoon he picked up SAM SMITHERMAN, who is the brother of 
JOSEPH SMITHERMAN^ Mayor of Selma, and proceeded to the Mayor * s 
office. While at the Mayor's Office, he discussed the purchase 
of a new automobile by the City. Following this dieussion SAM 
SMITHERMAN an' he proceeded to GOODMAN ’ s Used Car Lot and 
talked with the owner, Mr. SAM GOODMAN about business prospects. 

At about 5:30 HI, REASON took. SAM SMTTHSHMAN home 
and -then proceeded down Summerfield Street stopping at the Big 
Bear Grocery Store and arrived at his home about 6 PM. Upon 
i arrival he learned from his wife that the Tew Curb Market had 
called and ordered a truck load of produce which REASON'S father, 
W00DFIN GRADY DEASON, was bringing in that night from Magnolia 
Springs, Alabama. 

His father arrived at his home about 7 PM and after they had 
dinner, his father asked him if he would help him deliver a truck 
load of produce to Tew Curb Market which is located at 2115 Selma 
Avenue, Selma, Alabama. They then delivered a truck load of produce 
ip a i 960 Ford red and white in color, rear portion of which is 
enclosed so that large, light-weight produce can be hauled. En 
route to Tew’s Market ‘they proceeded along Selma Avenue and 
passed the intersection of Selma Avenue and Washington Street at 
about 7 : V? PM. He could not remember if he was stopped at that 
intersection by the traffic light* 

They arrived at Tew’s Market a few minutes later and 
unloaded the produce with his father and Mr. C, E. TEW, owner of 
Tew Curb Market.

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Tbeing delivered by them® After they finished unloading the truck 
which took about one hour,, his father and he returned to his 
home in the above mentioned pickup truck,, During the time they 
were unloading the produce, he did not leave the area of Tew 
Marketo 


REASON stated his father and he went directly 
home and again followed Selma Avenue which took them past the 
intersection of Selma Avenue and Washington Street,, He again 
advised he could not recall if he stopped for the traffic 
light at this intersection. 

When they arrived home at about 3^30 PM or possibly 
later, his wife advised him that there was a news bulletin on 
television regarding an attack on white ministers in Selma, 
Alabama„ This was' 1 the first he knew of the assault,, 


He stated that he was not parked outside the Silver Moon 
Cafe at any time during the evening of March 9* 19^9»

CARL SEELE, Jr., Box 561, Selma, Alabama, stated 
on March 9, 1965, between 7 and 7:30 p.m. he went to the 
Silver Moon Cafe when he arrived from the La Porte T.V. Repair 
Service where he had been from 5:30 to 7 p.m, He noticed a 
Volkswagen station wagon on Washington Street facing the 
Silver Moon Cafe. 

While at the Silver Moon he saw R.B. KELLEY and a 
man named BILL (LNU). This man named BILL left about 15 minutes 
before SEELE. 

SEELE heard no noises or disturbances during his stay 
of about 45 minutes at the cafe. About 20 minutes after arriving 
he was asked by a person in the bar to go to the door and call 
outside for someone. This he did. SEELE said he had two mixed 
drinks and two beers at the Silver Moon Cafe and while he was 
drinking R.B. KELLEY mentioned to him something about a "ruckus" 
outside. This was all SEELE remembered of the incident. 

There were 15 to 20 people in the bar including one 
of the HOGGLE brothers, possibly STANLEY, the bigger of the two. 

A man named GROOMS was also present, as was a man described as 
being 5 T 6", 140-145 lbs., 45-50 years old, wearing a sport shirt 
and tie, who talked to KELLEY and SEELE at the table. 

While R.B. KELLEY was drinking with SEELE, KELLEY left 
the table for a short while, possibly to answer or make a phone 
call. 

SEELE went directly home and did not see any evidence 
of an assault outside the Silver Moon Cafe, 
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EARL LEE ME LION, 200 Sumraerfield Road, manager of the 
Firestone Retread Shop, 1119 Church Street, both Selma, Alabama, 
was interviewed at the Federal Building, Selma# At the outset 
of this interview MELTON expressed a complete unwillingness to 
furnish any information to Agents unless he had to. He stated 
that he had no sympathy for the men who were assaulted near the 
Silver Moon Cafe on the night of March 9., 19^5, indicating that 
he believed they had brought this on themselves. He also 
commented he believed they got what they deservedand he would 
he unwilling to disclose any information that would be detrimental 
to the men who had assaulted them. He did acknowledge that he 
had been at the Silver Moon Cafe on the evening of March 9, 19&5, 
and added that he understood something had taken place just before 
he had arrived. Hie stated that he did not know anything about 
this incident. He also acknowledged that he is a brother-in-law 
of CARL SEELE who works at the Mutual Savings Life Insurance 
Company, Selma, Alabama.

Welding Company and, further, that COOK has never even 
discussed money matters with him nor has he had any 
arguments with COOK about accounts of the A 1 Company 
or any other financial matters. He stated that COOK 
has always treated him right and has never struck him 
or done him any bodily harm. He realized COOK has the 
reputation of having been in many fights in the past; 
however, he has never seen him fight: nor does he know 
him to have or to have used brass knuckles in any 
fight in which he was involved. 

WRIGHT stated that he has seen COOK only about 
three times since the assault on the white ministers 
on March 9, 1965, and has seen NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE, 
WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE and R. B. KELLY only once or 
twice since that time. He stated that none of these 
individuals has discussed the assault on the white 
ministers with him. He personally was not involved in 
the attack, does not know the subjects to have been 
involved in it and has heard no one mention who might 
have been involved. 
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Mr„ JOSEPH S 0 SMITH, Washington Street, exact 
address unknown, was Interviewed at his place of employment, 
the Coca Cola Company, Green and Alabama Streets, and he 
furnished the following informations 

SMITH stated that following his regular tour 
of duty on March 9* 19^5# he left work at about 6:30 p 0 m, 
and walked to the Silver Moon Cafe (SMC) in the 100 block 
of Washington Street „ He' arrived there at approximately 
6 s 45 p 0 m 0 and had coffee ana left about J%QQ p 0 m P He said 
he walked to his home which is just a few blocks from the 
SMC o 


He advised that during the time he was in the 
SMC he heard nothing concerning an assault on white ministers 
nor did he learn anything about any fight which may have taken 
place In the area of the SMC, 

SMITH advised he knows ELMER L„ COOK, WILLIAM 
STANLEY and NAMON 0 s NEAL HOGGLE on sight, but R n B„ KELLY 
Is unknown to him. He Stated the HOGGLE brothers are known 
to him best because he worked at the Cloverleaf Dairy during 
part of the time they were employed there„ He advised that 
he did not see any of the above three individuals, with whom 
he is acquainted, at or near the SMC on the night of March 9, 
1965c 


SMITH remarked further that he did not learn 
of the assault on the white ministers until the next day 
and he has no knowledge of who may have committed the 
assault„ 
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PAUL BOXBFORD, 1922 Griffin Street, Selma, Alabama, 
advised that on the evening of March 9 S 1965* he went to the 
Silver Moon Cafe, located at Washington Street and Selma 
Avenue, at around 6s30 p 0 m„ and was Inside the Silver Moon 
Cafe for approximately one-haIf hour* BOIBFOKD stated that 
he had a couple of 'beers with WINSTON SMITH and JAMES GOODMAN* 
At approximately TsOO p o m 0 , BOIDB’ORD believes he left the 
Silver Moon Cafe and stood around in front of the Silver Moon 
Cafe until about 8s30 or 9"OQ p 0 m 0 During the time that he 
was standing in front @f the Silver Moon Cafe, B0XDFORD stated 
that he talked to an individual he believed t© be an FBI Agent 
as this individual displayed a badge* BOXBFORD stated that 
when he left the scene of the Silver Moon Cafe at about 8s30 
or 9s00 p 0 m 0 , he left with FLOYD GROOM„ 

BOXDFQRD advised that during, the time he was at the 
Silver Moon Cafe he witnessed no fight or assault and could 
furnish no information in regard to an assault of three white 
ministers* 


BGILFORD further advised that he knows R 0 B* KELLY, 
but that he does not know ELMER COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE 
or NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE* BOXDFOKD advised that he did not 
see R* B 0 KELLY on March 9s 1965* and he was unable to furnish 
the names of any other Individuals who were present at the 
Silver Moon Cafe on March 9s 1985c.

SMITH advised he was at the Silver Moon Cafe located at 
Washington Street and Selma Avenue in Selma,, Alabama ^ for about 30 
to kO minutes on the night of March 9> 1965° farther advised 
he vent to the Silver Moon Cafe alone but mst his brother-in-law 
JAMES GOODMAN and also saw MOTT BCTTAFOHD (phooetic)* an employee 
of Cleveland Table Factory,, 

SMITH stated he does not know the time' he arrived at the 
Silver Mom font said not long after his arrival a police officer came 
to the c&fetnnd questioned customers concerning: whether anyone 
witnessed an attack on some white ministers« SMITH further stated 
he did not see an assault os& anyone and first knew that an assault 
had. occurred when the policeman arrived and began, asking; questions = 


SMI'IH was displayed photographs of ED4SE COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY 
BOGGLE, NAM08F O'NEAL BOGGIE and' R. B* KSU2T, and he stated the 
photograph, of Ho 3„ .KELLY is familiar but the other persons are 
unknown to him* SHUSH advised he does not know KELLY personally, 
font has seen him around the Silver Moon Cafe# Be also advised 
he does not ^member seeing KELLY in the Silver Mom on March 9$ X 965* 

SMITE stated he did not see the assault on three whits 
ministers on March 9, 1965 $ and has heard nothing concerning those 
who participated in this assault* 
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JAMES MORGAN was contacted at the Black and White Cab 
Company, 123 Washington Street, where he stated h© is usually 
dispatcher for this company but on the night of March 9, 1.965* 
he was also driving a cab. He stated that he was at the desk 
inside of the office and beard a commotion outside and went to 
the door to look out and saw a crowd of people across the street 
near the Silver Moogs Cafe. He said the telephone rang at that 
time and he kept looking at the crowd but could nofc see who was 
there or what was going on. He said at that moment MAC JACKSON 9 son 
of the owner of the cab company who was inside the office also, 
came to the door while MORGAN went back to answer the telephone. 

MORGAN stated that he then received a request for a cab and 
departed immediately driving in the direction away from the Silver 
Moon Cafe and when he returned the activity was all over with. 

He stated that JOHN GROVES was another cab driver working that 
evening but he does not know where he was at the time of the commotion. 

MORGAN stated that he has since read in the papers about 
the assault and of the men arrested for the assault. The only one 
he knows personally is ELMER COOK. 

At this point of the interview MAC JACKSON came out of 
the taxi cab office, identified himself by name as the owner's 
son and inquired as to what was going on. Interviewing agents 
identified themselves to JACKSON whereupon he began making state¬ 
ments such as, "God made two races and did not intend for them 
to mix and I go along with the Bible in such matters"„ He also 
expressed displeasure with outsiders coming into Selma and 
trying to tell people how to run things. 

The interview with MORGAN was terminated at this point. 
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JAMES MORGAN was recontacted at his residences 109 
Lakeview Street, at which time he stated that he has been driving 
for the Black and White Taxi Cab Company for about eight months 
and during this time has come to know ELMER COOK by sight. He 
said COOK runs the C & C Novelty Company located near the Black 
and White Taxi Cab Company. He identified the photograph of 
NAMGN O'NEAL BOGGLE as a man he has seen around the area of 
Washington Street but has never spokeswith him. He was unable 
to identify the photograph of WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE as any 
man he has seen around that area, however identified the 
photograph of R.B. KELLY as a person he has seen in the area 
but did not know him by name. 

MORGAN stated that during the early evening of 
March 9, 1965, he was answering the telephone inside the cab 
company office and believes possibly he heard somebody walk 
past the front door who may have said that a fight was going 
on outside. He said he looked out of the door and saw a group 
of people standing in front of Walker's Cafe and several more 
people, number unknown, standing in front of the Silver Moon 
Cafe. He said he estimated there were 15-20 people scattered 
up and down the block at various locations on both sides of 
the street but he cannot recall who they were. He said as 
far as the groups standing in front of the cafes, they were 
just crowds of people whom he looked at without specifically 
trying to identify any of them and does not recall that he 
recognized a single person in the crowds. He stated in fact 
his attention was mostly on those persons standing in front of 
Walker's Cafe because that was the larger crowd and he was 
expecting to see a fight because he considered that place to 
be where trouble was more likely to happen as white people 
had gone to a Negro restaurant. He said he had seen various 
white people going to Walker's Cafe throughout the day. He 
stated that his telephone was ringing while he was looking 
out the door and since he saw no action, only people milling 
about, he went back in and answered the phone and had to go 
on a call to pick up a customer. He stated that he cannot 
place the time of the occurrence of the commotion and cannot 
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recall who the passenger was which he picked up* He said as 
he drove off there were people still in front of the Silver 
Moon and Walker 1 s Cafe but he saw no one lying on the 
sidewalk and he saw no one who appeared to be hurt. He 
recalled that while the phone was ringing MAC JACKSON came and 
looked out of the doorway but knows that there was no action 
at that time* 

MORGAN stated that the only persons he can recall seeing 
were SMITTY and BOBBA KYNDARD, who are both 'Vinos" and were intox¬ 
icated and this was some time before the commotion when they 
walked past the front of the cab stand* He said that KYNDARD 
is the uncle of the woman named FRANCES who is manager of the 
Coffee Pot Cafe during the morning hours* 

He stated that BEN VARDAMAN S owner of the Coffee Pot 
Cafe$ is usually around in the mornings rather than the evenings 
and he could not recall whether VARDAMAN was around the area 
during the assault* 

He stated that some persons who are usually around 
every evening at that time are MORRIS PERRY P who is stock clerk 
at Baggett Transfer Company; CORA SMITH and another waitress, 
name unknown^ who work in the Coffee Pot Cafe, 

MORGAN stated that he does not recall having taken 
Mrs. JLACKEOS, owner of the Silver Moon Cafe, to her residence 
during the evening of the assault* however she has utilized 
his cab many other nights for a ride home and he has no 
recollection that he has ever spoken with Mrs, LACKEOS about the 
trouble in front of the Silver Moon Cafe. 

MORGAN said he has a lot of Negro friends as well as 
white friends in the Selma area and he has tried not to become 
involved in any racial disputes. He said he has never refused 
cab service to a Negro and carry them like any other passenger. 

He said he has heard a lot of people discussing this matter 
regarding Rev. REEB and he has heard no sympathy expressed for 
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REEB in the Washington Street area and has heard no one mention 
that they had seen the assault or know any other persons who may 
have seen it. He stated that according to the rumors there 
were three or four men involved in the assault of the 
ministers and some rumors say four or five men. He stated that 
he has never had any conversations with ELMER COOK other 
than possibly to say hello and can furnish no other information 
regarding this matter. 
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WILLIAM E„ GORDON , operator of Gordon'a Caf® and 
Gordon* s Rooming House p 1117 Selma Avenue, advised that h© is 
a Special Police Officer of the Selma Police Department. 

H© stated that during the evening of March 9, 1965 » 
h© was working In his cafe as were his wife, Mrs. GORDON, waiter 
DONALD BENTLEY, and waitress JOSHS DIJ BOSE, who were all definitely 
there between 7s00 p„m 0 and 6s00 p.m. He stated that he could 
not recall specifically the names of any customers who were there 
during that evening and denied that he heard any commotion outside 
or saw anything ©f an assault committed upon three white men in 
the Silver Moon Cafe which is diagonally across the intersection 
from his place of business B 

He stated that he knows ELMER COOK, NAMON 0 9 NEAL 
HOGGLE, WILLIAM STANELY BOGGLE and R 0 B 0 KELLY, some of whom 
are businessmen around town* He stated that they are not 
regular customers of his and do not come into the caf© more 
than once or twice a year. 

He stated that h® has not heard anything regarding 
what happened at the assault or who may have participated In 
It and the first he heard of the assault was around 9 s 30 
that evening when Lieutenant KNIGHT of the Selma Police Departments 
who is a good friend of his, cam® in the cafe to see what he 
could tell about the assault« 

Mr. GORDON said he recalls seeing COOK around the 
area of Washington and Selma Streets during the day but COOK 
is around that vicinity most of the time as he operates a 
business, the C k C Novelty Company, across from the Silver 
Moon Cafe. 


He stated that he haa had no conversation whatever 
with any of the four subjects since the assault. 

He stated he has seen numerous whit© people who are 
in Selma In connection with the demonstrations go into Walker *3 
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Cafe 9 a Negro cafe, for the past two months or so, but has 
novel 8 heard of any trouble In connection with that. 

He said he knows BEK' YARDAMAN as owner of the 
Coffee Pot Safe and Pawn Shop and likewise sees him numerous 
times throughout the day in that area, 

GORDON said he has had general conversation with 
various unrecsilod persons in the are® but so far he has not 
spoken with anyone who had any Information about the assault. 

He stated that he believes the assault should not have occurred 
and that he has no sympathy whatever for the subjects and has 
refused to contribute* to a fund being raised for their defense, 

'.Mr, GORDON said that none of the demonstrators, 
either colored or white, have com® to his eaf® for service 
and that h© has no interest whatever in whether or not whit© 
people are going t© Walker*® Cafe and could not identify any 
of those persons going there to ®at 0 
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Mrs* WILLIAM Eo GORDON, manager, Gordon's Cafe, Washington 
Street and Selma, Avenue, Selma, Alabama, advised she was working at 
Gordon 8 s Cafe during evening of March 9 «> X,965® Site further advised 
she did not see the assault on three white ministers which occurred 
at Silver Mom Cafe located across the street 'from Gordon's Cafe„ 

She also advised she heard'no discussions concerning this assault 
from customers in the cafe* 

GORDON was displayed photographs of NAMQN 0 8 MEAL HOGGLE^ 
WILLIAM STMffl HOGGXE, EBIEE COOK and B e B c KELLI, and she advised 
COOK and KELLY are known to her from their working in the area of 
Washington Street and Seim Avenue* GORDON stated she does not know 
these man personally, hut only on a casual basis, and she was unable 
to furnish any information as to their background or associates,, 

GORDON advised she does not recall seeing any of these 
men on March 9 , 1965, and could furnish no information regarding 
the assault0

He stated that during the night of the assault on 
the throe white men in the front of the Silver Moon Cafe, he 
was working behind the roar part of the counter of Gordon 1 a 
Cafe from SsOO a*m* until 8?00 p*m* and waa not in any position 
to aoo or hear anything that may have happened at the intersection 
that evening* 

Ho said it was not until the next morning that he 
heard from someone, name unreealled, that three or four men had 
beaten up three or four white ministers by the Silver Moon Cafe 
or in the alley behind the Silver Moon Cafe* 

He said he did not hear any commotion whatever or 
any persons calling taunts to other persons on the street that 
evening and recalled that by 7*30 p#m* moat of the dinner 
customers had gone and there were not many people in the Cafe 
and no more than a usual number of people on the street aa far 
as he knew* 


BENTLEY asld he has lived in Selma since 1931 and 
knows the KOOGLE brothers, COOK, and KELLY just to speak to 
but does not consider any of them to be friends of hie* He 
said he usually sees them around the intersection of Washington 
Stmt and Selma Avonue all of the time but does not recall 
seeing them the evening of the assault* He said also BEN 
VARDAMAN is usually around but he also is around, in and out 
most of the time| 

BENTLEY said he has not spoken with the four aubjscts 
since the assault and haa heard very little conversation about 
it and said that it aeems to him like the local people are 
H not talking muoh about it,” and believes they are keeping 
their mouths shut for fosr of getting involved in it* 
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Ho said he has not been close enough to Walker's 
Cafe to Identify any of the white people who have been going 
there recently but has only seen them from a distance* He 
said he knows they are all strangers as no local white people 
ever go there and no colored people have come to Gordon's 
for service* 

He stated that he believes the assault of the 
three ministers was wrong and would not hesitate to tell 
anything he knew about it.

Alabama 9 advised that on the night of March 9 ? 1965, she was 
working as a waitress at Gordon's Cafe located at 1117 Selma 
Avenue. She advised that on that night she witnessed no 
incident or assault involving three white ministers. She 
further advised that she knows R. B„ KELLY and that she knows 
WILLIAM STANLEY BOGGLE by sight only but she did not see either 
of these individuals on March 9 ? 1965. DuBOSE knew nothing 
of the assault and advised she could provide no information 
concerning it.

Mr. JOHN CRAVIS GROVES, 2502 Water Street, advised 
that he has been a cab driver for the Black and White Cab 
Company during the past 4-5 months and works on the 6:00 p.m. - 
6:00 a.m, shift. 


GROVES stated that during the evening when three 
ministers were assaulted at the Silver Moon Cafe, he could 
not recall his own activities and did not see any commotion. 
He stated that he was at the cab stand and going on passenger 
runs in and out all evening and believes that if there had 
been any commotion while he was in the area he would have 
seen it and therefore can only assume that he must have 
been away on a run when the commotion occurred. 

GROVES said he first heard that there had been an 
assault when "SMITTY" (LNU) came by that evening late and 
said there had been a fight in front of Walker 1 s Cafe. He 
stated that he cannot be absolutely certain that it was 
"SMITTY" who told him of the fight but believes it was, be¬ 
cause he did not ask him for any further details because 
"SMITTy" was drunk that night. 


GROVES identified a photograph of EIMER COOK as a 
man he has seen in the Coffee Pot Cafe a few times but 
never knew him by name. He was unable to identify the photo¬ 
graphs Of NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE, WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE and 
R. B. KELLY. 


GROVES stated that as he recalls, that same evening » 
in addition to himself, MACK JACKSON and JAMES MORGAN were 
also working at the cah stand* but he does not know if they 
saw the assault. He stated that he does not believe in 
violence and if he knew anything at all regarding any assaul 
on anybody, he would tell everything he knows about it. 


GROVES stated that he knows a man named BEN (LNU) 
who runs the Coffee Pot Cafe, but could not recall whether 
or not BEN was around the area of Washington Street during 
the night of the assault. He said he does not know FLOYD GROOM 
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and has not heard anybody admit that they had witnessed 
the assault. 

GROVES stated that he very frequently has 
Mrs, LACKEOS as a passenger when he takes her home after 
work from the Silver Moon Cafe, but he does not recall 
specifically if he took her home the night of the 
assault. 


GROVES stated that during the past month or 
so, numerous white visitors to Selma have been eating 
at the Negro cafe across the street called Walker's 
Cafe, but he has not paid any attention to any of these 
people and could not identify any of them. 
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CHARIES K. GADDY, $48 Aster Street, Flamingo Trailer 
Court, Selma, Alabama, an employee of the M & M Electric Company, 
1519 Jeff Davis Avenue, was interviewed at his residence and 
furnished the following information: 

GADDY advised that on the evening of March 9, 1965* 
he left work as usual about 5:15 or 5:30 PM, had dinner at home 
and then returned to the downtown area of Selma about 7:30 
after delivering some clothing to his mother at her home, *110 
Memorial Street* He went to the Coffee Pot Cafe (CPC), 12? 
Washington Street, Selma, which is located diagonally across 
Washington Street from the Silver Moon Cafe (3M0), 138 Washington 
Street and Walker*s Cafe, 100 block of Washington Street* He 
said he had one beer and left the CPC about 8:15 B4 and proceeded 
to the D allas County Courthouse where he attended a gathering of 
the Dallas County Sheriff's Posse* He said he is a member of 
the Dallas County Sheriff's Posse and usually attends tbe regular 
meetings which are held on the third Thursday of the month and 
also goes to meetings or gatherings at the meeting hall, Dallas 
County Courthouse Building, to play cards as he did the night of 
March 9 * 1965* 

The only customer he could recall being at CFO was 
MACK JACKSON, an employee of the Black and White Cab Company 
located next door to the CPC who had coffee there* He, GADDY, 
was looking out the window of CPC which faces Washington Street 
and observed several whites and Negroes, male and female 
individuals, walking along Washington Street and some of these 
persons entered Walker's Cafe* Although he saw several white 
and Negro persons enter and leave Walker's Cafe he did not pay 
sufficient attention to them to observe if any were ministers 
nor could he identify any of the persons he observed* 

While at the CPC looking out the window, he did not 
observe a fight or scuffle in the area of Washington Street 
in range or his vision. No attack on white ministers was 
discussed at the CPC while he was there, to his knowledge. He 
recalls that R. B. KELLY whom he has known for 6-7 years came 
into the CPC a few minutes before he left* KELLY was with 
another white male person wearing a cowboy hat but he could 
not identify or describe this person further* GADDY did not 
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observe the direction from which they came but after arriving 
they stayed in the CPC and were still there when he left* He 
advised he is not friendly with KELLY because KELLY cheated him 
at cards about two years ago at Aravets Hall, Selma, which is 
now closed. 

GAUDY said the only thing he saw while at the CHI which 
indicated there may have been a fight nearby was the town 
drunk, SM-TiTY" who he saw passing the CPC had blood an. his 
face and clothing. He said he attached no significance to 
SMISHY ’s appearance at the time as SM33JTT is noted for being 
in trouble and he just passed off his appearance as being 
more or less normal. 

GADDY stated he played cards at the Dallas County 
Courthouse, March 9* 1965» and did not hear about the assault 
on the ministers until somethin after 10 I'M while still playing 
cards and he paid little attention to it and doas nest even 
recall how the matter came up or who mentioned it. Sfe did 
not learn any details of the assault until the next day when 
he heard about it on a news broadcast* 

He advised he has known EIMEB L* COOK about 1-2 years, 
WILLIAM STANLEY HOCGLE about 6-7 years and NAMCN O’NEAL HDGGIE 
about 1 year, all on a casual basis as he has no reason to 
associate with or have business dealings with them. Of the 
i subjects, he saw only KELLY the evening of March 9* 1965 s 
and only at the CPC. He stated he was not involved in the 
assault on the white ministers on March 9* 19^5^ had no 
knowledge as totiio might have been involved and has not 
discussed the matter with any of the subjects. 
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Mrs„ JOE OLIVER, 907 Green Street;, advised that 
she works as a cook in the kitchen at the Coffee Pot Cafe 
for "Mr, BEN," whose last name she does not know. 

Mrs, OLIVER stated that she was working during the 
night of March 9, 1965 , back in the kitchen and did not 
hear or see anything regarding an assault on three ministers. 
She said Mr. BEN was in and out of the Coffee Pot Cafe 
during the evening hours, but she had no idea as to the 
time he was in the cafe or out of it. 

Mrs. OLIVER said she knows Mr. COOK but does not 
recall seeing him during that evening. She was unable to 
Identify photographs of NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE, WILLIAM STANLEY 
HOGGLE and R, B. KELLY or photographs of Reverend ORLOPF 
MILLER and Reverend CLARK OLSEN as any persons she has ever 
seen. 
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LUTXTXA WARREN, 207 Buckner* advised that she 
is a waitress at the Coffee Pot Cafe located on Washington 
Street in Selma* Alabama* and has worked at the cafe 
for four weeks. 

WARREN was displaced photographs of ELMER COOK* 
WILLIAM STANLEY HO 80 LE* WON O'NEAL HO OGLE and R 0 B. 

KELLY* and she advised these persons are familiar to her 
but she does not know their names s WARREN stated she 
has seen these men at the cafe on different occasions 
but could furnish no information regarding their activities 
or associates,, 

WARREN also stated she does not know If any of 
these men were at the Coffee Pot Cafe during the evening 
of March 9 * 1965, She further stated she has heard no 
talk about an assault,.on three white ministers on the 
night of March 9* 1965* and she did not learn of the 
assault until reading about; it in the newspaper the day 
after it occurred* 
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B, F. CATRETT, 412 Fourth Avenue, Selma, Alabama, 
furnished the following information at his place of 
employment, Eabe© Loan Company, Selma Avenues 

CATRETT advised that ELMER COOK, MILXIAM STANLEY 
HOGGLE, NAMON O'NEAL BOGGLE, and R B B Q KELLY are friends 

of his, and that he is a business associate of ELMER COOK. 

CATRETT stated that on the evening of March 9* 
1965 , he left work at 6 p«m», stopped at the Coffee Pot 
Cafe for one cup of eoffe, and at approximately 6;15 p.m. 
went home and remained there the rest of the night, 

CATRETT stated he knows nothing about the assault 
on Reverend REEB on the night of March 9$ 1965, nor does he 
know anyone who has information regarding the assault. 
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CORA OT, 13 II Ie Grand, -famished the following 
in formation; 

She advised she is the cook at the Coffee Pot Cafe 
which is located across Washington Street from the Silver Moon 
Cafe. SMITH further advised she has worked at the Coffee Pot 
Cafe for eight weeks and does not know many of the customers 
who frequent the restaurant. 

SMITH stated that photographs of WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE 
NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE 3 R.B. KELLY and EIMER COOK are familiar to 
her hut she does not know these individuals by name or any associates 
of these persons. 

She further stated she does not know if any of these persons 
were in the Coffee Pot Cafe on March 9 5 19^5* nor has she heard anyone 
in the cafe discuss the incident involving the assault of Rev. FJEEB 
on the night of March 9 S 19&5- 
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BRADLEY D, CAPPS s 309 Paulk Avehus, was interviewed at his 
place of business, Capps Auto Service , 2130 Highway 80 East, "both Selma, 
Alabama, , Hie was advised of the identity of the interviewing Agents 
and that any statement he made .could he used in a cohrt of law* He 
furnished the following informations 

CAPPS stated that he had no firsthand information concerning 
an allegation that one of the BOGGLE brothers, that is WILLIAM STANLEY 
HOGGLE or NAMON O'NEAL BOGGLE., had struck any of the ministers, who 
were assaulted in the vicinity of the Silver Moon Cafe, 100 block 
of Washington, Street, Selma, Alabama, on March 9# 19&5* He advised 
that he, therefore, did not desire to discuss the matter and would 
not furnish the identity of an unknown source who is alleged to have 
observed the attack on the ministers. He stated that if he should 
obtain any reliable Information substantiating this alls gat i oh, he 
would contact the FBI, 
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Mr. BRADLEY CAPPS, Capps Service Station, Highway 80 East, Seim, 
Alabama, advised that ha lias decided not to divulgs the naans of the person 
who told him he saw the assault on three minister®, 

CAPPS was advised by SA RICHARD WCARO that there is a possibility 
he may toe subpoenaed toy a Grand Jury to testify as to his laamrledge of 
this case whereupon CAPPS stated that he would refuse to testify before 
any Grand Jury inasmuch as he did not witness the assault and fetesws nothing 
about it except hearsay. 
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On March 20, 1965, a club taken from the automobile 
of R. B. KELLY by Lieutenant DANIEL P. KNIGHT, Selma, Alabama 
Police Department, on March 10, 1965, was submitted to the 
FBI Laboratory for examination. 

By Laboratory report dated March 24, 1965, the 
following findings were reported: 

Specimens received March 23, 1965 

Q35 Club 

Results of examination: 

No bloodstains, tissue particles or human hairs 
were found on the Q35 club. One dog hair, one blue synthe¬ 
tic fiber, three black woolen fibers, one white woolen fiber, 
one pink cotton fiber and one black cotton fiber were found 
on specimen Q35. The type of garment or other source from 
which the fibers originated could not be determined; however, 
the fibers were mounted on a glass microscope slide for possi¬ 
ble future comparisons. 
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Mr. LAWTON LA PORTE, La Porte T.V. Service, 1503 
Selma Avenue, advised that R„B. KELLY has been employed 
there for the past 2% months but he has known KELLY ail 
his life. He said KELLY is married and lives at 137 
Water Street with his second wife, ALICE, and that he has 
two children by a former wife who live with their mother. 

He said he has never been to KELLY 8 s home and does not 
know what sort of home life be has. KELLY has no military 
service and dropped out of school and has been a television 
service man for at least ten years. 

Mr. LA PORTE stated that during the evening of March 9, 
1965, they quit work at their usual time, approximately 5:30 p.m, 
and stood around talking with KELLY and BILLY EDWARDS,who 
is a friend of KELLY's, until approximately 5:40 p.m. At that 
time KELLY and EDWARDS left the t.v. shop saying they were 
going somewhere for a beer. Mr. LA PORTE said that he himself 
also left to deliver a radio to a customer and returned to the 
shop. He said around 6:30 or 6:40 p.m., KELLY and EDWARDS 
returned to the shop and CARL SEF.LE, HENRY H. BAGGETT, also 
a t.v. employee,and WALTER HOLLINGSWORTH were present and 
someone had purchased a fifth of Vodka which they began to 
drink. He said KELLY and EDWARDS had at least one drink of 
Vodka and after the group just about completed the fifth of 
Vodka he closed the shop and everyone left at approximately 
7:10 p.m. 


He heard plans made among SEELE, EDWARDS and KELLY 
to meet at the Silver Moon Cafe :for a beer before going 
home and they all got into their respective cars and 
drove away. 

He stated that he could not recall any conversation 
among that group, particularly on KELLY 1 's part, indicating they 
had any resentment of white people going to Walker^s Cafe , 
which is a Negro place, and heard no discussion whatever of 
any plans of an assault of any kind. He said as best he 
could recall the only subjects they spoke about were women 
and fishing. 
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He said KELLY is not the type to engage in any 
violent activity such as an assault of this kind but is 
more of the type who would leave when trouble arose. He 
said he feels certain that KELLY, although having had a 
few drinks, was sober when he left the t.v. shop and 
that there was never any indication whatever that KELLY 
was planning anything like attacking white people who 
were visiting Selma in connection with the voters 
demonstration and if KELLY is in fact involved in that 
assault it must have been completely spontaneous. 

On March. 10, 1965, after learning of KELLY’s 
arrest he went to the police department and signed KELLY's 
bond for $2500 on charges of assault, however did not sign 
his bond when murder charges were filed against KELLY 
later. 


He stated that he has since spoken with KELLY since 
his arrest and KELLY has insisted that he was not involved 
in the attack of the three ministers and has said only that 
he was drinking beer while the assault went on but did not 
say whether or not he witnessed the assault. 

Mr, LA. PORTE said that he had also spokenwith 
SEELE and EDWARDS a day or so after the attack and they 
told him that KELLY did not take part in the assault of 
the three ministers. 

He said the only thing he has heard KELLY say 
in regards to the civil rights demonstrations of white 
and Negro people in Selma was that he wished they would go 
home. 


He stated that he knows the HOGGLE brothers 
slightly but has not spoken with them just before or 
since the assault and that he knows COOK as a businessman 
only. He stated that KELLY is not generally known to 
associate closely with the other three subjects of this 
case and could not furnish the names of any close associates 
of KELLY, 
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He stated that he himself has heard only rumors 
about the assault and generally everyone he has spoken 
with, names unrecalled, have said the four subjects mentioned 
above did not assault the three ministers and he has no 
information as to who did. 

He said the next day after the assault KELLY 
came into the t.v. shop to work and acted normally and 
said nothing about participating in or observing any 
assault. 


He recalled that CARL SEELE later told him that 
his brother-in-law, EARL MELTON, was in the Silver Moon 
Cafe the evening of the assault but did not know what 
MELTON may have seen. 

Mr. LA PORTE sta ted tha t if he should receive 
any information whatever which has a bearing on this 
case he will furnish it immediately to his brother, 
Captain FRANK LA PORTE, Identification Officer, Selma, 
Alabama Police Department. 
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WALTER H, HOLLINGSWORTH, 1307 Selma Avenue, 
was interviewed at hie place of employment, the 
American Acceotarce Company, 30 Broad Street., and furnished 
the follovring information: 

HOLLINGSWORTH advised that when he left, work 
shortly after 5 P.ML, March 9, 1965. he proceeded to 
the La Porte TV Shop rn Selma Avenue where he remained 
front approximately 5:30 until the shop closed around 
7:10 P«M Several oersons vtere in and out of the shop 

during the period he was there, but the only individuals 
he specifically recalls being at the shop were LAWTON 
LA PORTE, Proprietor, "SONNY" BAGGETT, and R. B, KELLY, 
emplovees of the shop who were there at least part o± 
the time and all left at the time the shop closed., 

KELLY arrived there about 6:20 to 6:30 P«M* 

HOLLINGSWORTH stated that conversation 
at the shop was of a general nature and was mostly of 
a "bull session" type. Nothing regarding the racial 
situation was discussed to his recollection nor was 
anything said about planning any violence. He said 
that although when some of the men get together at 
LA PORTE's as they did in the early evening of March 9, 
1965, thev will have beer or whiskey to drink, rut he 
could not specifically recall whether they had any 
drinks at the shop that night When the shop closed 
each of the above individuals went his respective way- 
He and "SONNY" BAGGETT lingered outside the shop for 
about ten minutes, talking about finances after which 
he, HOLLINGSWORTH, went home and to his knowledge 
BAGGETT went home. He did not know plans for the 
evening of any of those at the shop the night of 
March 9, 1965, HOLLINGSWORTH advised that he is a 
casual acquaintance of subjects in this case and 
would estimate that he has known COOK for about te-n 
years, KELLY six to eight years, NAMCN O'NEAL HOGGLE 
and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE, eight to ten years. He 
stated he has not, to his recollection, discussed the 
assault of the white ministers March 9, 1965, with any 
of the subiects except KELLY, who he saw a day or two- 
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after the assault occurred, at which time KELLY advised 
him he was not involved in the assault on the ministers. 
He said that KELLY advised him that he had been in the 
Silver Moon Cafe (SMC) the night of March 9, 1965, time 
not indicated, and that at some time during the evening 
he heard a scuffle outside the SMC, walked out onto the 
sidewalk two to three feet, noticed there was a scuffle 
in progress and he immediately went back into the SMC 
so that he would not become involved. KELLY told him 
that he did not recognize anyone who was involved in the 
scuffling nor had he heard who was Involved in it. 
HOLLINGSWORTH stated that he did not attempt to go 
into detail with KELLY concerning this incident and he 
could recall nothing further he told him about it. 

HOLLINGSWORTH stated that he has no 
information concernino who was involved in the assault 
on the ministers, but personally believes that KELLY 
had nothinq to do with it as he considered him to be a 
very fine person who was prone to avoid trouble rather 
than try to find it. 
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Mr. HENRY H. BAGGETT, 114 Mabry Street, who is a 
TV technician at LaPorte TV Shop, Selma, Alabama, was con¬ 
tacted at his place of employment and furnished the following 
information: 

BAGGETT stated he remained at the LaPorte TV Shop 
along with other employees and acquaintances the evening of 
March 9, 1965. He recalled that he finished work as usual 
about 5:30 PM and stayed at the shop to converse with a fellow 
employee, R. B. KELLY, LAWTON LA PORTE, Owner, and friends 
BILL EDWARDS, WALTER HOLLINGSWORTH, and CARL 3EALY (phonetic). 
He said that all of these individuals were at the shop at one 
time or another during the period 5:30 to about 7:00 or 7:15 
PM when the shop closed. 

With the exception of him and HOLLINGSWORTH, who is 
in the loan business and who discussed a loan for a few minutes 
outside the shop, all of the remaining individuals took off in 
their respective automobiles and left the area of the shop. 

He and HOLLINGSWORTH remained there conversing for about ten 
minutes and then left. 

He believes SEALY, KELLY,and EDWARDS had previously 
made arrangements to meet at the Silver Moon Cafe (SMC) after 
they left the shop although he is not certain of this. He 
believes that KELLY and EDWARDS had left the shop around 
5:30 PM for some unknown reason and returned to the shop about 
6:15 PM. 


While at the shop this group consumed a fifth of 
vodka which he had gone out and purchased at a nearby store. 
The topic of conversation seemed to be HOLLINGSWORTH’S boat, 
a large cabin cruiser, which he maintains in Deston, Florida. 
He saM, that to his recollection the racial situation in the 
SelmR*|&labama, area was not discussed, and he heard no plans 
for or any other plans which would involve the 

racial question. He said all were in good spirits, had a 
good time, and no one became intoxicated with the amount of 
vodka consumed. 
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After leaving the TV shop arid talking to HOLLINGSWORTH, 
he went directly to Griffin Grocery Store on Jeff Davis Street, 
remained there a few minutes, and arrived home about 7:45 PM, 
Within 15 to 20 minutes he left his home with his wife and two 
children and proceeded to the home of a friend, FRED T, 

VAUGHANj whose address he cannot recall, and remained there 
until shortly after 8:00 pm, after which he and his family 
returned home. He did not hear about the assault on the white 
ministers until the 10:00 PM news, March 9, 1965, or the early 
morning news March 10 9 1965. 

While at work the morning of March 10, 1965, and 
before he knew anything about KELLY s being charged in the 
assault, he jokingly said to KELLY, ’'How come yon ripped that 
preacher last night". He stated he said this strictly in a 
kidding manner and there was no significance to it as he had 
no knowledge KELLY was or would fee charged in the assault and 
at that time did not even know he had been at, the SMC the 
night before. His only purpose in. making this statement was 
to make conversation, and he would just ;as likely have said 
it to someone else who might have been present at the time. 


He recalled that KELLY remarked to him that he was 
not involved in the attack. 

BAGGETT stated he does not recall discussing the 
assault on the ministers directly with KELLY, although he 
has either heard him say or someone else say KELLY, SEALY, 
and possibly BILL EDWARDS did go to the SMC after leaving 
the TV shop on March 9,1965. He has no knowledge as to how 
long they stayed there, although it is his impression they 
were in the SMC at the time the assault occurred. He does 
not know who else may have been with them, whether they stayed 
together while there, or the time they left or whether they 
left together. He said that he had never heard from KELLY or 
anyone else that KELLY left the SMC at the time the ministers 
were being at tacked„ 

BAGGETT advised he has known. KELLY for the past 
seven or eight years and knew him for the past two or three 
months as a fellow employee at LaPorte s TV Shop. He has 
never known KELLY to be violent or to have such a reputation, 
has never seen him intoxicated nor has he known him to have 
been in trouble. He considers KELLY to be a fine person and 
not prone to beeome involved in commi11ing violence. He said

he knows ELMER L. COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY HOQGLE, and MAMOM 
O’NEAL HOCsCLE only casually and has had no dealings with 
them. He stated he noted the newspaper has carried articles 
about COOK indicating he has a long police record, but he 
has no personal knowledge of COOK ? s being in trouble. He 
stated that the only other person he had heard who might 
have been *tt the SMC the night of the assault was HOUSTON 
SMITH, a roofer or carpenter, who apparently spends a great 
deal of time at the SMC. He did not know whether SMITH had 
been, involved in the assault, and he has no knowledge of any¬ 
one who may have been involved in it, including COOK, KELLY, 
and the two HOGGLE brothers. 
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Mrs. BONDTA JEAN" 1 FULLER, Numb er 77, Cap ps Traile r 
Park (Buddy trailer), was contacted at her place of residence. She was 
advised of the identity of the interviewing Agents and that she did 
not have to make a statement and any statement made by her could be

used in a court of law. 


Mrs. FULLER was advised that the Agents desired to talk 
to her regarding the assault which had occurred in the 100 block of 
Washington Street, Selma, Alabama, during the evening of March 9, 
1965. At this point, Mrs. FULLER stated that "you have probably 
heard that I was with Mr. COOK when he left the Solver Moon 
Cafe that night and I have been advised by Mr. COOK’s attorney 
not to discuss this matter with the FBI.” She Identified Mr. COOK's 
attorney as being Mr. JOSEPFI T. PILCHER, whose office is in the old 
Selma National Bank Building on Broad Street, and stated she believed 
PILCHER was COOK’s attorney on the local and not the Federal 
charge. She said she is employed as secretary to ELMER L. COO K 
at the C& C Novelty Company in Selma. The interview was 
immediately terminated at this point. 
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Mrs. BONITA JEAN FULLER, after being advised of the identity of the 
interviewing Agents, was contacted at the C and C Novelty Company, 129 Washington 
Street, and furnished the following Information; 

Mrs. FULLER advised that she still did not desire to discuss the attack 
on the white ministers on March 9, 1965, with Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Mrs. FULLER was advised the the possibility of being called before a 
grand jury as a witness and In response she stated she Intended to consult with her attorney 
and would be guided by his advise concerning further discussions In this matter. 
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Mrs. BONITA JEM FULLER, #77 Capps Trailer Park, (Buddy 
Trailer), Selma, Alabama, was recontacted at her place of 
residence. 


She advised that she did not desire to discuss the 
attack on the white ministers on March 9, 1965 , with the 
Agents of the FBI. 

She stated she had recontacted her lawyer, and 
upon his advice, she still did not desire to discuss this 
matter with the FBI. 
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LEWIS FOREMAN, 2517 Valley Creek Circle, Selma, Alabama, 
furnished the following information at the Bamboo Club, located on 
River Road, Selma: 

He advised he is Vice President cf Bamboo Club, Inc., 
and as such handles most of the book work connected with the 
opera cion. Hie furtner advised the Club does not employ a bartender. 
The waitress on duty handles service of drinks as well as waiting 
on tables. 


FOREMAN was displayed photographs of EIMER L. COOK, 

WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE, NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE and R. B. KELLY and 
he advised he is acquainted with these men through their being 
frequent customers at the Bamboo Club. FOREMAN also advised he 
has been in Selma, Alabama, for l| years and is no+ socially acquainted 
with these persons and was unable to furnish names of associates 
of COOK, KELLY and the HOGGLE brothers. 


FOREMAN stated that to the best of his knowledge he saw 
ELMER COOK at the Bamboo Club sometime during evening March 
1965 . Hie was unable to recall time COOK was at the Club or how 
long he remained. 


FOREMAN also stated there were several customers, names 
unknown, at the Club on March 9, 1 965 . He explained he recognizes 
by sight many customers but he does not know their names or 
anything about them. 


FOREMAN advised he does not know| 
name but that l 
Bamboo Club.

PAUL WOODSON* 537 Dixie Drive* furnished the following 

informations 

He advised that he and LEWIS TOREMAN were partners in .he

WOODSON sided he has bee?, hi (he Selma area for 13 years 
ariid has been acquainted wiJF STANLEY and NAMON BOGGLE* ELMER COOK, 
and R. B. KELLY for sever, cr eight years.

a social acquaintance of ELMER. COOK ord rbol he we^ on COOK s bond 
in this matter as we!! os on Jhp b^nd o f the BOGGLE brothers. 

WOODSON staled he recall? ELMER COOK and STANLEY and 
NAMON BOGGLE being n» Ye Pamhoo Cub sometime during the evening 
of March 9* 1965. WOODSON oho sirred he dees nr- know what time these 
persons were at the club, but sta-ed :hey were the-e fer approximately 30 
cr 40 minutes end had pcss : bly two dr'-ks, 

WOODSON a lit advised he did not hear any discussions regarding 
an assault on Reverend REE6 and further advised He could furnish no 
information concerning this ossau't. 

WOODSON stated he knows BEN VAR DAMAN, but does not 
r eco || if VARDAMAN was in (be Bamboo Club on March 9, 1965. He also 
advised be does nor krow l 1 but stated th ere is a customer _

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ETHEL AYCOX, 703 Old Montgomery Road, Selma, Alabama, 
furnished the following information at her place of employment, 
the Bamboo Club, River Road, Selma. She was displayed photographs 
of RIMER L. COOK, WHLIAN STANLEY HOGGLE, NAM O'NEAL HOGGLE and 
R* B. KELLY and she advised she knows all of these persons from 
their being frequent customers at the Bamboo Club. 

Aye OX further advised she has known R. B. KELLY on a casual 
basis for several years but was unable to identify any close 
associates of KELLY, COOK or the HOGGLE brothers. AYCOX explained 
her association with these persons is not of a social nature, but 
through their being customers at the Bamboo Club. 

AYCOX stated she recalls seeing STANLEY HOGGLE and 
EIMER COOK sitting at the bar of the Bamboo Club on the night of 
March 9, 1965 , but can not remember when they arrived or time they 
left. She stated there were several customers in the Club at the 
same time, hut she does not remember who was present or if any 
of these other customers were with EIMER COOK and STANLEY HOGGLE* 

AYCOX advised she knows BEN VARDAMAN and remembers him 
being at the Bamboo Club during evening of March 9, 1965* She 
stated VARDAMAN was accompanied by a woman, unknown to her, and 
they sat in the hack part of the Club and did not associate with 
HOGGLE, COOK, or other customers. 

AYCOX also advised she doe s not know|_ I by 

name and therefore, could not say if| |* aG ih the Club on 

March 9# 1965. / 

AYCOX stated she has not heard anyone talk about the assault 
on Rev. REEB and advised she first heard of the assault, the day after 
it happened. / 
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IRENE SOMERLOTT, 109 3rd Avenue, furnished the following 
information: 

She advised she has worked as a waitress in the Bamboo 
Club located on River Road, Selma, Alabama, for one month. She 
further advised that the photographs of BIMER COOK, WILLIAM STANLEY 
HOGGLE, NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE and R.B. KELLY are identical to persons 
who are frequent customers at the Bamboo Club. She stated she 
does not know these persons by name or any associates of these 
persons. 


SOMERLCCT stated she worked during the night of 
March 9, 1965 , but cannot recall if any of the subjects were 
in the club during that night. She also stated she heard 
nothing regarding the assault on Rev. REEB and was unaware of 
this assault until March 10, 19when she read about it in 
the paper. 
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IRENE SOMERLOTT, 109 Third Avenue, Selma, Alabama, 
waitress at the Bamboo Club, was re-contacted and she advised 
that R. B. KELLY has been a frequent customer at the Bamboo 
Club, SOMERLOTT advised that she has not over-heard KELLY 
mention anything in regard to the REEB assault, 

SOMERLOTT further advised that a CLARENCE SMITHERMAN, 
a barber in the Post Office Barber Shop, has also frequented 
the Bamboo Club and he was over-heard to say that he was an 
eyewitness to an assault, possibly the assault of Reverend REEB 
SOMERLOTT further over-heard that R. B. KELLY, on the night of 
the assault of Reverend REEB, was in possession of a baseball 
bat, but she cannot remember who made this statement. 
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CLARENCE SMITHERMAN, home address. Route #3, Box 94 p 
Selma, Alabama, Barber, Post Office Barber Shop, Selma, advised 
that he did not see the assault of the white minister in the 
100 block of Washington Avenue on March 9, 1965. He related 
that he does not frequent the bars on Washington Avenue, and 
that he has been in the Silver Moon Cafe and Coffe Pot Cafe 
only once in his life approximately three years ago. 

_ 

He related that on the seventh of March, 1965, he 
observed the assault of what he believes to be an FBI Agent 
during the course of racial demonstrations on the south side 
of the Edmund Pettus Bridge in Selma, Alabama. He related 
that he has previously been interviewed by FBI Agents con¬ 
cerning this matter. He could furnish no further information 
in regard to the assault of Reverend REEB. 
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Mr, EDGAR BENNETT VARDAMAN was interviewed at his place of 
business* the City Pawn Shop (CPS), 1122 Selma Avenue* Selma* Alabama, 
Hie was advised of the identities of the interviewing agents and 
SA RAYMOND L„ BECK advised him that he did not have to make a 
statement and that any statement he made could be used against him 
in a court of law. He was advised of his right to counsel prior to 
making any statement and no threats or promises were made to him. 
VARDAMAN furnished the following Information; 

VARDAMAN advised that he came to his office at the CPS 
which he owns and operates* at his usual time on March 9* 1965 , 
sometime between 8-6; 30 AM. As is normal for many of the 
businessmen located in and around the 100 block of Washington Street* 
they had coffee at the Coffee Pot Cafe (CPC)* 125 Washington Street* 
which is also owned by VARDAMAN* However* he did not desire to 

mo these businessmen as he could not definitely recall who might have 
been present on March 9* 3 . 965 . He conducted his business at the CPS 
as usual on March 9j> 1965 * and closed for nhe day at approximately 
5:^5 after which he proceeded to the Selma Motor Company* 100 
block Franklin Street* a used car lot* which is in the block adjacent 
to Washington Street. YARDAMM is part owner of the Selma Motor 
Company with NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE and DOUGLAS G. WILLIAMS. VARDAMAN 
provides finances for operation of this business* NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE 
is the mechanic* and WILLIAMS is the salesman* profits are split 
three ways among these individuals. YAKDAMAN arrived at Selma 
Motor Company at about 5°50 PM and recalls that NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE 
and WILLIAMS were there at the time. He could not remember whether 
CHARLIE (LNU) and WILLIAM (INU)* 2 Negro employees* were there. 

He remained at the Selma Motor Company 20-30 minutes talking to 
NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE and WILLIAMS about the business of the company 
after which VARDAMAN and WILLIAMS left thqre in one of the company's 
cars* a 1958 Chevrolet* "pink 3 '* in color* at about 6:20-6:30 PM. 
WILLIAMS dropped him off at the CPC and he understood WILLIAMS 
was going to dine out with his wife and Highway Patrolman DUNLOP 
who is assigned to Selma* and DUNLOP’® wife. 

About 5 minutes after VARDAMAN's arrival at CPC, NAMGN 
O'NEAL HOGGLE came into the cafe. He was driving a car from the 
Selma Motor Company lot but VARDAMAN could not recall the make or 
color of this car. NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE and he drank coffee there 
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and about 10 minutes after they had arrived* 1st* DANIEL KNIGHT of the 
local Police Department came in and sat with them. While KNIGHT was 
there * their conversation was of a general, nature. KNIGHT left after 
about 15-20 minutes and then VARDAMAN moved to another table and talked 
to a regular customer whose name he is unable to recall. Mrs. FRANCES 
BOWDEN* manager of the CPC* was also sitting at that table and 
after a few minutes the customer left the establishment at about 
6:55 PM. VARDAMAN advised that at about 7 PM or possibly slightly 
thereafter* he left the CPC with Mrs. BOWDEN and as he was at the 
door* leaving the restaurant* he was met there by a regular customer 
whose name he does not know but who is a night watchman somewhere in 
town who was coming into the cafe at the same time. While standing at 
the door he talked to this Individual briefly about a fight which had 
occurred across the street. 

He recalls this customer had pointed diagonally across 
the street* in the direction of the Silver Moon Cafe when he mentioned 
this fight. VARDAMAN told this customer he did not know of any fight 
and he recalls the customer was unable to tell him the identities of 
those who were involved in the fight. As he looked back into the 
cafe* he recalls seeing NAMON O’NEAL HOGGLE standing near the back 
of the restaurant as if he had just come from the washroom. 

VARDAMAN and Mrs. BOWDEN' left the CPC and proceeded to the 
Bamboo Club* River Road* on outskirts of Selma* Alabama* where they 
had dinner and remained there from shortly after 7 PM until about 
9 PM. While at the Bamboo Club* he remembers observing WILLIAM STANLEY 
HOGGLE at the bar* however, is unable to recall any of the individuals 
who were with him at the bar. VARDAMAN advised he did not speak with 
WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE or have any contact with him while at the 
Bamboo Club and saw no other personal aeqmintances there. He believes 
WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE was still at the Bamboo Club when he and 
Mrs. BOWDEN left there at about 9 PM* and returned to the CPC. 

When they arrived at the CPC* he noticed 2 or 3 City and two County 
Patrol cars in the 100 block of Washington Street in the area of the 
Silver Moon Cafe. He talked to one of the City Patrolmen whose 
identity he does not recall as to the reason for them being there* 
and was asked by this Patrolman if he had seen any fight on this 
street earlier that evening. He advised the Patrolman he had not 
observed any trouble in the immediate area and could not furnish 
any information to the Patrolman concerning this matter. They 
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stayed at the CPC for approximately 15-20 minutes and left there 
and went to Mrs. BOWDEN’s apartment , 800 block Pet-tus Street , Selma, 
where he remained until about 11 PM and thereafter returned to his 
home,. VAKDAMAN further advised that in addition to Mrs. BOWDEN 
■who manages the CPC, he has two night operators, Mrs. CORA SMITH 
and Mrs* LUflllE WARREN both of whom live somewhere in Selma. 

VAKDAMAN .recalls seeing EIMER L. COOK during the day on 
March $ 3 1965 , at least once and possibly one other time and could 
possibly have had coffee with him the morning of March 9* 19^5 , at 
the CPC. He was unable to state when he last saw COOK on that date, 
but since COOK operates the C & C Novelty Company, 127 Washington 
Street, which COOK owns along with ERNEST CASEY whom he believes is 
COOK's partner, he knew he had occasion to see him during the day. 

He said CASEY is in his 60"s and has had a stroke in the past year. 

COOK also is in the used car business and operates the 0 & C Motor 

Company, Water Avenue, Selma, Alabama, and WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE 
is a salesman there and one or two Negro employees also work there 
along with a white mechanic whose identity is unknown to him. He 
also advised that an individual he knows as CATHELL (phonetic), 
and who they call !t B„ F.” may be part owner in the C & C Motor 

Company with COOK. VAKDAMAN advised that COOK is a close associate 

of his, however, he knows him mainly as a fellow businessman due to 
the fact that he owns and operates the C & C Novelty Company, which is 
in the vicinity of the CPC and both have interests in used car lots. 

He has known COOK for about 4 years. He advised he has known that 
COOK has a police record for assault and battery charges, but to 
his knowledge all of these charges were placed against him because 
of his assaulting Negroes rather than white individuals. He has 
never known. COOK to use any brass knuckles when COOK has been in 
any fights. 

VARDAMAN stated that he did not participate in any attack 
on white ministers which took place in the vicinity of the Silver 
Moon Cafe which is located in the 100 block of Washington Street, 
Selma, on March 9, 19^5, nor did he see any such attack. He advised 
that all he knows about the incident is what he has read in the 
newspapers. 

The following description of VARDAMAN was obtained through 
observation and interview:

VAKBAMAN came to Selma, Alabama e in December, 1945 g after 
his discharge from the United States Air Force. He went .into business 
with his father who was residing in Selma and they operated the 
Vardanian Sand Company in Selma, and Burnsville * Alabama, which is 
located about 8 miles north of Selma. He remained in. this business 
from about 1946 until 1958 or 1959 at which time the business was 
sold and he subsequently bought out the Dixie Finance Company which 
is located in the building where the CPS is now located. He kept 
this finance company until December 8, i960, at which time he sold 
out and opened the CPS and has been operating this business since 
March 1961. On July 2, 1964, he bought the CPC and the Selma Motor 
Company was formed in June 1964, and he is still involved in these 
two businesses. 

VAKDAMAN's wife is employed by the Department of Pensions 
and Security, State of Alabama, which is located in the 1000 block 
of Selma Avenue, Selma, Alabama.

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Mrs. FRANCES E a BOWDEN, 813 Bstte Street, Selma, Alabama, 
was Interviewed at the Coffee Pot Cafe (CPC), 125 Washington Street, 
Selma, of whieh she is the manager, and famished the following 
informations 

BOWDEN advised that on March. 9? 1965 , she was on duty 
at the CPC from 4 M to 2 B5 and after work stayed around the 
100 "block of Washington Street talking to various businessmen, 
spending most of her time until 5 PM with ME? VAEDAMAN who owns 
the CFO and the City Pawn Shop nearby,. She went to her home and 
was there "between about 5 and 6 PM after which she returned to 
the CPC and remained there for about one hear* While there she 
had coffee with KAMO® 0 5 MEAL H03GXE and YAHDAMAN, and although 
there were several other easterners in the Cafe at the time, she 
could not recall them by nsms a CORA SMITH, night cook, and IXJTITIC 
(sic) WARREN, waitress, relieved her at 2 Wi and worked the remainder 
of that day* The CPC closes at midnight* 


BOWDEN advised that she and YARDMAN left the CPC around 
7 PM or slightly thereafter* HOGGIN was talking on the telephone 
at the rear of the CPC when they left but she could not recall 
whether it was the result of an Incoming or an outgoing call* 

■She believed he also talked on the telephone mee or twice during the 
period 6 to 7 H but again could not say whether this was due to 
him placing or receiving calls* She was unable to remember anything 
specific about the conversation while having coffee at the CPC with 
HOGGIE and VARDAMAN. 


BOWDEN and VAEDAMM proceeded to the Bamboo Club on 
the outskirts of Selma together from the CPC in his car, a I. 96 I 
Oldsmobile 4-door, white with blue top, and left her car, a white 
1961 Oldsmobile convertible, parked near the CPC* They had 
dinner at the Bamboo Club, and stayed there until about $ PM 
after whieh they returned directly to the CPC for 15 or £0 minutes 
to have a cup of coffee and arrived there a few minutes after 9 PM. 

"While at Bamboo Club, the only persons she recalls 
seeing, who she knew, were Mrs * ETHEL (IJJD), cashier, PAUL WOODSON, 
and "L0U“ (LNU), the latter two of whom are ec-owners of the Club. 
She and VARDAMAK spent all. of the time while at the Bamboo Club 
in the dining room which is located in the rear of the Club 
and they did not go to the bar during this time* Mo one else _ 
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came into the dining roc®, for dlnasr to her knowledge during the time 
they were there* She did not see NAMDN 0 “STEAL HOGOI33 at the bar as 
they left., although several, people were at the bar at that tine and 
she did not see him daring the remainder of the evening* 

She left CPC at the sasns time as VM9DAM43J and drove her ear 
to another section of town where she parked it and got in VAKDAMAN's 
ear who had followed her to that point* After this they drove to 
a lonely section of town and parted* remaining there for approximately 
2 hours* They thereafter setnmed to her oar and she entered and 
VARDAMAN followed her home is his ear as he usually does after 
they have had a date* They arrived at her apartment about 11 PM 
but he did not corns in as her mother and brother reside with her* 

She stated she is acquainted with EIMEB L* COOK* R c B 0 
KELLY and KAMCR CAUSAL BOG^lE's brother WILLIAM STANLEY BOGGLES* 

She did not see these three individuals at the OBD or Bamboo 
Club on the evening of March 9* 19^5* She said all of these 
individuals are customers of the CPC and with the exception of 
KEHILY* tine remainder have coffee at the CH3 nearly every morning* 
wgT.rar only occasionally cornea to the CK5* She has known COOK 
for about two years* WILLIAM STANLEY 30GGLE 3-4 years* NAM 
O'NEAL BOGGLE 1-2 years* and KELLY most of her life* She was 
brought up in the same neighborhood with FELIX* in East Selma* 
and went to grammar school with HELOT ®s sister* JEMSHOT KELLY 
who later married but whose married name she does not know* 


BOWDEN advised that her maiden name was KXNAKD and that she 
quit school in 1953 to marry RAYMOND G„ BCWBEN from whom she is hot 
divorced* She stated she had four children by that marriage and these 
children are between ages of 6 and 11* She said her former husband 
gained custody of the children when they were divorced* however* 
subsequently put them into the care of the welfare authorities* 

She stated she has since gained custody of the children who are 
now in foster homes but will be returned to her at end of the

L 0 COOK but had 
seen none of them other than KELLY that night* THACKER 
advised he had not heard anything that night concerning an 
assault on three white ministers* 
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March 24, 1965 


Mr, ERNEST L. CASEY, RFD, Min ter, Alabama, 
was interviewed at his residence after being advised 
of the identify of the agents, and he furnished the 
following information: 

He advised he is in partnership with ELMER L. 

COOK, in the C&C Novelty Company, 129 Washington Street, 

Selma, Alabama He entered this partnership about 
1958-1959 and, although active In the business until 
January, 1963, he has been unable to take an active 
interest since that time due to a stroke he suffered which 
has paralyzed most of his left side. The business is operated 
by Mrs, BONITA JEAN FULLER without any other assistance. 

At the time the partnership was formed, he 
invested $4300 as did COOK: however, it is his under¬ 
standing that. Mrs MARY LEE COOK, his wife, actually 
provided the money for COOK Vs interest in the business. 

He knew COOK for only a short time before entering business 
with him and he recalled COOK had previously been in the 
loan business in Selma and also had other business interests. 
He particularly remembers COOK was apparently in the welding 
business when a 3 , p. WRIGHT, who COOK accused of not sharing 
collections whi^h WRIGHT had made in connection with their 
business accounts ard, in fart., COOK and WRIGHT became 
involved in a fight in theC C Novelty Company office. It 
was his recollection that COOK grabbed WRIGHT around the 
neck and punched him several times with his fists. He said 
that COOK is "high strung, hot headed," and wouldn't take 
anything from anyone and fights with very little provocation. 
He easily flies off the handle and will fight on the spur 
of the moment, CASEY believes COOK was a boxer as a young 
man and that he served in the United States Navy and may 
have boxed while in the Navy. 

Among COOK's other business interests is a used 
car lot in Selma known as the CNC Motor Company and he 
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believes COOK has been In that business since about the 
time of CASEY’s stroke in 1963 and one of the HOGGLE 
brothers is in partnership with COOK in that business 
but he is not certain which of the brothers it is* 

COOK is married, has two sons and a 
daughter and to the best of his knowledge COOK's wife 
is a bookkeeper or clerk at Craig Air Force Base and 
she may be from Texas, He believes COOK owns or is 
buying the home in which he lives* CASEY stated that 
cook has one brother, "SUNNY" COOK, who has a furniture 
business in Selma and one sister and his mother who may 
be living in Texas* His father is deceased. 

He said that Mrs, BONITA JEAN FULLER has 
been married twice, her first husband’s name was FULLER 
and she has retained that name, although she later married 
an electrician whose name he does not recall but he believes 
she was this man's second wife. Mrs. FULLER has a daughter 
of about grammar school aqe and he believes this daughter 
is by the second husband. The whereabouts of these men 
are unknown to him, 

CASEY stated he has known the HOGGLE brothers, 
WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE and NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE, and R. B. 
KELLY only on sight and has had no business dealinq with 
them. One other businessman In town with whom he was 
associated is BEN VARDAMAN, present owner of the city 
pawn shop. He and VARDAMAN previously owned this shop 
together for about one and one-half years until about 
three months ago when he sold out to VARDAMAN. 

He considers VARDAMAN a fine person and an 
honest businessman. However, with regard to COOK, he has 
begun to doubt his honesty due to developments in 
connection with their partnership and mainly because 
he has received no money out of this partnership and has 
no prospects of receiving it, He stated that he and 
KELLY first went into their partnership by means of a 
verbal agreement and he continues to be unable to 
determine the status of the business from COOK of JOSEPH 
PILCHER, lawyer for C & C Novelty Company, who is also 
CASEY’s lawyer. He sees COOK very seldom and has not 
had contact with him since COOK was charqed in connection 
with the assault on the white ministers. 
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Due to his physical impairment he has not been 
in Selma regularly these past several months and was not: 
there on March 9, 1965. He has heard little if any 
discussion concerning the assault on the ministers 
March 9, 1965, and knows of no one, including COOK, 
the HOGGLE brothers and R, B t KELLY, who may have 
been involved; He recalled that when the matter of 
COOK'S being charged in the assault came up between 
CASEY and Mrs* FULLER, she told him COOK had not assaulted 
the minister and was not worried about the outcome of the 
charges against him, He said that if Mrs, FULLER knew 
anything concerning who committed the assault, she would 
not divulge it to him and doubts she will provide any 
information she may have to authorities; 
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Mr. M. T. LIPHAM, 3000 North Broad Street, was Interviewed 
at his place of Business , the Corral Restaurant, Highway Bo East, Selma, 
Alabama, and famished the following information: 

He advised he is the owner of the Carrol Restaurant 
and has resided in this area for approximately 20 years. 

On March 9* 19^5> he was at his place of business 
from. 4- PM that afternoon until shortly after midnight. About 
10 PM the evening of March 9i> 19^5 $ WILLIAM fJTANLEY HOGGIN 
came into his place of business by himself and sat at the bar. 

Mr. LIPHAM stated he was working behind the bar that night and 
talked to HOGGLE but he did not have any discussion with him 
about a fight that occurred in the 100 block of Washington 
Street on the evening of March 9 > 1965* He stated that HOCGLE 
stayed at his place of business until midnight at which time 
HOGGXE left by himself and he did not see him the remainder of 
the evening. 

Mr. LIPHAM advised the first time he heard anything 
about the assault on the white ministers was a little after 
midnight when JOHN CROSS, a customer, came into his place of 
business and advised him of the attack which occurred that 

evening. 


He advised that he has known EXMER L. COOK for 15 years; 
WILLIAM STANLEY HGGGLE for 10 years; NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE for 
10 years; and R. B. KELLY for 15 years. He stated that these 
individuals patronize his place of business approximately once 
a month and when in his place of business they have caused 
no trouble whatsoever, 

Mr. LIPHAM could not furnish any information concerning 
the attack on the white ministers which occurred in the 100 block 
of Washington Street on March 9 , 1965 * 
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Mr, WILLIAM L® PIPER, Route 2 , Box 16, 

Selma, Alabama, was interviewed at the Ted Gentry Chevrolet 
Company, 12.1 Lauderdale, where he is a new car salesman, 
and he furnished the following information: 

PIPER stated he is a native of Selma, Alabama, 
and has spent all of his life here except the time he was 
in the United States Army in 1943 and 1944, He stated he 
is a casual acquaintance of all four subjects in this 
matter and has had business dealings with all of them 
except ELMEF L, COOK, whom he has Known for about the past 
two years, 


He has known R. B* KELLY about three years and 
the KOGGLE brothers, WILLIAM STANLEY and NAMON O'NEAL HOGGLE, 
for about eight or nine years. During the time WILLIAM 
STANLEY HOGGLE was a mechanic at the Cloverleaf Creamery 
in Selma, he, PIPER, was parts manager at the Ted Gentry 
Chevrolet Company and had numerous contacts with him for 
that reason; and, consequently, he became rather well 
acquainted with WILLIAM STANLEY HOGGLE. Although NAMON 
O'NEAL HOGGLE was also a mechanic at Cloverleat Creamery 
for several vears, he did not have such occasion to have 
frequent contacts with him, and knows him only casually. 

He stated he was promoted to the pales force 
at Ted Gentry Chevrolet in I960 and since the HOGGLE brothers 
and COOK have in recent years been involved m tne automobile 
sales business, his contacts with these individuals have 
become less frequent becaxise he now thinks of them in terms 
of being his competitors. 

PIPER stated he left work as usual March 9, 

1965, at approximately 5:30 P,M., went directly home, and 
remained there all evening with his wife and four children. 

He did not see any of the subjects that evening. He first 
learned of the assault on the white ministers the next 
day at work, A day or two after the assault, after he had 
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heard of the white minister 1 s death, he immediately went 
to City Hall to determine if he could be of any assistance 
to any of the subjects in making bond, particularly 
WILLIAM S. HOGGLE, since he knew him best. He would have 
helped solicit funds to meet the bond for any or all of 
the subjects, but found that this assistance was not 
needed * 


PIPER stated he has seen only one of the 
subjects since the assault and that was when NAMON 
O‘NEAL HOGGLE came to the used car lot of Ted Gentry 
Chevrolet Company, which is adjacent to the new car 
sales room, on business; but he did not discuss the 
assault: with him. 

PIPER stated he has no personal knowledge 
of who may have committed the assault on the white ministers 
and knows of no one who was involved. He said that 
discussion of the matter is apparently being avoided as he 
seldom hears the assault mentioned in conversation. He 
said he personally is not sympathetic with anyone who 
would break the law and if he should learn who committed 
the assault, he would advise the FBI. 
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RICHARD U. HAUSKHECHT, MD, 5TOO Arlington Avenue, 
Riverdale, New York, practicing at 1176 Fifth Avenue, New 
York, New York, interviewed at the New York Office of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, furnished the following 
informatlon: 

He received his pre-medical education at Carlton 
College, Northfield, Minnesota, and was graduated from Tufts 
Medical College, Boston, Massachusetts with an MB degree in 
1955. Ke interned at New England Medical Center, Boston, 
Massachusetts and served a four year residency at Yale 
University Medical Center, New Haven, Connecticut. He held 
the rank of Captain in the United States Army Medical Corps 
during the period i960 - 1962 when he resigned his commission. 

He was licensed to practice medicine in the State 
of Connecticut in 1957 and in the State of New York in 1962. 

He serves as an instructor in the Department of^ 
Obstetrics and Gynecology at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Columbia University, New York, New York; he is 
serving as Acting Director of the Department of Obstetrics 
and Gynecology, Elmhurst City Hospital, Elmhurst, Long Island; 
and is Assistant Attending physician at Mount Sinai Hospital, 
New York, New York. 

He is a member of the Medical Committee for Human 
Rights (MCHR), 211 West 56th Street, New York, New York, and 
currently serves on the executive committee of this organiza¬ 
tion. 


About two weeks ago, together with Dr. AARON NELLS, 
Chairman of MCHR, he visited with Dr. MARTIN . LUTHER KING in 
Atlanta, Georgia, and at that time they inquired if assistance 
from the MCHR was necessary at Selina, Alabama. At that time 
Dr. KING stated he did not believe aid was necessary. 

on Friday, March 5, 1965, calls were received from 
SNCC and a member of Dr. KING'S staff advising of the march 
to Montgomery scheduled for Sunday, March 7 > 1565, requesting* 
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assistance. On Saturday, March 6, 1965* he rounded up first 
aid material which was dispatched to Selma. 

After the incident of March 7, 1965* he received 
a call from Dr. LESTER MADDOX, a physician of Selma, Alabama, 
inquiring the treatment of persons who had been exposed to 
tear gas. He contacted the surgeon of the New York City 
Police Department, obtained the necessary information, and 
furnished this by telephone to Dr, MADDOX at Selma. 

On Monday, March 8, 1965* a request was made by 
the MOHR for additional assistance and he among others left 
on that date for Selma. 

The purpose of the doctors being in Selma was to 

provide: 

1 . sympathetic medical presence 

2 . to expedite the transfer of injured persons to 
local physicians and hospitals 

3 . to administer emergency first aid. 

There was no intent on the part of any MCHR member 
to practice medicine and he personally did not take with him 
any of his surgical equipment. 

Cn arrival in Selma on Monday evening he did see 
some persons who had been exposed to tear gas on the previous 
day with Dr, MADDOX but- acted in a consultive capacity only, 
using the information he had obtained from the New York City 
Police Department, 
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On that night and on the following day preparations 
were made by the MCHR members for any further problems which 
might arise in the event of another conflict with the authorities. 
An infirmary was set up at the First Baptist Church from which 
Dr. MADDOX would direct the first aid and medical assistance 
operation and the other doctors were assigned to other duties 
close to points where injuries might be anticipated. 

On Tuesday, March % 1905* there was no call for 
the services of any MCHR members. 

About noon on Uednesday, March 10, 1965, he and 
Dr. IU J. GEIGER were placing ambulances at points close to 
the police lines where a march was scheduled to start. As 
he placed his ambulance In position he was called by a uniformed 
State Trooper to a marked car of the Alabama Highway Patrol. 

As he was called and anticipating some problem he called to Dr . 
GEIGER who was nearby to join him. 

They were told by the trooper to get into the car 
and found it to be occupied by three uniformed troopers and a 
man in civilian clothes. 

There was no notice that they were being placed 
under arrest and he asked no question because he felt it was 
better to wait and see the purpose of the contact. He sur¬ 
mised they were probably being asked to go to some point fcc 
identify some person. 

After a short discussion they were driven to the 
Dallas County Sheriff's Office in the Court House, where they 
were taken into an office and questioned by the man who had 
been in civilian clothes in the highway patrol car. 

This man, -yho later identified himself as DOUGLAS 0. 

BENTON, Secretary or Executive Secretary of the Alabama 
State Board of Licenture, asked for Identification of Dr. GEIGER 
and Dr. HAUSKNECKT and inquired of them as to their reason for 
being in Selma. 
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Each displayed identification and he explained to 
BENTON the reasons for all MCHR members being in Selma as 
above, 

BENTON summarized the Alabama State law and stated 
they would violate the law if they advised, diagnosed or treated 
any person as physicians. 

He told BENTON they did not wish to violate the law 
but that any physician has the right and obligation to give 
emergency assistance to any injured person. 

BENTON stated this is true but only if a medical 
disaster has been declared by the Governor and that in any 
case there were plenty of physicians in nearby states who 
hold licenses to practice in the State of Alabama, 

It was at this point he asked Mr. BENTON who he 
was and his position, assuming to this point that BENTON was 
a law enforcement officer. 

He told BENTON that he did not believe it was 
necessary that there be a disaster before treating a person 
and gave an example of an automobile accident which he might 
happen upon on the highway. 

BENTON repeated that if he or any of the others 
touch, pick, assist in any way giving first aid or any 
treatment, no matter what the emergency, they would be subject 
to arrest. He also stated that there was a sufficient number 
of Alabama physicians to take care of any emergency. 

BENTON stated the Alabama Medical Society was "up 
over the presence of the MCHR in the State. 
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He advised there Is no MCHR chapter In Alabama 
and there had been no contact by the MCHR with the Alabama 
Medical Society before or after coming to Selma, 

He told BENTON that the presence of the MCHR 
in no way implied that Alabama physicians or hospitals are 
inferior or that they would refuse treatment to injured 
persons. He told BENTON that the committee was aware that 
the Good Samaritan Hospital, Selma, had provided excellent 
care on March 1985* He also pointed out again ohat che 
physicians, nurses and ambulances, provided by a Selma 
citizen, had transported persons to local physicians and 
hospitals and were under supervision of local physicians. 

Dr. LESTER MADDOX and Dr. DINKENS. 

BENTON repeated that he would have to order their 
arrest if they assisted any person in any way. 

He asked BENTON if this meant that he would have stopped 
them from arresting the bleeding of Reverend JAMES REEB 
whose skull had been fractured in an assault on tne previous 
night. 


BENTON stated that if they had been there and 
attempted to assist in any way he would have arrested ohem 
immediately. 

He told BENTON that if he were in the presence of 
anyone who was injured or required emergency care he would 
obey his conscience and his obligation as a physician, regardless 
of a threat of arrest. 

I 

BENTON again asked if they had practiced medicine 
while in the State and he told him he had not. 

At this point a man in civilian clothes asked if 
he and Dr. GEIGER would agree to have their picture taken and 
BENTON stated that he was not ordering this done but requesting 
it. He asked BENTON the purpose of the photograph, to which

BENTON replied that they were for identification purposes,, 

Full face and profile photographs were taken by this other 
man who was not identified to them. 

At no time during the course of this contact did 
he ask BENTON if he were under arrest and no such statement 
was made* He did not believe that he was under arrest and this 
idea only came to him after his return to New York City when 
he discussed the incident with his father, HARRY HAUSKNECHT, 
a practicing attorney, who suggested he and Dr 0 GEIGER had 
been the subjects of a false arrest. 

At no time was he or Dr. GEIGER physically assaulted, 
at no time was anyone discourteous, and as a matter of fact, 
all of the persons were most careful in their conduct toward 

them. 


On the evening of March 9, 19^5> he and Dr. GEIGER, 
together with about five nurses of MCHR, had dinner at Walker's 
Cafe about 45 minutes before the assault on Reverend REEB.. 

They had come from the cafe and entered a Ford panel 
truck used as a medical van by the committee which was parked 
in front of the cafe* Just after entering the van one of the 
nurses called his attention to a man approaching the van with 
his fist raised and shouting obscenities. They immediately 
locked the doors and windows of the van and this person, with 
two companions, beat on the side of the van 'with their fists 
and rocked the van as if to turn it over. 

Sensing that there would be trouble, he told Dr. 
GEIGER, who was driving to leave the site immediately. 


He has the impression that these men were probably 
a part of the group which attacked Reverend REEVE and believes 
he could identify at least one. 
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He described this man as follows;

On Wednesday* March 10* 19^5 j about 3:00 P.M.* some 
75 to 100 young people moved around the police lines which were 
containing the demonstrators and some received superficial injuries 
when the police finally came in contact with them and returned 
them behind the lines. He assisted Dr. DINKENS in examining 
some of these youngsters but does not consider that he practiced 
medicine in so doing. 

At no time did he take part in any of the demonstrations 
at Selma as he has never done this* believing he can provide a 
greater service through the MOHR. 

He departed from Selma on March 11* 1965/ because 
the immediate need for his presence was over with sufficient 
facilities available to handle any situation. In addition* his 
practice at New York City demanded his return. 
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The persons In his company and that of Dr. GEIGER 
on the evening of March 9* 1965* at Walker's Cafe were Mrs. 
VIRGINIA WELLS, BRENDA PRICE, and LINDA DUGAN, together with 
a couple of more nurses, names not known to him.

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RICHARD U. HAUSKNECHT, M.D., 5700 Arlington Avenue, 
Riverdale, New York, practicing at 1175 Fifth Avenue, New York, 
furnished the following information: 


During the period March 8 - 11, 1985* he was at 
Selma, Alabama, as a member of the Medical Committee for Human 
Rights (MCHR) providing medical assistance to demonstrators 
led by Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING. 

On the evening of March 9, 1985* he was in the 
company of Dr. H. J. GEIGER, Mrs. VIRGINIA WELLS, Miss BRENDA 
PRICE, Miss LINDA DUGAN, and two other nurses, all members of 
the IiCHR delegation at Selma. The group went to dinner at 
Walker's Cafe at approximately o:30 P.M, or 7-00 P.M., the exact 
time he cannot recall. It was, however, just turning dark at 
the time. The cafe was crowded and a large number of white 
clergymen who had come to participate in the demonstration were 
at the cafe to eat. 

The MCHR medical van in which the group had come to 
the cafe was parked about halfway to the corner from the cafe 
or about a distance of fort,/ feet to the right of the cafe 
door as one left. 

The group was in the cafe for well over an hour 
because of slow service and departed together uaIking to the 
van. 


Dr. GEIGER entered on the driver's side, the other 
nurses entered to sit in the rear and Miss LINDA DUGAN sat 
in the middle in the front seat. 

He entered last, to take the seat on the passenger 
side in the front and as lie v;as doing so Mrs. WELLS called 
out to him to hurry. Without knowing the reason he quickly 
got into the van and as he seated himself observed a white 
male on the sidewalk in front of the van approaching it. He 
could see the man clearly in the headlights. 


On 
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As the man came to the pas senior side of the van 
he staggered as if he had been drinking and was waving his 
fist at the van and shouting obscenities. He came to the 
side of the vehicle and beat on the side and windows which 
had been closed and locked by the occupants* 

This man was jointed by a second white male who 
came from the direction of a cafe located on the corner and 
he could see one or two others standing in the shadows 

in front of the cafe. 

The two men continued to pound with their fists 
on the side of the vehicle as they shouted and they rocked 
the van as if attempting to turn it over. 

Dr. GEIGER, within a matter of seconds, put the 
van in gear, backed out of the parking space,and they drove 
off. 

The first man was a white male in his early 40s; 

6*1" - in height; 220 pounds; heavy build with a notifiable 

paunch, brownish hair, observable under a blue baseball cap, 
and was wearing khaki trousers and a khaki shirt with a GI 
issue v.'ebb belt. He was wearing a blue windbreaker of a 
light water repellent material which was open in the front. 

The second man was a white male in his early 30s; 

5'10"; 150 - 155 pounds; who wore his hair close-cut, though 
not in a crewcut, and was wearing a khaki shirt and khaki 
trousers. He wore no hat or jacket. 

Neither of the men had any scars or marks or 
particularly distinguishing physical feature. 

The group drove to the Torch Motel where they were 
staying but it took them between 20 minutes and a haIf-hour 
to make the trip because they became lost en route. Mrs, WELLS, 
immediately after entering her room, knocked on the wall and 
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called him and Dr. GEIGER to her room to listen to a television 
news flash of the assault on the Reverend JAKES REEB. 

The group immediately thought of the possibility 
that the white men who had accosted their group had been 
responsible for the assault on Reverend REEB because he had 
been leaving Walker's Cafe at the time of the assault and 
the time lapse he estimates was £5 to 35 minutes when they 
got notice. 


They immediately went to Brown's Memorial Church 
and reported the incident in which they were involved to the 
authorities because of its possible use in the REEB case. 

Reverend REEB was not known to him or to any others 
in his group to his knowledge and he had not known that Mr. 
REEB was in Walker's Cafe at the time they were there.

He was unable to Identify any of the Individuals 
appearing in these photographs as being either of the two men 
who accosted the MCHR group outside Walker's Cafe, 
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He selected the photograph of ROBERT ALLEN PAGE 
above as giving the general impression of the facial features 
of the man who first approached the car. 

He stated the photograph of ELMER COOK is that of a 
person who looks familiar to him and with whom he associates 
some activity at Selma* but could not relate him to this 
incident. 


He noted the photograph of WILLIAM HQGGLE was that 
of a man about the age and general build of the first man 
who approached the van, but he has no recollection of ever 
having seen this person before. 

He stated he might be able to identify at least 
the first man who approached the van if he were to see him 
in person. 
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Doctor K3RHAN JACK GEIGER was later viewed end 
furnished tho following signed statement:

They 
were yelling something which I could net nake 
ent. I quickly called to Dr. HATJ3KHBCHT te 
roll up his window and look the doer. I 
started to back the Tan away from the curb. 

The first man of the group, which X will 
refer to as #1 man, was a white male, about 
6 feet 2 Inches tall, weighing 210 pounds, in 
his early 40s. He wore a blue baseball cap 
and a blue, aippar-typa wlndbreaker which was 
epan, as well as a khaki shirt and khaki 
pants. X also noticed that his bolt-buckle 
was a large, military-type brass buekle. His 
fact waa flushed and he swayed as he walked 
and so I assumed he had baen drinking. 

"The second nan, whom I will rafar to 
as #2 man was a white male, 5 foot 9 inches 
tall, with alandor build, weighing about 150 
pounds, Ha had riiert, curly blonde hair. Ha 
else was dressed in khaki shirt and pants. 

"I did not see the third roan wall enough 
to obtain any description of hlra. 

"As I started to back the van into the 
street, the #1 man came around the front of the 
Tran and grabbed at the doer at Dr. HAU3KHBCHT* s 
• Ido. Aa this doer was lacked, he then moved 
back toward the rear ef the van and tried to 
open the rear side dear but could not epon it. 

I could hear the man yelling "(tad damn nigger 
lovers” or words te that effect. The #1 man 
started beating with his fist on the metal 
aide of the truck and on the glass of the 
rear side door. The #2 nan had something In 
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hla Hand, Which ha used to boat on tfao right 
front fender as well as on Dr. HAD8KNECHT* * 
door. This man also took a swing at the 
windshield but missed. 

“I then drove off leaving tho three 
men behind. 

"At about 9 PM on the same day, I 
was at Brown's Chapel Churchy and I heard that 
tha Reverend Mr. RKBB had been seriously hurt 
and was being taken in an ambulance to 
Birmingham with skull injuries. I heard that 
the assault on him had taken ^sce after supper 
in front of Walker's Cafe. As a result I 
put two and two together and surmised that the 
same group which had beaten on the van had 
possibly been the greup which had later aaaeulted 
Dr. RB3B. I did net aee anyone assault Dr, RUSS, 
in fact, I do not recall aeaing Dr. RKBB at 
any time during March 9» 1965* 

"Dr. HAU3BI1BCHT and I left the church 
end found WILSOH SAJCBR, the safety dlreoter of 
Selma and reported the ram pounding Incident 
to him. He listened to us but made no notes. 

I would place this at about 10 FM on March 9. 
Immediately thereafter , we were contacted by 
FBI Agents, 

"Special Agents MC CABS and HODOKS 3 
have shown me a aeries of photographs anong 
which wore photographs of WILLIAM 3TABLKT HOQOLB, 
HAMOH O'HBAL HOCOLB, BLMBR L. COGS and R. B. 
KELLHTT. 


"When I examined these photographs, I 
saw no names and made my idsntif Icatlen without 

benefit of names. 

"I can positively state that tho photo¬ 
graph of BLMBR L. COOK is a photograph of tho 
man herein referred to as the #1 man. 
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"I can Identify the nhotograph of 

R. B, KSLLKY as a photograph of the nan herein 
referred to as the §2 wan, although T aw not 
a* positive in my Identification of hi® as I 
am ii 'iy ldentif Icatlon of OOOh.

Miss MARION PHYLLIS CUNNINGHAM was contacted at 
the First Aid Station located in the First Baptist Church, 
Sylvan Street P at which time she advised she was horn 
February 25, 1939, at Winona, Minnesota, and her permanent 
address is 635 West Broadway, Winona, Minnesota. She 
stated that she is employed as a nurse for the Council of 
Federated Organizations and Medical Committee for Human 
Rights and is assigned to the Selma, Alabama area working 
with the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Committee (SNCC). 

She was advised that an investigation was being 
conducted regarding the assault of the three ministers on 
the evening of March 9, 1965, one of whom, Rev. REEB, died 
as a result of the assault. She indicated that she knew 
nothing of that assault or the ministers who were assaulted 
but furnished the following signed statement regarding 
an incident in which she was involved in the same evening: 

"March 22, 1965 
Selma, Alabama. 

"1, Marion Phyllis Cunningham, make this 
voluntary statement to Richard A, Hardock and 
Richard Bucaro who have identified themselves to 
me as Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Agent Bucaro has advised me that 
I do not have to make this statement and that it 
can be used in a court of law, 

"I was born 2-25-39 at Winona, Minn, 
and am employed by Medical Committee for Human 
Rights as a nurse and the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee. I arrived at Selma, 

Ala., on March 8, 1965 and worked at the first 
aid station located at the First Baptist Church 
on Sylvan Street in furnishing service to those 
involved at the meetings at Selma for civil 
rights. 

"On March 9, 1965 at approximately 5:30 PM, 
myself, Dr. H. Jack Geiger, Dr, Dick Hausknect,

SAs RICHARD BUCARO and 
, RICHARD A. HARDOCK/kzh 
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(a medical student), Brenda Price and Linda 
Dugan departed the First Baptist Church for the 
purpose of going to Walker's Cafe on Washington 
St. Nadine Battle did not go with us, hut another 
doctor named Geiger was along. We went in a 1964 
Ford Econoline, bright green in color, which is 
used as a health van, owned by National Council 
of Churches. We parked midway between Walker's 
Cafe and Liston-Clay Cafe on the same side of the 
street, & some of us walked to Walker's Cafe and 
saw it was too crowded to eat, so we all went 
into Liston-Clay Cafe and had dinner. I noticed 
no people attempting to molest us. 

"Approximately between 7s10 & 7:30 PM we all 
departed Liston-Clay Cafe and someone went to 
Walker's Cafe to look for Nadine Battle, but she 
was not there. Before returning to the van, I stopped 
to talk to Wilson Brown, a SNCC co-worker of 
mine, for a few moments. Dr. H. Jack Geiger drove 
the van & we all entered the van. After I 
entered the van I saw 3 white men through the right 
front window of the van who were approaching the 
van. I said for the others to hurry and lock the 
doors and I reached over and locked the rear 
side doors. H. Jack Geiger was slowly pulling out, 
backing, when the 3 men came close to the van and 2 
of the men beat with their fists on the right 
windshield and right side passenger glass port 
of the front door. The men struck the windows very 
hard & made nasty comments which I do not recall. 

I saw no club and do not know what the third man 
did 0 There was no damage done to the van to my 
knowledge and we continued to back out. We were 
followed into the street and beating on the van 
continued. As soon as we got into the street we 
pulled on down towards Browns Chapel, but I 
do not recall what streets we went on, and 
arrived without any further incident. 
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"I have been shown photographs of Namon O^eal 
Hoggle and R.B. Kelly and they do not appear 
to be anyone I have seen. The photographs of 
Elmer Cook and William Stanley Hoggle were also 
shown to me and I can not definitely eliminate them 
as any of the 3 men who pounded on the van. 

"I did not see where these 3 men came from 
or went to after they pounded on the van, and to 
my knowledge I never saw them before or since. 

"The only description I can recall is that the 
first man who approached the van had on 
khaki trousers and a hat with a brim. One of the 
others had a maroon shirt. The 2 men I saw best were of 
heavy build with broad shoulders. I can not 
estimate their height, but may have weighed in 
vicinity of 200 pounds, I do not recall seeing any 
scars, marks or other characteristics, but they 
were casually dressed. 

"I have read the above four page statement and 
it is true and correct to the best of my knowledge.

PRICE, HADXKE BATTLE, PHYLLIS CUHKIHGHAM, and an unknown 
H«gro native of «felma. Tbqp completed their meel shortly after 
7:00 p.m. they walked out of the cafe end proceeded to the 
Ford Eeonollne which is the property of the Medical 
Countttee For Shawm Rights. This vehicle jwas parked 
approximately one-half bloat from the Liston-Clay Cafe sad 
was approximately la front of Walker*# Cafe which she believes 
is also known as the Silver Moon Cafe, The street was dark 
la many areas, but in front of Walker*# Cafe It was well 
Lighted due to the cafe lights and a street light.
